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EDITORIAL 

The  Financial  Condition  of  the  Club 

Not  many  members  of  The  Olympic  Club  are 
familiar  with  the  intricacies  of  its  financial  manage- 
ment. This  the  officers  realize  because  of  the  in- 
quiries made  from  time  to  time  respecting  the  sys- 
tem on  which  the  club  has  been  financed.  Therefore 
a  brief  outline  of  what  has  been  accomplished  and 
a  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  club's  finances 
up  to  the  close  of  the  month  of  February,  which 
marked  the  end  of  eight  months'  operations  in  our 
new  home,  will  doubtless  be  of  general  interest. 

At  the  time  the  plans  for  the  club  building  were 
accepted  it  was  estimated  that  at  least  $500,000 
would  be  needed  for  its  construction,  its  furnishing 
and  equipment.  At  that  time  the  club  was  bur- 
dened with  a  large  debt,  and  its  membership  had 
greatly  decreased.  After  much  effort  a  loan  of 
$300,000  was  obtained  from  the  Xew  York  Life  In- 
surance Company.  It  was  secured  by  a  first  mort- 
gage lien  on  the  club's  property.  The  other  $200,000 
required  was  obtained  on  The  ( Mympie  Club's  seven 
per  cent  twenty-year  second  mortgage  bonds.  In- 
stallment subscriptions  for  almost  $180,000  of  these 


bonds  were  readily  obtainable,  but  the  operating 
profits  of  the  club  increased  so  rapidly  that  the  Direct- 
ors considered  it  advisable  to  carry  as  much  as  possible 
of  the  cost  of  furnishing  and  equipment  on  an  open 
account  and  to  issue  only  as  many  of  these  bonds  as 
it  was  necessary  to  issue.  In  this  way  the  club 
saved  seven  per  cent  interest  on  about  $50,000  of 
these  bonds  for  the  life  of  the  bonds — twenty  years. 
It  is  obligated  to  issue  only  $150,000  of  these  seven 
per  cent  bonds,  and  the  total  secured  debt  of  the 
club  therefore,  will  be  about  $450,000  instead  of 
$500,000  as  originally  planned.  On  the  12th  day 
of  March  of  this  year  a  decree  of  the  Superior  Court 
of  this  State,  in  and  for  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco,  authorizing  the  issuance  of  the  sec- 
ond mortgage  bonds  was  made  and  the  bonds  will 
be  issued  shortly. 

At  the  close  of  the  month  of  February,  1913.  the 
end  of  the  first  eight  months'  operations  of  the 
club  in  its  new  home,  its  operating  profits,  over  and 
above  interest  on  all  its  obligations,  were  $59,122.98. 
But  if  a  reserve  were  created  for  the  purpose  of  pay- 
ing the  secured  indebtedness  of  $450,000  in  twenty 
years  it  would  be  necessary  to  pay  into  such  reserve 
fund  monthly  $1,875,  or,  in  other  words,  '$15,000 
for  the  eight  months.  Therefore,  we  deduct  $15,000 
from  $59,122.98  and  it  leaves  as  our  surplus  for  eight 
months,  over  and  above  all  interest  charges  and  reserve 
for  the  retirement  of  the  secured  indebtedness  in 
twenty  years,  the  sum  of  $44,122.78. 

Doubtless  it  has  been  observed  that  the  monthly 
financial  statements  contain  no  charge  for  deprecia- 
tion nor  special  provision  for  the  retirement  of  the 
second  mortgage  bonds.  The  opening  issue  of  "The 
Olympian"  explained  that  no  charge  would  be  made 
for  depreciation  until  the  expiration  of  the  first 
year's  operations  as  there  would  be  no  basis  for  such 
charge  until  that  time.  By  speculation  and  guess  work 
we  might  approximate  the  proper  charge  for  deprecia- 
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t  i.  'ii  in  advance,  but  such  speculation  and  guess 
work  nia\  be  indulged  bj  any  member  with  about 
as  much  accuracy  as  by  an  officer  of  the  club. 

The  financial  statements  show  that  provision  has 
been  made  For  the  monthly  reservation  of  $1,666.67 
for  the  retirement  of  $400,000  of  the  total  secured  in- 
debtedness in  twenty  years.  The  New  York  Life  loan 
ement  requires  the  annual  payment  of  $20,000 
f..r  tin  years.  The  Deed  of  Trust  securing  the  sec- 
ond mortgage  bonds  requires  their  :  repayment  >in 
twenty  years.  As  the  amount  of  the  seconcLmort- 
gage  bonds  to  lie  issued  is  still  somewhat  uncertain 
the  statements  have  not  suggested  any  reservation 
beyond  the  sum  of  $400,000  in  twenty  years.  How- 
ever,  as  the  total  amount  to  be  issued  will  not  ex- 
ceed about  $150,000,  the  above  figures  of  $1,666.67 
may  he  increased  to  $1,875  monthly  and  on  that 
basis  the  total  of  $450,000  will  be  retired  in  twenty 
years. 

A  careful  reader  will  inquire  about  the  disposi- 
tion of  the  profits  of  $59,122.98  earned  during  the 
first  eight  months  of  operations  in  the  present 
quarters.     An  analysis  shows  :

This  total  of  $64,741.78  represents  an  apparent 
gain  of  that  sum  during  that  period;  but  there  must 
be  deducted  from  that  sum  $5,775  (old  bonds  which 
the  court  has  declared  to  have  been  paid)  which 
liabilities  were  wiped  off  without  payment,  leaving 
the  actual  gain  for  that  period  at  $58,966.74  or 
$156.20  less  than  the  total  profits  of  $59,122.98,  and 
this  small  difference  is  due  to  sundry  adjustments 
of  accounts.  The  increase  in  the  assets  amounts  to 
$16,658.16,  $10,273  of  which  increase  is  represented 
by  cash  on  deposit  on  the  twenty-eighth  day  of 
February,  1913. 

Neither  the  agreement  for  the  first  nor  second 
mortgage  indebtedness  requires  the  club  to  create 
a  reserve  for  the  payment  of  the  principal.  There- 
Eore,  while  providing  for  the  retirement  of  the  se- 
cured debts  as  they  mature,  the  reserve  has  been 
principally,  and  will  be  used,  in  paying  inter- 
bearing  debts  until  the  interest  bearing  un- 
have  been  liquidated.  In  this 
manner  the  reserve,  instead  of  lying  without  inter- 
est, "i-  al  a  small  rate,  practically  earns  six  per  cent 
per  annum  a-  our  principal  floating  loans  bear  that 
rate  of  interest.  This  ha  been  deemed  the  prudent 
business  way  of  handling  the  reserve,  and  of  course 
provision  also  has  been  made  to  meet  the  install- 
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merits  of  the  principal  as  they  mature.  The  club's 
bankers  agreed  that  the  better  business  and  financial 
policy  would  be  to  force  the  reserve  fund  to  earn  a 
high  rate  of  interest  by  applying  it  to  interest  bear- 
ing-floating debts.  This  is  the  policy  of  the  club 
at  present. 

In -conclusion  it  should  be  noted  that  included  in 
the  Assets  and  Liabilities  is  the  sum  of  $7,500  which 
will  be  eliminated'hereafter.  It  is  due  Lindgren  & 
Co,,  general  contractors  for  our  new  building,  but 
its  payment  was  withheld  by  the  California  Pacific 
Title  Insurance  Company  until  the  termination  of 
an  action  instituted  against  Lindgren  &  Co.  by 
one  of  its  sub-contractors.  The  Olympic  Club  has 
no  interest  in  the  money.  If  a  judgment  is  recov- 
ered it  will  be  satisfied  out  of  this  money;  otherwise 
that  sum  will  be  paid  to  Lindgren  &  Co.  There- 
fore, deducting  this  sum  from  the  Assets  and 
Liabilities  as  of  February  28,  1913,  they  will  cor- 
rectly appear  as  follows :

This  lengthy  article  sprung  from  a  desire  to 
familiarize  the  members  with  every  detail  of  the 
club's  finances  and  to  furnish  general  information 
which  will  answer  many  of  the  questions  daily  pro- 
pounded to  club  officials.  Therefore  we  hope  its 
purpose  will  be  a  sufficient  answer  to  any  criticism 
of  its  length  or  substance. 


New  Constitution  and  By-Laws 

The  attention  of  members  is  respectfully  called 
to  the  Revised  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  The 
Olympic  Club  printed  in  this  number  of  The 
Olympian.  Some  time  ago  the  existing  laws  of  the 
club  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory,  and  in  Decem- 
ber of  last  year  a  committee  was  appointed  by  the 
Board  of  Directors  to  revise  and  amend  them.  The 
committee,  consisting  of  Directors  Thomas  Alton, 
T.  I.  Fitzpatrick,  F.  M.  Fenwick  and  E.  G.  Mc- 
Connell,  and  Messrs.  F.  J.  Foran,  J.  R.  Hanify, 
Louis  McLane,  L.  C.  Stewart  and  Stanley  J,  Fay, 
devoted  themselves  to  their  task  during  two  and 
one-half  months  and  the  other  day  they  submitted  a 
unanimous  report  which  has  been  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Directors.  Though  the  Directors  are  au- 
thorized to  adopt  the  amended  By-Laws  they  have 
thought  it  advisable  to  defer  action  until  the  mem- 
bers have  been  given  the  opportunity  to  examine 
them  and  to  offer  suggestions  and  criticisms.  Final 
action  will  not  be  taken  until  two  weeks  after  the 
mailing  of  The  Olympian.  As  the  Directors  have 
also  resolved  that  the  By-Laws  shall  not  go  into 
effect  until  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  members  shall 
have  signified  their  approval  of  the  same,  it  is  im- 
portant that  members  should  inform  themselves  on 
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the  subject.  It  is  intended  to  obtain  their  approval 
in  writing,  and  for  that  purpose  a  representative  of 
the  club  will  visit  members  and  submit  to  them  a 
copy  of  the  By-Laws  for  their  signature.

The  Amendments  in  Brief 

For  the  benefit  of  members  who  may  not  be  in- 
clined to  examine  the  new  By-Laws  critically  we 
will  direct  attention  to  some  of  the  vital  amend- 
ments that  have  been  made : — 

Absentee  membership  is  abolished.  Hereafter 
no  matter  how  long  a  member  may  be  out  of  the 
city  or  State  he  will  be  required  to  pay  the  regular 
dues. 

The  Admission  Committee  is  abolished.  The 
proposer  and  seconder  of  each  applicant  for  admis- 
sion will  be  required  to  appear  before  the  Board  of 
Directors,  and  the  voting  of  the  Board  will  be  by 
secret  ballot. 

Two  new  memberships  are  created — an  Associate 
membership  and  a  Non-Resident  Athletic  member- 
ship. For  neither  will  an  initiation  fee  be  charged. 
The  Directors  will  fix  the  dues  of  Associates,  and 
Non-Resident  Athletic  members  will  pay  five  dol- 
lars a  year  in  advance.  To  Associate  membership 
will  be  admitted  men  distinguished  in  art,  music, 
literature,  drama  and  athletics. 

Delinquent  members  will  be  deprived  of  the 
privileges  of  the  club  within  twenty-four  hours  after 
notification,  and  a  member  who  remains  delinquent 
thirty  days  will  be  expelled. 

Athletic  membership  terminates  automatically  at 
the  end  of  every  six  months. 

Non-Resident  membership  initiation  fee  is  fixed  at 
$50  and  the  dues  at  $25  per  annum. 

The  Athletic  Committee  is  given  control,  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  over  the 
gymnasium  and  the  Athletic,  Junior  and  Juvenile 
members,  the  committee  to  consist  of  five  members, 
two  of  whom  shall  be  Directors. 

The  House  Committee  is  increased  to  five  mem- 
bers, two  of  whom  may  be  from  the  club  at  large. 

The  method  of  nominating  officers  and  directors 
is  changed.  It  is  provided  that  a  regular  meeting 
of  the  club  shall  be  held  to  elect  a  nominating  com- 
mittee of  five  Active  members  which  shall  nominate 
candidates  for  office.  Every  voting  member  in  good 
standing  may  nominate  a  candidate  for  the  Nom- 
inating Committee.  Xo  nominator  or  seconder  shall 
have  the  right  to  place  in  nomination  more  than  one 
candidate.  All  nominations  shall  be  passed  to  print, 
and  the  election  of  the  committee  shall  take  place 
on  the  Tuesday  following  that  of  the  meeting  at 
which  the  nominations  were  made. 

Any  director  may  suspend  a  member  for  conduct 
Unbecoming  a  gentleman,  hut  the  suspension  shall 
be   revoked  automatically   unless  the   matter   is   in-

THE  ART  OF  SELF-DEFENSE

(Boxing  Instructor) 

1  am  asked  to  write  a  few  words  about  boxing  or 
sparring,  a  -form  of  exercise  that  all  Olympians 
should  have  some  knowledge  of.  Sparring  or  box- 
ing is  the  art  of  defense  and  attack,  the  practice  of 
which  trains  the  arms  and  whole  body  for  manly 
self-protection.  It  also  improves  many  faculties, 
imparts  confidence  and  self-command,  and  adds  to 
the  general  appearance  and  gracefulness  of  the  body. 
It  i>  a  manly,invigorating  and  healthful  exercise.  It 
may  he  practiced  n<  >t  only  for  protection  or  defense, 
but  as  a  branch  of  gymnastics,  for  bringing  all  the 
limbs  under  perfect  command  and  rendering  every 
pan  of  the  body  flexible  and  firm. 

Every  man  or  buy  should  know  something  of  how 
t"  use  the  weapons  with  which  nature  has  provided 
him,  and  shi add  contrive  to  acquire  the  desired 
knowledge  of  their  use  whenever  he  can  find  oppor- 
tunity. It  is  considered  manly  and  honorable  to  de- 
fend oneself  in  this  way.  The  arm  is  a  weapon  at  all 
times,  read)  at  one's  side,  whereas  it  would  be 
cowardly  to  use  others.

The 

in  \  >  i   need  to  avoid  inflicting  deserved 

punishment  or  defending  himself  in  an  emergency. 

A  little  instruction  in  the  art  of  self-defense  goes  a 

greal    way   t    ward  equipping  a  youth   for  the  exi- 


gencies of  life.  In  answer  to  those  who  assert  that 
sparring  or  boxing  is  a  rough  accomplishment,  I 
would  state  that  from  my  long  experience,  it  is  one 
of  the  best  and  least  injurious  methods  of  settling  a 
quarrel  which  in  some  cases  it  is  not  possible  to 
settle  with  words,  and  which  in  others  might  lead 
to  most  serious  consequences.  If  boxing  were  a 
universal  accomplishment  there  would  be  fewer 
deeds  of  violence. 


IN  THE  DAYS  OF  OLD 

Mr.  E.  E.  Savage  has  made  an  interesting  con- 
tribution to  the  archives  of  The  Olympic  Club.  It 
is  a  copy  of  the  Daily  Alta  California  of  March  16, 
1867,  on  the  first  page  of  which,  under  the  heading 
"Amusements,"  is  an  account  of  "the  usual  quartet  1/ 
exhibition  and  soiree  of  the  San  Francisco  Olym- 
pic Club."  It  was  attended  says  the  Alta  "by  a 
larger  number  of  the  fashion,  beauty  and  elite  of 
San  Francisco  than  is  ordinarily  drawn  out."  From 
this  interesting  historic  document  it  appears  that 
even  in  those  remote  days  "the  display  of  strength, 
muscular  power  and  graceful  agility  was  extraor- 
dinary," and  that  "the  feats  were  all  performed  in 
a  style  very  near  perfection."  There  were  horizontal 
bar  performances,  boxing  and  all  sorts  of  acrobatics. 
Of  all  the  participants,  the  only  one  whoe  name  has 
come  down  to  this  generation  is  that  of  H.  B.  Russ 
who  was  for  years  treasurer  of  the  club.  According 
to  the  Alta,  "The  feat  of  standing  on  a  slender  pole 
on  one  foot,  kneeling  down  and  again  rising  without 
the  assistance  of  hands,  umbrella  or  any  other  help, 
as  performed  by  Mr.  Russ  eclipsed  the  Japanese." 
Which  was  going  some.  There  was  a  contortion  act 
by  C.  F.  Townsend  which  would  do  credit  to 
D'Enani,  whoever  he  was.  A  Mr.  Elliott  did  some 
graceful  horizontal  bar  work.  Can  this  have  been 
our  old  friend  John  of  the  Pacific  Coast  Athletic  As- 
sociation and  the  Olympic  Club?  Was  John  an 
athlete  in  1867?     Perish  the  thought. 


NOW  FOR  A  BARGE  GREW 

Al.  Pape  has  undertaken  to  revive  interest  among 
Olympians  in  rowing.

A  TRIP  TO  YOSEMITE 

The  Athletic  Committee  suggests  that  a  three 
days  trip  to  the  Yosemite  Yalley  be  taken.  It  is 
planned  to  leave  on  Thursday  evening,  May  29,  1913, 
to  arrive  at  the  valley  about  noon  on  Friday  the 
3Cth  and  to  return  to  the  city  Monday  morning, 
June  2nd  at  8  o'clock.

PRESENT  DAY  BOXERS 

By  George  Green 

The  question  whether  the  boxers  of  this  genera- 
tion are  as  good  as  those  of  a  decade  ago  is  one 
that  is  frequently  discussed  among  lovers  of  the 
sport.  Sporting  writers  are  to  be  found  on  both 
sides  of  the  question.  I  have  been  asked  for  my 
opinion,  and  I  do  not  hesitate  to  say  that  boxers  of 
today  do  not  compare  with  those  of  other  days. 
There  are  no  such  men  now  as  Jim  Corbett,  Bob 
Fitzsimmons,  Peter  Jackson,  Mike  Donovan,  Jack 
Dempsey,  Jack  McAuliffe,  Geo.  Dixon  or  Frank 
Erne.  The  reason  is  this. — that  nearly  all  of  the 
present  day  boxers  have  got  away  from  the  Mace 
svstem  of  boxing,  and  in  my  opinion  they  are 
"camping  out"  when  they  get  away  from  that  style. 
The  favorite  attitude  of  an  up-to-date  pugilist  is 
that  of  a  pugnacious  cat.  With  his  gloves  on  each 
side  of  his  face  he  walks  in  to  close  quarters,  clinches 
with  his  opponent,  holds  him  with  one  hand  and  hits 
him  with  the  other.  Then  they  maul  each  other 
a  little,  and  it  usually  results  that  the  man  that 
can  stand  the  most  pulling  and  hauling  is  declared 
the  victor.  This  style  of  boxing  is  directly  in 
violation  of  the  Marquis  of  Oueensbury  rules  under 
which  the  contests  are  conducted  or  supposed  to  be 
conducted.  Another  new  wrinkle  is  in  the  use  ot 
tape  for  the  hands.  As  a  general  rule  boxers  put 
enough  tape  on   to  prevent   possible   chance  of  in- 
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juring  even  though  the)  should  hit  a  brick  wall, 
ami  by  this  means  they  can  swing  al  an  opponent 
in  a  u;i\  they  would  not  dare  attempt  with  soft 
bandages  or  bare  knuckles.  This  method  of  pro- 
tecting  the  hands  to  make  it  safe  to  indulge  in  wild 
swinging  was  what  made  a  champion  out  of 
Ketchel.  Ritchie,  the  champion  lightweight,  Packy 
McFarland  and  Jack  Britton,  two  of  the  contenders 
for  the  championship  in  that  class  and  three  of  the 
hot  lightweights  in  the  country  at  the  present  time 
are  from  the  .Mace  school  of  boxing.  Wolgast,  the 
last  champion,  was  a  boy  with  a  fairly  good  head, 
but  his  style  was  to  clinch,  swing  and  wrestle,  and 
Battling  Nelson,  the  champion  previous  to  Wolgast, 
had  nothing  to  recommend  him  as  a  boxer,  and  had 
a  poor  head  as  a  fighter.  His  constitution,  aggres- 
siveness and  gameness  are  what  carried  him  through. 
To  develop  a  better  style  of  boxing  a  lot  could  be 
accomplished  by  the  referees  by  disqualifying  a 
man  who  clinches  for  the  purpose  of  hitting,  wrest- 
ling or  to  avoid  punishment. 

The  Olympic  Club  has  always  stood  for  the  high- 
est in  athletics,  and  in  boxing  for  the  last  twenty- 
eight  years  has  taught  the  Mace  system  which  was 
introduced  in  the  club  by  Walter  Watson  who  was 
then  fresh  from  England  and  who  had  been  a  pupil 
of  the  famous  Jem  Mace.  Watson  taught  Corbett 
and  DeWitt  Van  Court,  and  they  followed  him  as 
teachers  at  the  club.  Corbett  taught  me,  and  Van 
Court  taught  Win.  Leonard,  the  present  instructor 
of  the  club.  At  present  the  club  has  a  very  prom- 
ising boy  in  its  ca^e, — Malone,  a  featherweight,  the 
counterpart  of  Terry  McGovern.

And  everyone  should  go  down 
to  observe  how  every  breath  of  air  which  enters  the 
club  building  is  drawn  through  screens  over  which 
water  i-  constantly  pouring,  thus  assuring  the  purity 
of  mountain   atmosphere   in   our  very  gymnasium. 

There  are  a  dozen  other  features  which  will  well 
repay  a  visit.  Splendid  marble  switchboards  whence 
every  lead  in  the  building  can  be  controlled,  motors 


for  almost  every  possible  purpose,  storerooms,  wine- 
rooms,  and  so  on,  all  go  to  make  this  what  it  has 
been  pronounced  by  worthy  judges  to  be,  one  of 
the  finest  plants  of  its  kind  in  the  world,  rivaling 
those  of  the  best  hotels.  Just  to  give  one  instance 
of  the  completeness  of  the  equipment,  there  is  one 
motor  perched  upon  the  wall,  whose  chief  function 
in  life  is  to  supply  air  for  your  auto  tires  in  the  street. 
To  be  sure  the  walls  are  a  little  unfinished  as  yet, 
and  the  bowling  alleys  which  will  soon  bring 
throngs  to  this  now  rather  neglected  floor  are  not 
yet  set  up,  but  it  will  not  be  long  withal  before  the 
"Engine  Room"  floor  is  what  it  should  be,  one  of 
the  show  places  of  the  club.

The  Woman  Controversy 

Editor  The  Olympian,  Sir:  In  the  last  issue  of 
The  Olympian,  a  correspondent  who  signs  himself 
"Fair  Play"  says  that  women  are  never  admitted  to 
any  first-class  men's  clubs.  He  is  of  the  opinion  that 
it  would  be  a  sign  of  a  lack  of  tone  to  admit  women 
to  The  Olympic  Club.  I  suspect  that  "Fair  Play" 
is  a  parochial  gentleman  whose  horizon  is  no  far- 
ther away  than  the  confines  of  our  delightful  penin- 
sula. He  ought  to  cultivate  the  wanderlust  of  the 
cosmopolite  and  learn  what  is  doing  in  the  rest  of 
the  world.  There  are  too  very  fine  athletic  clubs 
in  Chicago,  to  both  of  which  women  are  admitted 
on  even  more  liberal  terms  than  it  has  been  pro- 
posed they  should  be  admitted  to  our  club.  To  the 
famous  Pittsburg  Athletic  Club  women  are  admitted. 
The  same  is  true  of  the  Imperial  Athletic  Club  of 
Liverpool,  and  the  Goethe  Club  of  Berlin.  "Fair 
Play"  forgets  that  the  gentle  sex  has  been  emanci- 
pated, and  I  fear  that  some  of  our  directors  are  also 
unmindful  of  the  fact.  Instead  of  its  being  an  indi- 
cation of  lack  of  tone  to  extend  the  courtesy  of  the 
club  to  women,  it  would  in  my  judgment  be  proof 
conclusive  of  ultra-refinement,  for  it  would  show 
that  Olympians  have  the  confidence  of  their  gentle- 
manly qualities.  The  custom  of  barring  women 
from  men's  club  had  its  origin,  first  in  the  assump- 
tion of  inequality ;  secondly,  in  a  dread  of  scandal. 
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Now  I  believe  Olympians  are  broad-minded  and 
that  every  member  of  our  gallant  club  can  be  de- 
pended upon  to  observe  the  amenities,  the  punctilios 
and  proprieties  of  polite  social  intercourse.  The 
other  day  in  the  card-room  I  heard  men  discussing 
the  advisability  of  admitting  women  to  the  galleries 
of  the  handball  courts  on  occasions  when  tourna- 
ments are  on.  Somebody  suggested  that  it  might  be 
considered  objectionable  on  account  of  the  exclusive 
character  of  the  upper  floors.  Other  men  taking 
part  in  the  discussion  could  see  no  reason  why  such 
an  objection  should  be  urged,  since  no  member  who 
lives  in  the  club  need  be  informed  of  the  proprieties 
regarding  visitors.

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BY-LAWS  OF  THE  OLYMPIC  CLUB 


ARTICLE  I. 
Name. 
This  organization  shall  be  known  as  THE  OLYMPIC 
CLUB. 

ARTICLE   II. 
Location. 
The     location     and     principal    place    of    business    of 
THE    OLYMPIC    CLUB     shall    be    in    the    City    and 
County  of  San   Francisco,  State  of  California. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Objects. 

The   objects   of  The   Olympic   Club   shall   be   the   im- 

pruvement  of  its  members  physically  and  mentally,  the 

promotion    of   social    intercourse    and    the    fostering    of 

amateur   athletics. 

ARTICLE  IV. 
Membership. 
Section  1.  The  membership  shall  consist  of  white 
males,  and  shall  be  divided  into  eleven  classes,  viz: 
Active,  Charter,  Life,  Honorary,  Non-resident,  Service, 
Athletic.  Non-resident  Athletic.  Junior,  Juvenile  and 
Associate.  The  first  three  classes  alone  shall  have  rep- 
resentation and  the  right  of  holding  office  and  having 
or  acquiring  an  interest  in  Club  property;  and  none 
other  shall  be  liable  for  Club  indebtedness  or  assess- 
ments. 

Active  Members. 
Sec.  2.  Xo  person  under  twenty-one  years  of  age 
shall  be  eligible  to  active  membership.  Active  mem- 
bers shall  pay  dues  of  not  less  than  five  dollars  ($5.00) 
per  month,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  all  rights  and 
privileges.  The  initiation  fee  shall  be  one  hundred 
dollars  ($100.00),  which  may  be  increased,  decreased, 
or  waived  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  but  not  unless 
notice  has  been  posted  on  the  Club  bulletin  for  at 
least  ten  (10)  days.  The  number  of  active  members 
shall   be   limited   to   three   thousand    (3000). 

Charter  Members. 

Sec.  3.  Charter  members  are  those  identified  with 
the  Club  from  its  inception.  They  shall  be  entitled  to  all 
the  privileges  of  active  membership  and  exempt  from 
payment  of  monthly  dues;  but  they  shall  be  liable  for 
their  proportion  of  the  Club's  indebtedness  and  assess- 
ments and  for  all  Club  indebtedness  incurred  by  them. 

Life  Members. 
Sec.  4.     Any  active   member   after   ten  years  of  con- 
tinuous uninterrupted  membership  may,  by  the  affirma- 
tive  vote  of  a  majority  of  the   Board   of   Directors,  at 


a  regular  meeting  of  tin-  Directors,  and  on  the  pay- 
ment of  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  ($750.00),  be 
elected  a  life  member,  provided,  however,  that  at  no 
time  shall  there  be  more  than  one  hundred  anil  seventy- 
live  life  members.  Life  members  shall  be  entitled  to 
all  the  privileges  of  active  members  and  exempt  from 
payment  of  monthly  due-.;  but  they  shall  be  liable  for 
their  proportion  of  the  Club  indebtedness  and  assess- 
ments and  for  all  Club  indebtedness  incurred  by  them 

Honorary  Members. 

Sec.  5.  Honorary  members  must  be  proposed  in 
the  same  manner  as  active  members,  but  they  shall 
be  elected  only  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  the  full 
Board  of  Directors.  Xo  person  shall  be  elected  an 
honorary  member  who  has  not  either  achieved  dis- 
tinction through  services  of  signal  merit  to  the  public 
or  the  Club,  or  become  eminent  in  science,  literature  or 
art. 

Xotice  of  the  proposal  of  a  person  for  honorary 
membership  shall  be  posted  on  the  Club  bulletin  for 
at  least  one  week  prior  to  election,  of  which  each  mem- 
ber of  the  Board  of  Directors  must  receive  at  least  one 
week's    notice. 

Honorary  members  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the 
privileges  of  the  Club,  and  shall  be  liable  neither  for 
Club  dues  nor  indebtedness,  but  they  shall  be  liable  for 
all   indebtedness   to   the   Club   incurred   by   them. 

Non-Resident  Members. 
Sec.  6.  Persons  residing  fifty  miles  or  more  from 
San  Francisco  shall  be  eligible  to  non-resident  mem- 
bership. They  shall  be  proposed  and  elected  in  the 
same  manner  as  active  members.  The  initiation  fee 
shall  be  fifty  dollars  ($50.00),  which  may  be  increased 
at  the  pleasure  of  the  Board  of  Directors;  and  the 
dues,  which  shall  be  twenty-live  dollars  ($25.00)  per 
annum,  shall  be  payable  in  advance.  Xon-resident 
members  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  the 
Club. 

Junior  Members. 
Sec.  7.  Any  young  man  of  good  moral  character 
between  the  ages  of  sixteen  and  twenty-one  years 
may  be  elected  a  junior  member  by  the  Board  of 
Directors  on  the  payment  of  an  initiation  fee  of  ten 
dollars  ($10.00).  The  dues  of  the  junior  members 
shall  be  two  dollars  ($2.00)  per  month,  payable  in 
advance  on  the  first  day  of  each  month.  They  shall 
be  entitled  to  the  privileges  of  the  Club,  subject  to 
such  rules  and  restrictions  as  may  be  made  by  the 
Board  of  Directors  at  whose  pleasure  only  their  mem- 
bership shall  continue  until  they  have  reached  their 
twenty-first    year. 
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Juvenile  Members. 
Sec  8  Any  boy  of  good  moral  character  be- 
tween the  agea  ol  eighl  and  sixteen  years  may  be 
elected  a  juvenile  member  by  the  Board  of  Directors 
..n  the  payment  ol  an  initiation  fee  of  five  dollars 
The  dues  of  juvenile  members  shall  be  one 
dollar  and  fifty  cents  ($1.50)  per  month,  payable  in 
advance  on  the  first  day  of  each  and  every  month. 
Their  membership  shall  be  on  the  same  terms  as  that 
of  junior  members,  save  that  it  shall  terminate  at 
the  age  of  sixteen  years. 

Athletic  Members. 

Sec.  9.  Athletic  membership  shall  be  restricted  to 
amateur  athletes  of  eighteen  years  or  older  recom- 
mended by  the  athletic  committee  and  elected  by  the 
Board  of  Directors.  Athletic  members  shall,  when  re- 
quested by  the  Board  of  Directors,  take  part  in  any 
meet,  entertainment  or  competition  given  or  sanctioned 
by  the  Club,  and  their  expenses  shall  be  paid  by  the 
Club. 

The  dues  of  athletic  members  shall  be  one  dollar 
and  fifty  cents  ($1.50)  per  month,  and  membership  shall 
be  for  a  term  of  twelve  consecutive  months  or  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  Board  of  Directors  only.  At  the  end 
of  each  term  athletic  membership  shall  terminate,  but 
may  be  renewed  on  application  presented  to  the  Sec- 
retary, subject  to  the  approval  of  the  athletic  com- 
mittee and  Board  of  Directors.  Athletic  members  shall 
be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  the  Club,  subject 
to  such  restrictions  as  the  Board  of  Directors  may 
make. 

Non-Resident  Athletic  Members. 

Sec.  10.  Xon-resident  athletic  membership  shall  be 
restricted  to  amateur  athletes  of  eighteen  years  or  over, 
residing  outside  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
and  recommended  by  the  athletic  committee. 

Non-resident  athletic  membership  shall  be  on  the 
same  terms  as  that  of  athletic  membership  save  that 
dues  shall  be  five  dollars  ($5.00)  per  annum,  payable 
in   advance. 

Service  Members. 
Sec.  11.  Officers  of  the  regular  Army  and  Navy  and 
regular  Revenue  Cutter  service  of  the  United  States. 
and  officers  of  the  Consular  service,  residing  or  so- 
journing in  San  Francisco,  may  be  elected  as  service 
members  of  the  Club  by  the  Board  of  Directors.  They 
-hall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  the  Club. 
Their   due-    shall    be    two   dollars    <$2.IA>)    per   month. 

Associate  Members. 
Sec.  12  Noted  athletes  who  are  no  longer  able  to 
compete  but  who  have  achieved  prominence  and  dis- 
tinction in  the  world's  held  of  amateur  athletics,  and 
ns  proficient  in  art,  letters,  music  or  the  drama, 
after  being  duly  proposed  and  seconded  in  the  man- 
ner  provided    for  active   members,   may   be   elected   as- 


sociate members  by  the  Board  of  Directors  for  a  period 
not  exceeding  one  year.  This  period  may  be  extended 
by  the  Board  of  Directors  from  time  to  time  for  not 
more  than  one  year  at  a  time.  Such  associate  mem- 
bers shall  pay  no  initiation  fee,  but  shall  pay  such  dues 
as  may  be  fixed  by  the  Board  of  Directors.  Associate 
members  shall  not  have  the  right  of  voting  or  holding  . 
office,  and  shall  have  no  interest  in  the  Club  property. 
The  number  of  such  members  shall  not  at  any  time 
exceed  ten  per  cent  of  the  regular  active  membership 
of   the    Club. 

ARTICLE  V. 
Enrollment. 
The  names  of  members  of  every  class  shall  be  kept 
by  the  Secretary  in  separate  card  or  roll-books,  which 
shall  contain  proper  marks  of  record  and  reference  so 
that  the  exact  status  of  each  member  of  the  Club  may 
be   readily  determined. 

ARTICLE  VI. 
Non-Resident  Visitors. 
Section  1.  A  member  may  personally  introduce  any 
gentleman  residing  fifty  miles  or  more  from  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco  by  recording  the  names 
of  himself  and  friend  in  the  visitors'  book  and  obtain- 
ing the  endorsement  of  two  Directors.  To  such 
visitor  the  Secretary  shall  issue  a  visitor's  card  which 
shall  entitle  the  holder  to  all  the  privileges  of  the  Club 
for  a  period  of  fifteen  days,  which  privilege  may  be 
once  renewed.  No  member  shall  introduce  more  than 
three  visitors  in  any  one  month.  Members  shall  be 
held  responsible  for  the  conduct  and  indebtedness  of 
their  guests. 

Resident  Visitors. 
Sec.  2.  A  member  may  personally  introduce  any 
gentleman  residing  in  or  within  fifty  miles  of  the  city 
by  recording  the  names  of  himself  and  friend  in  the 
visitors'  book.  The  visitor  shall  be,  for  that  visit,  en- 
titled to  the  privileges  of  the  social  rooms  only.  No 
resident  visitor  shall  be  introduced  more  than  twice  in 
twelve  months,  and  members  introducing  resident 
visitors  shall  be  responsible  for  their  conduct  and  for 
any   indebtedness   that   may   be   incurred. 

ARTICLE  VII. 
Government. 

Section  1.  The  government  and  management  of  the 
Club  shall  be  vested  in  a  Board  of  Directors  consist- 
ing of  eleven  voting  members,  including  the  President, 
Vice-President,    Secretary    and    Treasurer. 

Directors. 

Sec.  2.  The  Directors  shall  enter  upon  their  term 
of  office  on  the  first  Monday  after  their  election,  and 
shall  hold  office  until  their  successors  shall  have  been 
elected    and    shall    have    qualified. 
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Election  and  Term  of  Office. 
Sec.  3.  The  President,  Vice-President,  Secretary, 
Treasurer,  and  other  Directors  shall  be  elected  by  the 
Club,  and  an  election  for  that  purpose  and  to  fill 
vacancies  shall  be  held  annually  on  the  second  Tues- 
day in  September.  The  President,  Vice-President,  Sec- 
retary and  Treasurer  shall  hold  office  for  a  term  of  one 
year  and  until  their  successors  shall  have  been  elected 
and  shall  have  qualified.  The  seven  other  Directors 
shall  hold  office  for  a  term  of  two  years  and  until  their 
successors  shall  have  been  elected  and  shall  have 
qualified.  Four  of  the  seven  shall  be  elected  at  the 
annual  election  each  odd  year,  and  three  each  even 
year. 

Vacancies. 

Sec.  4.  Should  a  vacancy  occur  in  any  of  the  offices 
it  shall  be  filled  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  by  the 
election  of  one  of  its  members.  Should  a  vacancy 
occur  in  the  directorate  the  Board  shall  fill  such 
vacancy  by  appointment  thereto  of  a  life,  charter  or 
active  member,  and  such  appointee  shall  hold  office  for 
the    unexpired   term   to   which    he   has   been   appointed. 

A  Director  who  absents  himself  without  leave  from 
four  consecutive  regular  meetings  may,  in  the  dis- 
cretion  of   the    Board,   forfeit   his   office. 

Powers. 

Sec.  5.  A  majority  of  the  Board  shall  constitute 
a  quorum,  and  it   shall   have   power: — 

1st.  To  prescribe  and  enforce  rules  not  inconsistent 
witli  these  by-laws,  regulating  Club  affairs  and  the 
conduct   of   members. 

2nd.  To  appoint  or  remove  an  assistant  secretary, 
a  superintendent,  and  all  instructors  and  employees, 
and  fix  the  terms  and  conditions  of  their  service  and 
compensation; 

3rd.  To  authorize  all  necessary  expenditures,  and  to 
incur  indebtedness  from  time  to  time,  and  secure  pay- 
ment thereof  by  pledge,  hypothecation,  mortgage,  or 
deed  of  trust,  provided  such  indebtedness  does  not  at 
any  time  exceed  the  sum  of  seven  hundred  and  fifty 
thousand   dollars    ($750,000.00); 

4th.  To  do  all  other  things  necessary  and  proper 
for  the  control,  management  and  operation  of  the  Club 
and  its  property. 

Meetings. 
Sec.  6.     The    Board   shall    hold    regular    meetings    on 
>.ednesday  of  each  week  at  the  hour  of  eight  o'clock 
p.  m.  at  the  Club,  and  no  notice  of  such  meeting  shall 
be  necessary. 

Special  Meetings. 
Sec.  7.  Special  meetings  shall  be  called  at  any  time 
by  the  President  or  three  members  of  the  Board  of 
Directors,  by  written  notice  delivered  or  mailed  to 
each  member  of  the  Board  twelve  hours  in  advance  of 
such   meeting. 


ARTICLE  VIII. 

Election  to  Membership. 

Section  1.  Every  candidate  for  admission  must  be 
proposed  in  writing  by  a  voting  member  in  good  stand- 
ing and  seconded  by  another  voting  member  in 
standing,  to  both  of  whom  such  candidate  for  admis- 
sion shall  be  known  personally.  The  name,  residence 
and  occupation  of  the  proposed  candidate  shall  !>.  sent 
in  writing  to  the  Secretarj  together  with  the  admis- 
sion fee  and  one  month's  dues.  The  Secretary  shall 
cause  the  name  of  the  candidate  and  the  names  of 
his  proposer  and  seconder  to  be  posted  on  the  bulletin 
board  for  the  term  of  at  least  ten  days,  and  the  pro- 
poser and  seconder  shall  appear  personally  before  the 
Board  of  Directors  and  be  prepared  to  furnish  such 
information  regarding  the  candidate  as  the  Board  may 
require.  The  name  may  be  withdrawn  by  the  pro- 
poser or  seconder  at  any  time  before  the  Board  of 
Directors  acts  thereon.  Xo  member  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  shall  propose  or  second  a  candidate  for  mem- 
bership. 

Sec.  2.  The  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
shall  vote  by  secret  ballot  upon  the  candidates  for 
membership.  There  shall  be  individual  ballot  boxes  for 
each  candidate  proposed.  The  poll  shall  remain  open 
for  a  period  of  three  day-.  To  complete  a  ballot  there 
must  be  at  least  six  votes.  If  less  than  six  Directors 
vote  on  an  application  within  the  prescribed  time,  or  if 
two  votes  are  recorded  against  an  application,  the 
applicant  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  denied  ad- 
mission to  membership.  The  Secretary  shall  com- 
municate the  result  of  the  ballot  to  the  proposer  and 
seconder.  In  case  of  election  the  Secretary  shall 
notify  the  candidate;  in  case  of  rejection  the  Secretary 
shall  notify  the  proposer  and  seconder,  and  return  to 
the  proper  party  the  money  which  accompanied  the 
application.  Xo  rejected  candidate  shall  be  proposed 
again   within   one   year   from   the  date   of   his   rejection. 

Sec.  3.  Action  by  the  Board  of  Directors  on  all 
candidates  for  membership  shall  be  taken  at  a  regular 
meeting  once  a  month.  Each  applicant  elected  shall 
be  notified  to  sign  his  name  on  the  book  of  by-laws, 
and  upon  doing  so  he  shall  become  an  active  member 
of  the  Club,  his  membership  dating  from  the  first  day 
of  the  month  of  his  election,  provided  that  said  elec- 
tion took  place  fin  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  said 
month;  if  after  the  fifteenth,  the  first  day  of  the  month 
immediately  following.  Until  he  shall  have  signed  his 
name  to  the  book  of  by-laws  and  paid  his  initiation  fee 
he  shall  not  be  permitted  to  enjoy  the  privileges  of 
active  membership. 

Sec.  4.  Xewly  elected  members  shall  be  posted  on 
the    Club   bulletin    immediately   after    their    election. 

ARTICLE  IX. 
Athletic  Committee. 
Section   1.     At  the  first  regular  meeting  of  the  Board 
of    Directors,    or   as    soon    thereafter    as    possible,    the 
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President  shall  appoint,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Board,  a  committee  to  be  known  as  the  Athletic  Com- 
mittee, consisting  of  five  active  or  life  members,  two 
of  whom  shall  be  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 
Three  members  of  this  committee  shall  constitute  a 
quorum.  The  committee  shall  hold  office  for  one  year 
and  until  its  successor  shall  have  been  appointed. 
icancies  in  this  committee  shall  be  filled  in  the  same 
manner  as  original  appointments.  The  Board  of 
Directors  may  at  any  time  remove  any  member  of  said 
committee,  who,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Board  of 
Directors,    is    not    properly   attending   to    his    duties. 

Powers. 

Sec.  2.  Subject  to  the  approval  and  control  of  the 
Board  of  Directors,  the  athletic  committee  shall  have 
full  charge  of  all  Club  events  within  and  without  the 
Club  premises,  and  of  all  contests,  meets,  entertain- 
ments and  exhibitions  held  for  the  benefit  of  or  under 
the  auspices  of  the  Club.  Subject  to  the  same  ap- 
proval, the  committee  shall  have  general  supervision  of 
all  instructors  of  the  Club,  the  Club  gymnasium,  the 
handball  courts  and  swimming  tank;  also  authority  over 
the  junior,  juvenile  and  athletic  members,  and  the 
power  to  make  and  revise  the  rules  and  regulations 
of  said  departments. 

This  committee  is  empowered  to  make  such  minor 
expenditures  for  the  Club  as  it  may  deem  in  further- 
ance of  the  Club's  interests.  The  signature  of  the 
chairman  and  one  other  member  of  the  committee  must 
be   attached   to   all  vouchers   covering  expenditures. 

All  applications  for  athletic  membership  shall  be 
passed  on  by  the  athletic  committee  before  action 
thereon   is   taken   by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Sec.  3.  Immediately  after  its  appointment  the  com- 
mittee shall  organize  and  from  its  members  elect  a 
chairman  and  a  secretary.  The  chairman  must  be  a 
member    of    the    Board    of    Directors. 

Sec.  4.  The  order  of  the  Board  of  Directors  ap- 
pointing this  committee  shall  name  each  member 
thereof  a  commissioner  in  one  or  more  of  the  depart- 
i!  in  of  athletics  or  entertainments.  It  shall  be  the 
duly  of  each  and  every  commissioner  so  named  to 
interest  the  members  of  the  Club  in  the  branch  of 
athletics  over  which  he  has  jurisdiction,  and  to  arrange 
public  exhibitions  or  entertainments  in  his  particular 
ili  i'  trtment  or  departments  as  often  as  in  the  judgment 
of  this  committee  and  of  the  Board  of  Directors  such 
exhibitions   or   entertainments   should   be   held. 

Sec.  S.  This  committee  shall  hold  regular  meetings 
at  the  Club  semi-monthly,  on  the  first  and  third  Wed- 
nesdays  of  every  month,  at  the  hour  of  7:30  o'clock 
p.  m.,  and  no  notice  of  such  meetings,  other  than  the 
notice  given  by  these  by-laws,  shall  be  necessary. 

Sec.  6  Special  meetings  may  be  called  at  an}'  time 
bj  the  chairman  or  three  members  on  three  hours' 
notice,    verbal    or    in    writing,    to    every    member. 

Sec.  7.  Permanent  record  of  all  proceedings  taken 
or  had  at  any  meeting  of  this  committee  must  be  kept 
by  the  secretary  thereof. 


ARTICLE  X. 
President. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to 
preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Club  and  of  the  Directors, 
to  see  that  the  by-laws  and  the  rules  and  regulations 
now  or  hereafter  adopted  are  enforced,  and  to  report 
to  the  Board  of  Directors  any  infraction  of  same;  to' 
call  such  meetings  as  he  is  herein  required  to  call;  to 
have  a  general  supervision  over  all  the  affairs  of  the 
Club,  and  at  the  annual  meetings  to  make  a  general 
report  of  the  affairs  and  concerns  of  the  Club.  He 
shall  be  ex-officio  a  member  of  all  standing  and  special 
committees,  and  shall  sign  all  checks  and  contracts. 

Sec.  2.  The  President  shall,  at  the  commencement 
of  his  term  of  office,  appoint  from  the  Board  a  finance 
committee,  a  house  committee,  and  such  other  com- 
mittees as  the  exigencies  may  require. 

He  shall  be  ex-officio  a  member  of  these  committees, 
and  shall  have  power  to  make  changes  therein  when 
in  his  opinion  the  best  interest  of  the  Club  may  be 
subserved  thereby. 

Vice-President. 

Sec.  3.  During  the  absence  or  disability  of  the  Presi- 
dent, the  Vice-President  shall  perform  his  duties  and 
exercise  all  the  powers  of  the  President. 

Sec.  4.  If  both  the  President  and  Vice-President 
shall  be  absent  from  any  meeting  of  the  Club  or  Board 
of  Directors,  the  Secretary  shall  call  the  meeting  to 
order,  and  an  acting  President  shall  be  elected  by  the 
meeting. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

Secretary. 

Section  1.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  an  exact  record 
of  the  proceedings  of  the  Club,  and  of  the  meetings 
of  the  Board  of  Directors.  He  shall  have  charge  of  the 
books  and  accounts  and  the  official  correspondence  of 
the  Club.  He  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  the  members 
of  the  Club,  and  a  list  of  all  applicants  who  shall  have 
been  rejected,  or  whose  names  have  been  passed,  and 
of  all  members  who  have  been  expelled.  He  shall 
notify  members  of  any  action  taken  by  the  Board  of 
Directors,  particularly  affecting  his  relations  with  the 
Club.  He  shall  make,  and  furnish  to  the' Board  over 
his  signature,  a  monthly  record  of  his  transactions  and 
a  yearly  report  of  the  Club,  and  he  shall  perform  such 
other  duties  as  the  affairs  of  his  office  may  necessitate. 
He  shall  collect  fees  and  dues,  together  with  all  other 
moneys  due  the  Club,  and  deposit  the  same  to  the 
credit  of  the  Club  in  some  bank  selected  by  the  Board, 
and  he  shall  notify  members  when  they  are  in  arrears 
for  any  indebtedness.  On  the  day  on  which  the  Club 
election  is  to  be  held,  he  shall  furnish  the  judges  of 
election  with  a  list  of  all  members  entitled  to  vote.  He 
shall  keep  the  individual  member's  accounts,  and  also 
a  record  of  all  properties,  investments  and  funds  of 
the  Ciub. 
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ARTICLE  XI I. 
Treasurer. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  to  deposit  any  and 
all  money  received  by  him  as  such  officer.  But  he 
shall  pay  no  bills  until  they  shall  have  been  approved 
by  at  least  two  members  of  the   Finance  Committee. 

ARTICLE    XIII 

STANDING    COMMITTEES. 

Finance  Committee. 

Section  1.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  have  charge 
of  all  disbursements  and  income  of  the  Club,  and  shall 
compare  the  financial  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  and 
Secretary.     This   committee   shall   audit   all   bills. 

House  Committee. 

Sec.  2.  The  House  Committee  is  empowered,  and 
it  shall  be  its  duty,  to  exercise  a  general  supervision 
over  the  house,  furniture  and  house-keeping  affairs  of 
the  Club.  This  committee  shall  consist  of  five  mem- 
bers, two  of  whom  may  in  the  discretion  of  the  Presi- 
dent be  selected  from  the  membership  of  the  Club 
at  large.  The  order  appointing  this  committee  shall 
specify  the  department  of  the  Club  to  which  each  mem- 
ber shall  particularly  and  specially  devote  his  attention 
and  energies  for  the  purpose  of  improving  the  service 
and  operation  of  such  department.  While  this  com- 
mittee shall  act  as  a  unit,  the  responsibility  fur  the 
economic  operation  and  the  service  of  any  one  depart- 
ment shall  rest  on  the  member  to  whom  this  depart- 
ment is  specially  assigned.  No  radical  or  expensive 
changes  in  methods  or  operations  shall  be  made  with- 
out the  precedent  approval  of  the   Board  of  Directors. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

NOMINATION  OF  OFFICERS  AND  DIRECTORS 

Section  1.  On  the  first  Tuesday  of  August  of  each 
year  (unless  said  day  shall  fall  upon  a  legal  holiday, 
and  in  such  event  then  upon  the  next  succeeding  busi- 
ness day),  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Club  shall  be  called 
at  the  Club  rooms  for  the  purpose  of  electing  a  com- 
mittee of  five  active  or  voting  members,  who  shall 
within  ten  days  after  their  election  nominate  candidates 
for  the  number  of  Directors  and  officers  to  be  elected 
for  the  ensuing  term.  The  committee  shall  be  chosen 
in  the  following  manner:  Nominations  shall  be  made 
separately,  and  when  seconded  shall  be  recorded  by 
the  Secretary.  No  member  or  seconder  shall  nominate 
more  than  one  candidate;  nor  shall  nominations  be 
made  by  any  but  voting  members  in  good  standing. 
When  no  further  nominations  are  offered  the  presid- 
ing officer  shall  declare  the  same  closed.  The  Sec- 
retary shall  then  prepare  a  list  of  the  nominees,  and 
the  same  shall  be  passed  to  print  immediately  after  the 
meeting,  and  a  copy  of  the  list  shall  be  mailed  to  each 
member  of  the  Club.  The  election  of  the  committee 
shall   take   place-   on   the  Tuesday   following   that   of  the 


meeting  at  which  the  nominations  were  made,  (unless 
said  day  falls  upon  a  legal  holiday,  and  in  such  event, 
then  upon  the  next  succeeding  business  day),  the  polls 
opening  at  2  o'clock  p.  m.  and  closing  at  9  o'clock  p.  m. 
When  the  voting  is  completed  the  President  shall  ap- 
point three  tellers,  who  shall  cunt  the  ballots  and 
report  the  result  to  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  the 
Board  shall  declare  the  five  nominees  receiving  the 
highest  number  of  votes  to  be  the  Nominating  Com- 
mittee. The  ticket  submitted  by  the  committee  shall 
be  known  as  the  regular  ticket,  and  shall  be  posted  on 
the  bulletin  board  not  later  than  two  weeks  before 
the  annual  election,  and  shall  be  printed  and  circulated 
among  the  members  at  the  expense  of  the  Club.  If 
the  ticket  be  not  posted,  as  above  required,  it  shall  not 
be  called  the  regular  ticket.  Any  twenty-five  voting 
members  in  good  standing  shall  have  power  to,  and 
may,  offer  a  ticket  or  tickets  in  opposition,  provided 
they  file  the  same  in  the  Secretary's  office  at  least  five 
days  prior  to  the  election.  All  tickets  shall  be  printed 
at  the  expense  of  the  Club,  and  the  candidates  thereon 
shall   be  submitted   to  ballot. 

Sec.  2.  The  election  of  Directors  shall  take  place 
on  the  second  Tuesday  of  September  of  each  year 
(unless  such  day  shall  fall  upon  a  legal  holiday,  and 
in  such  an  event,  then  upon  the  next  succeeding  busi- 
ness day),  the  polls  opening  at  2  o'clock  p.  m.  and  clos- 
ing at  9  o'clock  p.   m. 

Sec.  3.  The  tickets  to  be  used  at  such  election  shall 
be  of  uniform  size  and  color.  On  each  ticket  the 
names  of  candidates  shall  be  printed  in  the  center,  with 
the  word  "yes"  on  the  left  of  each  name,  and  the  word 
"no"  on  the  right  of  each  name.  All  names  shall  be 
numbered  on  the  ticket  in  the  order  in  which  they  are 
printed,  commencing  at  the  top.  The  candidates  for 
Directors  who  shall  receive  the  majority  of  the  votes, 
if  there  are  but  two  tickets,  or  a  plurality,  if  there  are 
more  than  two  tickets,  shall  be  declared  elected.  The 
candidate  numbered  1  shall  be  understood  to  be  the 
candidate  for  President;  number  2,  for  Vice-President; 
number  3,  for  Secretary;  and  number  4,  for  Treasurer. 

The  Board  of  Directors  at  some  meeting  previous 
to  the  day  of  election  shall  appoint  two  inspectors 
and  three  judges,  who  shall  superintend  the  election  and 
report  to  the  Board  the  result  thereof  as  soon  as  they 
have  determined  the  same.  Their  report  shall  be  in 
writing  and  duly  signed,  and  it  shall  be  accompanied 
by  the  ballots  in  a  sealed  package,  certified  by  the 
inspectors  and  judges.  Ail  questions  respecting  the 
regularity  or  validity  of  any  vote  shall  be  determined 
by  two  of  the  three  judges,  whose  decision  shall  be 
subject   to   review   by   the    Board   of   Directors. 

ARTICLE  XV. 

Rights  and  Duties  of  Members. 

Section  1.  One  hundred  members  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  at  any  meeting  of  tin-  Club. 

Sec.  2.  No  proxies  or  cumulative  voting  shall  lie 
allowed   at   any   election    or   meeting   of   the    Club,    but 
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proxies   maj    be  used   for  voting  on  amendments  to  the 
bj  laws  "r  ratification  of  amendments, 

See.  3.  Termination  of  membership  for  any  cause 
whatsoever  shall  operate  as,  and  be  in  full  relinquish- 
ment of,  all  rights  or  title  to  or  interests  in  the  prop- 
erty    of    the     Club. 

4  \  member  >  1 1 .- 1 1 1  be  considered  in  good  stand- 
ing  only  when  he  is  not  delinquent  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided in  section  live  of  this  artiele. 

Sec.  5.  All  dues  shall  be  payable  monthly  in  ad- 
vance  "ti  the  first  day  of  each  month,  together  with 
any  indebtedness  incurred  during  the  previous  month. 
If  within  twenty-five  days  thereafter  payment  of  such 
dues  and  indebtedness  has  not  been  made,  then  the 
member  shall  be  notified  in  writing  of  his  delinquency, 
and  if  his  delinquent  account  is  not  paid  within  twenty- 
four  hours  after  such  written  notice  has  been  mailed 
to  him,  his  name  shall  be  posted  on  the  bulletin  board 
and  if  his  account  be  not  paid  within  five  days  after 
such  posting  he  shall  be  deprived  of  all  the  privileges 
of  membership  until  his  account  shall  have  been  settled. 
If  any  member  fail  to  liquidate  his  indebtedness  within- 
thirty  days  after  the  mailing  of  notice,  he  shall  be  ex- 
pelled from  the  Club  unless  good  reason  be  shown  to 
the  Board  of  Directors  why  such  action  should  not 
be  taken;  and  such  further  action  as  may  be  deemed 
expedient  shall  be  taken  to  recover  the  indebtedness 
due  the  Club.  Personal  notice  shall  be  deemed  to  have 
been  given  to  any  member  when  notice  is  mailed  to 
him  at  his  last  known  address,  or  left  at  his  residence 
or  place   of  business. 

Reinstatement 

Sec.  6.  Former  members  may  be  reinstated  by  the 
Board  of  Directors,  and  in  the  discretion  of  the  Board, 
initiation  fee  may  be  waived  in  whole  or  in  part. 

Personal   Conduct. 

Sec.  7.  No  athletic,  junior  or  juvenile  member  of 
the  Club  may  take  part  in,  or  assist  at,  any  professional 
athletic  event  without  the  consent  of  the  Board  of 
Directors;  and  no  member  of  the  Club,  of  whatsoever 
class  of  membership,  may  ever  wear  or  exhibit 
the  colors,  symbol  or  device  of  The  Olympic  Club 
while  participating  in.  or  in  anywise  officiating  at,  or 
abetting  any  professional   athletic   event. 

Sec.  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  member  cognizant 
of  a  violation  of  the  by-laws  or  amendments  thereto,  or 
•  if  the  rules  and  regulations,  or  of  any  breach  of  court- 
esy or  decorum  on  the  part  of  any  member,  visitor, 
servant  or  employee  of  the  Club,  to  report  the  same 
in  writing  to  the  Board  of  Direetors.  No  member 
shall  have  the  right  or  power  to  pass  upon  or  correct 
any   transgression 

Sec.  9.  Whenever  any  member  of  the  Board  of 
Direetors  shall  receive  reliable  information  that  any 
member  of  tin  Chili  has  conducted  or  is  conducting 
himself  in  a  manner  unbecoming  a  member  of  the 
Club,  or  in   violation   of  any  by-law,   rule   or   regulation 


of  the  Club  or  its  Board  of  Directors;  or  that  any 
member  has  conducted  or  is  conducting  himself  in  a 
manner  calculated  to  disturb  the  order,  peace  or  har- 
mony, or  to  impair  the  good  name  or  prosperity  of 
the  Club,  whether  within  the  Club  rooms  or  elsewhere, 
such  Director  may  immediately  deprive  such  member 
of  the  privileges  of  the  Club  pending  action  by  the- 
Board  of  Directors.  If  the  Board  of  Directors  does 
not  take  action  within  forty-eight  hours  thereafter 
the  member  shall  be  immediately  restored  to  all  the 
privileges  of  the  Club.  At  any  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  for  the  investigation  of  charges 
made  by  a  Director  who  has  taken  summary  action 
against  a  member,  the  Director  shall  not  be  entitled  to 
vote  to  sustain  his  action  or  to  prescribe  any  measure 
of  punishment. 

Sec.  10.  It  shall  require  a  vote  of  not  less  than 
eight  Directors  to"  fine,  suspend  or  expel  a  member 
against  whom  charges  have  been  made  under  sections 
7  or  8  of  this  article.  When  charges  are  made  they 
shall  be  in  writing  and  a  copy  thereof  shall  be  furnished 
the  accused.  They  shall  specify  time,  place  and  cir- 
cumstances of  the  alleged  offense.  The  accused  shall 
have  three  days  in  which  to  answer.  He  shall  file  his 
written  answer  with  the  Secretary,  and  not  earlier  than 
two  days  thereafter,  nor  later  than  one  week  the 
Board  of  Directors  shall  meet  to  consider  the  charges. 
The  accused  shall  have  the  right  to  appear  personally 
before  the  Board  and  give  testimony  and  produce  such 
witnesses  as  he  may  deem  competent;  but  the  method 
of  procedure  shall  be  in  the  discretion  of  the  Directors. 
After  hearing  all  the  evidence  which  the  Board  deems 
material  it  shall  announce  its  decision.  If  the  charges 
are  sustained  the  Board  of  Directors  may  either  pub- 
licly or  privately  reprimand  the  offending  member;  or 
it  may  impose  on  him  a  fine  to  be  paid  into  the 
treasury;  or  it  may  suspend  or  expel  him.  The  action 
of  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  be  final  and  not  re- 
viewable. Any  member  who  fails  to  pay  any  fine  im- 
posed within  the  time  prescribed  by  the  Board  of 
Directors  shall  ipso  facto  cease  to  be  a  member  of  the 
Club.  Any  member  expelled  shall  not  again  be 
eligible   for   membership   in  the   Club. 

ARTICLE   XVI. 
Meetings. 

Section  1.  On  the  third  Tuesday  of  September  of 
each  year  (unless  such  date  shall  fall  upon  a  legal 
holiday,  and  in  such  event  on  the  next  succeeding 
business  day),  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Club  shall  be 
held  at  its  rooms  for  the  purpose  of  hearing  the  reports 
of  the  outgoing  officers  and  for  installing  the  newly 
elected  Board  of  Directors. 

Special  Meetings. 

Sec.  2.  Special  meetings  of  the  Club  may  be  called 
by  the   Board  of  Directors   and   shall   be   called  by  the 
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President   upon   the    written    request   of   fifty    members 
in  good  standing. 

Sec.  3.  Special  meetings  of  the  Club  shall  not  be 
called  except  upon  two  weeks'  notice  to  the  members, 
which  must  be  given  by  circular  delivered  to  all  voting 
members  as  hereinafter  provided.  The  purpose  for 
which  special  meetings  are  called  shall  be  specified  in 
the  circular,  and  no  other  business  than  that  so  specified 
shall  be  taken   up  at  said  meeting. 

ARTICLE  XVII. 
Monthly  Reports. 

The  Secretary  shall  make  monthly  written  reports 
to  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  such  reports  shall  be 
posted  on  the  bulletin  of  the  Club. 

ARTICLE  XVIII. 

Annual  Report. 

At  the  annual  meeting  in  September  the  Board  of 
Directors,  through  its  President,  shall  make  a  full  re- 
port of  the  business  of  the  preceding  year  and  recom- 
mend such  measures  as  may  be  deemed  necessary. 
Also  the  Secretary  shall  read  his  annual  report,  which 
shall  be  posted  the  same  as  monthly  statements. 

ARTICLE  XIX. 

Address  Book. 

Section  1.  An  address  book  or  address  cards  shall 
be  kept  by  the  Secretary  at  the  office  of  the  Club, 
where  he  shall  enter  the  post-office  addresses  of  all 
members,  and  each  address  shall  thereafter  be  deemed 
official  until  changed  on  written  notice.  When  the 
Secretary  is  notified  by  a  member  of  a  change  of  such 
member's  address  he  shall  enter  the  same  in  the  official 
address   book   or   on   an   official   address   card. 

Notices. 

Sec.  2.  All  notices  required  by  law,  or  by  these  by- 
laws, to  be  given  to  any  member  or  officer  of  the  Club 
shall  be  in  writing,  and  shall  be  given  (1)  by  delivery 
of  the  notice  to  the  member  personally,  or  (2)  by- 
delivery  at  his  official  address  as  last  recorded,  or  (3) 
by  depositing  the  same  in  a  United  States  post-office 
box  in  San  Francisco  with  the  postage  thereon  pre- 
paid, and  addressed  to  the  member  at  his  official  ad- 
dress as  last  recorded,  or  if  there  be  no  official  address, 
then  addressed  to  said  member  "San  Francisco,  Cali- 
fornia", and  the  notice  shall  be  deemed  completed  at 
the    time    of   such    delivery   and   deposit. 

Bulletin. 

Sec.  3.  A  bulletin  board  shall  be  kept  in  a  con- 
spicuous place  in  the  Club,  on  which  shall  be  posted 
all  notices  required  to  be  posted  by  these  by-laws  or 
by  the   Board  of  Directors. 


ARTICLE  XX. 

Construction  of  By-Laws 

In  case  of  any  doubt  or  difference  of  opinion  in  the 
construction  of  these  by-laws,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Board  of  Directors  to  determine  the  construction 
thereof,    and   its    decision    shall    be    final. 

ARTICLE  XXI. 

Amendments. 

The  by-laws  of  the  Club  may  be  altered,  amended 
or  repealed  by  the  affirmative  vote  of  eight  members 
of  the  Board  of  Directors  at  a  regular  meeting  of  said 
Board,  but  no  such  amendment  shall  become  effective 
until  it  has  been  posted  on  the  Club  bulletin  for  a 
period  of  ten  days  and  a  copy  thereof  mailed  to  every 
member  of  the  Club  at  his  last  known  address.  The 
by-laws  may  also  be  amended  at  the  annual  or  other 
meeting  of  the  members  of  the  Club  called  for  that 
purpose,  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members,  or 
by  the  written  assent  of  two-thirds  of  the  members. 

ARTICLE  XXII. 

Compensation. 

No  member  shall  on  any  pretext,  or  in  any  manner, 
receive  compensation  for  services  rendered  in  the  Club. 

Seal. 

The  Corporate  Seal  of  the  Club  shall  be  the  same 
as  that  heretofore  adopted,  which  is  as  follows: — 

HOUSE   RULES 

Guests. 

Resident  and  non-resident  visitors  are  entitled  to 
limited  privileges  of  the  Club  as  provided  in  the 
by-laws. 

Club  rooms  may  not  be  used  for  the  transaction  of 
private  business. 

Except  when  required  fur  Club  purposes,  members 
may  have  the  use  of  the  private  dining  room  for  the 
entertainment  of  guests,  provided  twelve  hours'  notice- 
has  been  given  to  the  House  Manager.  No  meal  will 
be  served  in  the  private  dining  room  for  less  than  six 
persons. 

Cards  and  other  games  will  be  permitted  only  in 
the  rooms  set  apart  for  such  purpose.  The  Board  of 
Directors  will  exercise  its  authority  to  suppress  any 
and  all  games  which,  in  its  opinion,  may  be  calculated 
to  bring  the  Club  into  disrepute,  or  to  disturb  its 
harmony. 

Dice  throwing  or  matching  for  money  is  aboslutely 
forbidden. 

No  members,  except  those  occupying  bedrooms  in 
the  Club,  will  be  admitted  after  midnight,  at  which 
hour  all  Club  rooms  will  be  closed. 

No  servant  may  be  sent  from  the  Club  on  the 
private   business  of  any   member.     No   reprimand  may 
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be  given  servants  bj  members  ol  the  Club,  Inatten- 
tion l"  duly  or  lack  of  courtesy  must  be  rc.-pr.rted  to 
tlu-   Manager. 

Complaints,  other  than  those  referred  to  in  the  pre- 
ceding rule.  should  be  made  in  writing  to  the  Board  of 
I  tin  ctors. 

ing  will  be  allowed  only  in  sleeping  rooms. 
Gymnasium  costume  must  consist  of  at  least  running 
drawers,   shirt   and  gymnasium   slides, 

Immediately  before  entering  the  tank  every  person 
must   take  a  shower. 

Members  will  not  be  permitted  to  smoke  or  drink 
in  the  gymnasium,  hand-ball  courts,  hot  rooms,  steam - 
rooms,  or  any  of  the  bathing  apartments  with  the 
exception  of  the  cooling  room.  No  drinks  or  refresh- 
ments will  be  served  in  the  writing  room  or  library. 

Dressing  and  undressing  will  be  permitted  only  in 
the  dressing  rooms  or  locker  space,  and  will  not  be 
allowed    in    the    cooling   or   drying   room. 

Feeing  of  servants  is  strictly  prohibited,  and  viola- 
tion of  this  rule  will  render  a  member  liable  to  ex- 
pulsion. 

The  sleeping  apartments  (with  the  exception  of 
those  which  are  reserved  for  guests  of  the  Club), 
arc  intended  for  the  use  and  accommodation  of  mem- 
bers who  make  such  rooms  their  homes,  and  cannot  be 
held  or  rented  by  members  not  making  actual  use  of 
them  for  a  longer  period  than  thirty  days,  without 
special  permission  of  the   Board  of  Directors. 

No  transfer  or  subletting  of  bedrooms  is  permitted, 
and  only  members  and  holders  of  courtesy  cards 
may  occupy  them.  The  Club  is  not  responsible  for 
property   left   in   bedrooms,   locker  rooms   or  lockers. 

Only  members,  or  persons  having  the  privileges  of 
membership,  are   permitted  to  sign  for  refreshments. 

Members'  orders  for  wine-room  supplies  to  be  de- 
livered outside  the  Club  must  be  in  writing. 

No  subscription  list  or  notice  may  be  circulated  or 
posted  in  the  Club  without  permission  of  the  President, 
Vice-President    or    Secretary. 

Books,  papers  or  periodicals  must  not  be  taken  from 
the    rooms   where   they   are   placed,   but   the   San    Fran- 


cisco daily  papers  may  be  used  in  any  room  on  the 
first  or  second  floor  of  the  Club.  Mutilation  of  books, 
papers    or    periodicals    is    forbidden. 

Conversation   in   the  library  is  prohibited. 

No  property  of  the  Club  shall  be  removed  from  the 
Club  rooms  in  any  circumstances  without  permission 
of  the   Board  of  Directors. 

Members  will  be  charged  for  any  property  of  the 
Club  that  may  be  destroyed  or  damaged  by  them  or 
their  guests. 

Do,ys   will   not   be   admitted   to   the    Club. 

.Members  must  remove  their  hats  on  entering  the 
Club. 

All  boisterous  arguments,  loud  talking  and  political 
or    religious    discussions    are    prohibited. 

Members  must  wear  trunks  or  cover  themselves  with 
sheets  or  towels  while  in  the  hot-rooms  and  steam- 
rooms.  Trunks  thus  used  must  not  be  worn  in  the 
swimming   tank. 

For   violation   of  any   of  these   rules   a  member   may 
.   be   fined,  suspended  or  expelled  by  order  of  the  Board 
of   Directors. 

The  office  of  the  Club  will  be  open  all  day  and  all 
night. 

The  dining  room  will  be  open  on  week  days  as 
follows: 

Breakfast,  7:00  to   10:00  a.   m. 

Luncheon,    11:30   to   2:30   p.   m. 

Dinner,  6:00  to  8:30  p.  m. 

Sundays  and  Holidays,  breakfast  and  luncheon  from 
8:00  a.  m.  to  3  p.  m.     Dinner  from  6:00  to  8:30  p.  m. 

Cafe  and   Bar  from  7:00  a.   m.   to  midnight. 

Barber  Shop,  weeks  days  from  7:00  a.  m.  to  8:00 
p.  m.  Sundays  and  Holidays  from  7:00  a.  m.  to 
7:00   p.    m. 

•Ladies  will  be  admitted  to  the  Club  Sundays  for 
dinner  from  6:00  to  8:30  p.  m.  and  will  be  permitted 
in  the  main  lobby,  reception  room  and  dining  room 
only  until  10:00  p.  m.

Growth  of  the  Club 

Less  than  a  year  in  our  new,  spacious  and  stately 
home,  and  we  are  beginning  to  feel  that  we  are 
in  cramped  quarters !  Not  that  we  are  short  of 
breathing  space  or  elbow  room,  but  that  the 
activities  of  the  club  are  increasing.  This  month 
three  fine  bowling  alleys  were  constructed  in  the 
sub-basement,  and  at  once  scores  of  members  de- 
veloped a  passion  for  bowling.  The  alleys  are 
occupied  day  and  night,  and  there  is  urgent  demand 
for  more  space,  and  it  must  be  provided.  Some  of 
us  have  felt  that  we  could  make  good  use  of  a 
social  hall.  So  a  social  hall  is  to  be  provided.  Space 
has  been  found  off  the  running  track  at  the  west 
end  of  the  building.  "What  is  now  a  store-room 
will  soon  be  converted  into  a  hall  where  members 
may  fan  the  flame  of  congeniality  with  the  win^ 
of  talent — histrionic,  musical  and  other  kinds.  All 
the  while  the  membership  is  growing.  We  have 
now  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty  active  members. 
How  to  supply  lockers  for  everyboly  is  a  problem 
not  to  be  solved  except  by  the  miraculous  power  of 
multiplication,  which  thus  far  lias  been  denied  the 


Board  of  Directors.  Ninety-six  new  lockers  were 
installed  this  month,  but  twice  as  many  more 
would  far  from  suffice.  Doubtless  it  will  be  inferred 
that  business  is  increasing  in  the  club.  It  is;  partlv 
as  a  result  of  the  substitution  of  the  card  system 
for  cash,  which  has  had  an  effect  akin  to  wizardry; 
partly  as  a  result  of  the  drawing  power  of  the 
dining-room.  Not  less  than  two  hundred  and  fifty 
men  are  served  in  the  dining-room  in  the  luncheon 
hour  ever}-  day.  It  is  no  easy  matter  to  accom- 
modate them  all.  But  there  is  no  occasion  for 
complaint.  The  Olympic  Club  is  the  one  club  in 
San  Francisco  where  nobody  ever  feels  lonely. 
There  are  no  deserted  nooks  and  corners.  Even 
the  library  which  in  most  clubs  appears  to  be  more 
ornamental  than  useful  is  far  from  neglected.  And 
now  that  the  shelves  are  filling  up  with  the  right 
kind  of  books,  if  one  should  happen  to  find  solitude 
in  the  club  library  it  would  be  in  the  midst  of  kings, 
poets,  scientists  and  the  literary  geniuses  of  all 
time.  Here  for  the  gentle  reader  are  "the  true 
Elvsian  Fields  where  the  spirits  of  the  dead  con- 
verse," where  the  panorama  of  the  world's  history 
unfolds  itself,  where  you  can  commune  with 
philosophers,  conquerors,  the  patriarchs  of  old. 
modern  statesmen  and  ancient  queens — the  best 
representatives  of  a  numerous  society  whose  levee 
is  continuous  and  never  monotonous.  There  are 
books  for  all  tastes  and — whisper  it  not  in  Askalon 
— two  whole  sets  of  the  Thousand  and  One  Nights 
i  Burton's),  without  which  no  man's  club  is  ever 
considered  complete.  Yes,  there  is  literature 
galore  in  the  great  athletic  club  of  the  West.  But 
while  there  is  no  dearth  of  library  space  the  hand- 
ball players  are  shouting  for  more  courts,  and  the 
billiardists  want  more  tables,  and  if  we  had  more 
bedrooms  they  would  be  quickly  rented.  So  it  is 
evident  the  club  is  flourishing  as  never  before. 
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The  Sei  vice  Problem 

The  question  of  improving  the  service  in  the 
dining  room  is  now  under  consideration.  It  is 
no  easy  matter  to  get  good  waiters  in  a  dining  room 
where  the  tipping  system  is  inhibited.  But  what 
is  to  be  done?  The  club  can  hardly  be  expected  to 
pay  wages  thai  would  l>e  equal  to  the  union  scale 
plus  the  tips  that  waiters  receive  in  the  public  cafes. 
In  some  of  the  Eastern  clubs  the  problem  has  been 
solved  by  adding  to  everybody's  bill  a  small  sum  for 
service.  Perhaps  this  is  what  The  Olympic  Club 
will  have  to  do.  There  is  some  difference  of 
opinion  as  to  whether  the  service  charge  should  be 
five  or  ten  cents  for  everybody  or  a  percentage  of 
the  total  bill.  The  argument  against  the  percentage 
plan  is  that  it  will  result  in  the  very  abuse  that  the 
tipping   system     entails — superior    service    for    the 

g 1    spender   and    inferior  service   for   the   humble 

member  who  cannot  afford  to  pose  as  a  disciple  of 
Brillat-Savarin.     So  there  you  are! 

*     *     * 
The  Delinquency  Rule 

There  has  been  heard  a  low  murmur  of  protest 
against  enforcing  the  rule  under  which  members 
are  suspended  for  non-payment  of  indebtedness. 
There  are  members  who  feel  that  they  should  be 
allowed  sixty  or  ninety  days'  credit.  Upon  what 
theory  it  is  hard  to  conceive.  Certainly  it  is  not 
to  be  gainsaid  that  all  members  should  be  on  the 
same  footing.  And  certainly  it  should  be  the 
desire  of  every  member  to  enable  the  club  to  dis- 
count its  bills  and  to  profit  as  much  as  possible  from 
a  short  credit.  If  the  club  were  free  from  debt  the 
directors  would  certainly  be  inclined  to  indulge 
members  in  the  way  that  some  desire,  but  in  the 
present  circumstances  the  rule  must  be  strictly 
enforced.

'Rah  for  the  Pistol  Team  of  The  Olympic  Club. 
All  things  considered  the  achievement  of  this  team 
is  most  remarkable.  Twenty-five  teams  competed 
in  all  parts  of  the  country  for  the  Indoor  Cham- 
pionship of  the  United  States  under  the  auspices 
of  the  United  States  Revolver  Association,  and  The 
Olympians  newly  organized,  shooting  on  a  strange 
range  took  third  place.

Being  in  the  club  building  and  easy 
of  access  members  will  be  likely  to  avail  them- 
selves of  it.  The  range  is  so  designed  that  four 
men  can  shoot  from  the  same  firing  line — either  the 
pistol  at  the  standard  distance  of  sixty  feet  or  the- 
rifle  at  the  standard  seventy-five  feet.  This  is 
accomplished  by  adjusting  the  targets  by  means  of 
a  cord. 

It  is  expected  that  the  club  management  will  buy 
rifles  and  revolvers  to  be  rented  bv  members.

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Passing  Events  in  the  World  of  Sport

Just  at  present  New  York  prides  itself  on  having 
the  nearest  approach  to  organized  boxing  that  the 
sport  of  the  ring  has  known.  They  have  a  govern- 
ing body  back  there,  and  house  rules,  and  fines  and 
penalties  for  contract-breaking  ring  men  and  pro- 
moters. 

The  New  York  sports  talk  as  though  the  men  in 
control  had  harnessed  boxing  as  effectively  as  base- 
ball has  been  harnessed,  and  it  is  instanced  that  other 
cities,  where  pugilism  has  been  revived,  are  pat- 
terning themselves  after  New  York  in  their  methods 
of  handling  the  game. 

Yet  New  York  countenances  the  greatest  joke 
ever  perpetrated  in  connection  with  boxing.  Refer- 
ence is  made  to  the  so-called  "popular  decision" 
which  has  been  substituted  for  the  ruling  ordinarily 
handed  down  by  a  qualified  referee. 

As  far  as  can  be  learned,  popular  decisions  were 
resorted  to  to  rob  boxing  bouts  of  the  semblance 
of  contests.  With  no  referee  and  no  orthodox  de- 
cision it  was  argued  that  it  could  never  be  charged 
that  prize  fights  were  being  conducted  right  under 
the  nose  of  the  New  York  Athletic  Commission. 

The  result  is  confusion  and  the  chances  are  the 
fighters  and  match-makers  would  prefer  to  run  the 
risk  of  being  "pinched"  to  continuing  under  exist- 
ing methods.  As  the  term  implies  a  "popular  de- 
cision" is  supposed  to  be  in  the  nature  of  a  rising 
vote  on  the  part  of  the  crowd  witnessing  a  bout. 
The  newspaper  men  with  their  acumen  and  train- 
ing are  thought  to  be  equal  to  determining  what 
the  manifestations  of  the  spectators  amount  to  and 
how  much  of  a  balance  in  the  way  of  cheers  and 
favorable  comment  is  necessary  to  denote  a  winner. 

But  the  critics,  like  doctors,  disagree  to  beat  the 
band,  and  it  is  quite  common  now  to  find  the  popu- 
lar decision  going  three  ways.  Very  frequently  we 
have  been  informed  that  A  won  all  the  way,  that 
B  held  his  man  safely  from  the  first  crack  out  of 
the  box,  and  that  A  and  I',  boxed  a  draw. 

Gentlemen  of  the  commission,  this  is  another 
instance  in  which  experience  teaches  that  "the  old 
way  is  the  best."  For  goodness  sake,  get  back  to  the 
time-honored  style  of  judging  boxing  bouts  and  let 
the  referee  tell  a  waiting  world  how  the  thing  went. 
*     *     *     * 

It  is  claimed  that  Frank  Gotch,  the  stalwart 
Iowan  who  holds  the  world's  wrestling  champion- 
ship, has  broken  all  records  in  the  matter  of  retir- 
ing and  coming  forth.  On  the  average  Frank  retires 
twice  a  year  and  he  has  found  that  it  pays. 

In  order  to  bring  him  back  to  the  mat  the  pro- 
moters of  hammer-lock  pastimes  have  to  bid  high, 
and  as  a  consequence  Frank,  though  reluctantly 
yielding  "to  the  demands  of  a  clamorous  public."  has 


become  one  of  the  richest  men  in  Humboldt,  Iowa. 

Frank  is  "pisen"  to  foreign  strong  men.  With 
the  aid  of  his  ever-faithful  toe  hold  he  has  caused 
one  after  another  of  big-bodied,  bulbous  foreigners 
to  turn  belly  up  like  the  female  of  the  salmon 
species  after  spawning.  As  the  crop  of  roaring 
Russians  and  ponderous  Poles  seems  to  be  never 
failing  it  looks  as  though  it  will  be  many  a  long 
year  before  Frank  will  be  in  a  position  to  lay  his 
hand  upon  his  heart  and  say,  "I  am  going  to  retire 
again  and  I  mean  it  this  time." 

While  a  good  many  may  not  think  so,  Gotch  wins 
the  majority  of  his  matches  on  his  merits.  He  has 
the  size,  the  determination  and  the  skill  and  when 
he  glares  at  an  opponent  across  the  mat  he  produces 
a  similar  effect  to  that  which  the  John  L.  Sullivan 
of  twenty-five  years  ago  used  to  produce  upon  the 
fellow  who  was  filled  with  the  ambition  to  stay 
four  rounds  and  earn  a  thousand  dollars. 

It  is  a  noteworthy  fact  that  while  strenuous  efforts 
are  being  made  to  squelch  boxing  in  San  Francisco, 
other  States,  where  the  sport  has  been  under  a  ban 
for  many  years,  are  passing  boxing  measures  and 
appointing  commissions  to  regulate  the  conduct  of 
the  ring  game. 

It  simply  serves  to  show  that  reform  waves  are 
whimsical  things.  Possibly  however  it  is  the  desire 
for  change  more  than  the  hope  of  rendering  men 
or  communities  better  that  makes  for  the  framing 
of  new  measures  and  the  sending  of  them  across 
the  plate. 

We  have  had  a  plethora  of  professional  boxing  in 
San  Francisco  and  possibly  some  of  us  are  sated 
with  it.  In  other  places  they  have  been  denied 
glimpses  of  fellows  straight-lefting  and  uppercutting 
each  other  and  they  are  eager  for  the  swat  of  the 
padded  fist. 

And  so  it  goes.  "The  old  order  of  things  changeth 
and  giveth  way  to  the  new." 

But  a  closed  door  in  one  direction — that  is,  if 
there  is  to  be  a  closed  door — may  mean  an  open  one 
in  another.  Amateurs — really  truly  amateurs — will 
fill  the  gap  left  vacant  by  the  journeymen  bruisers 
and  The  Olympic  Club,  to  be  true  to  its  traditions, 
must  take  the  lead  in  fostering  amateur  boxing. 
*     *     *     * 

A  brave  attempt  is  being  made  to  revive  racing 
in  Xew  York.  A  group  of  the  rich  men  who  had  to 
do  with  the  sport  of  kings  at  the  various  tracks  in 
proximity  to  Gotham  in  the  palmy  days  have  sub- 
scribed to  a  fund  which  has  for  its  purpose  the 
placing  of  turf  pastimes  on  the  list  of  the  coming 
summer's  sport.  Dates  have  been  allotted,  and  the 
only  thing  now  is  to  await  results — not  of  the  races, 
but  of  the  scheme.     The  hope  that  racing  may  be 
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restored  grows  out  of  a  court  decision  which  holds 
that  oral  betting  is  not  an  offense  against  existing 
laws.  The  friends  of  the  cause  look  upon  this  as  a 
ray  of  promise.  In  interviews  printed  recently 
many  prominent  Eastern  turfites  have  said  "Yes, 
there  will  be  racing  bul  not  on  the  old  order  of 
things.  The  bookmaker  must  go."  On  the  face 
of  it.  though,  it  isn't  easy  to  see  what  will  fill  the 
aching  void  caused  by  the  bookmakers'  banishment. 
Racing  without  betting  would  l>e  like  an  oyster 
cocktail  minus  the  oysters.    Of  course  the  patrons 


could  be  educated  to  the  conveniences  and  advan- 
tages of  Paris  Mtitnel  betting  but  there  has  been 
m 'thing  printed  so  far  to  lead  to  the  conclusion  that 
the  men  behind  the  movement  to  restore  racing  are 
in  favor  of  the  mutuel  system. 

They  infer  that  they  are  prepared  to  stand  a  tap 
in  order  to  determine  whether  racing  under  certain 
restrictions  can  be  made  a  success.  In  the  absence 
of  more  definite  information  in  regard  to  the  wager- 
ing phase  of  the  revival  it  looks  as  though  the  tap 
is  inevitable. 


Athletic  Committee  Sentiment

In  a  recent  issue  of  The  Olympian  was  printed 
over  the  pseudonym  "Ex-Athlete"  an  article  en- 
titled "New  Timber  Wanted."  Jt  had  reference  to 
athletic  members  now  on  the  club  roster. 

For  the  benefit  of  "Ex-Athlete"  and  other  mem- 
bers who  may  be  interested  and  hypercritical  the 
members  of  the  Athletic  Committee,  past  and 
present,  wish  to  say  a  few  words  in  explanation  of 
their   acts  and   purposes. 

President  Humphrey  has  said  with  emphasis  and 
ii' i  -mall  degree  of  justification  that  The  Olympic 
Club  is  founded  upon  ATHLETICS  and  that,  there- 
fore, athletic  membership  was  formerly,  now  is  and 
should  be  the  most  important  within  and  without  the 
club.  It  is  our  athletes,  track  and  field,  football  and 
baseball  athletes,  swimmers,  boxers  and  wrestlers, 
in  it  to  dwell  on  handball  and  basketball  players, 
whi  i  are  largely  responsible  for  the  world-wide 
reputation  of  The  Olympic  Club,  and  these  athletes 
should  be  fostered  and  encouraged  in  far  greater 
measure  than  has  been  their  lot  in  more  recent 
years,  i  >ur  football  team  completed  a  schedule  last 
season,  playing  the  universities  and  principal  ath- 
letic institutions,  with  a  most  creditable  record,  and 
this  despite  inadequate  training  grounds  and  without 
paid  coaches,  and  some  of  our  boys  still  bear  mute 
testimony  of  the  hard  campaign  in  the  shape  of  scars 
and  injuries  from  which  they  are  but  now  con- 
valescing. The  track  athletes  likewise  acquitted 
elves  with  honor,  and  maintained  the  high 
standard  attained  in  former  seasons  under  the  able 
leadership  of  the  perennial  athlete   Peter  Gerhardt. 

It  is  a  matter  of  considerable  comment  and  keen 
regret  to  the  committee  and  to  our  athletes  that  out 
of  a  membership  of  nearly  2,500  but  a  small  percent- 
How  or  take  interest  in  the  performances  of 
the  boys  when  engaged  in  competition  out  of  or 
away  from  the  club.  In  order  to  gel  results  our 
athletes  should  receive  personal  encouragement, 
which  is  in  a  great  measure  responsible  For  the 
ses  i  if  certain  i  if  <  iur  ©  impel  iti  irs. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  the  Athletic  Committee  to 
separate   the    wheat   from   the   chaff  on   the   present 


athletic  list,  and  in  future  to  develop  from  our 
juniors  and  juveniles  athletes  who  will  be  distinctly 
home  or  club  products,  and  not,  as  has  been  sug- 
gested, to  look  about  for  champions  or  near  cham- 
pions already  developed  by  other  institutions.  We 
have  within  the  club  the  finest  hard  handball  court 
west  of  Chicago,  and  we  hope  within  the  next  two 
years  that  out  of  our  large  and  growing  junior  and 
juvenile  classes  a  champion  or  two  will  be  made. 

The  soft  handball  courts,  while  models  of  con- 
struction, are  entirely  inadequate  for  the  require- 
ments of  the  present  and  constantly  increasing 
membership,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  our  Board 
of  Directors  will  eventually  appreciate  the  absolute 
necessity  of  building  at  least  two  more,  which  long 
since  was  advocated  by  the  Athletic  Committee. 

I  may  be  digressing,  but  another  idea  of  the 
Committee,  and  one  which  in  the  writer's  opinion 
is  of  vital  importance  and  essential  to  best  results 
for  all  branches  of  membership,  is  the  need  of  a 
general  gathering  place  which  might  be  known  as 
Recreation  Room,  where  the  boys  might  congregate, 
and  those  musically  or  histrionically  inclined  might 
have  opportunity  to  display  their  talents  or  blow  off 
steam  for  their  own  and  the  entertainment  of  their 
fellows,  thus  reviving  the  club  spirit,  which  one 
might  say  was  rampant  in  our  departed  but  dearly 
beloved  shack. 

In  conclusion  the  Athletic  Committee  will  express 
the  wish  that  the  club  membership  may  co-operate 
with  them,  and  make  suggestions  for  the  general 
good  of  the  club.  They  would  advise  also  that  all 
members  keep  in  touch  with  the  club  bulletin 
boards  on  either  side  of  the  main  elevator,  which  are 
for  the  express  purpose  of  bringing  before  the  mem- 
bers prospective  club  events.  Criticism  has 
frequently  been  made  that  due  notice  of  these  has 
not  been  sent  each  individual  member,  but  if  one 
will  stop  to  consider  the  expense  incidental  to  such 
notices — something  like  $40  or  $50  for  each  notice 
— it  will  be  seen  that  the  bulletin  board  should  not 
be  neglected.

Philosopher,  Raconteur  and  Pugilist

Not  tn  plume  myself  on  a  negative  virtue,  which 

is  really  not  half  so  creditable  as  an  every  day  vice, 
I  declare  without  self-gratulation  that  the  pugilist 
in  the  active  performance  of  his  rib-tickling  profes- 
siun  no  longer  holds  any  fascination  for  me. 
Should  I  happen  at  the  ring-side  in  the  midst  of  a 
boisterous  pummeling  bout  it  might  hold  me  thrall, 
but  to  go  in  quest  of  one  is  another  matter.  A 
■porting  editor  in  days  agone,  when  the  California. 
Occidental  and  Golden  date  clubs  were  flourishing 
and  the  Jacksons  and  Corbetts  were  in  their  prime 
and  rights  were  of  weekly  occurrence,  there  came 
the  inevitable  consequence  of  excessive  indulgence. 
Long  since  was  I  surfeited,  but  1  will  not  confess 
that  1  have  lost  all  interest  either  in  pugilism  or 
pugilists.  Occasionally  I  have  a  chat  with  George 
Green,  who  is  now  one  of  our  boxing  instructors. 
I  approach  him  like  one  who  should  say,  "There 
stands  the  great  Achilles  whom  we  knew."  A 
hero  of  other  days  was  this  sturdy  little  boxer;  a 
true  hero,  who  stood  up  to  his  work,  fronted  danger 
and  oft  did  conquer.  What  more  is  there  to  be 
asked  of  any  hero?  A  chat  with  Green  is  never 
profitless.  His  is  a  personality  far  from  colorless. 
He  observes  life  in  the  ring,  ruminates  on  it  and 
discusses  it  intelligently  :  which  by  the  way  many 
a  man  in  the  more  learned  professions  is  incapable 
of  doing.  We  were  talking  of  a  new  boxer  in  pro- 
cess of  development,  a  whale  of  a  man  by  the  name 
of  Barrett,  not  more  than  twenty  years  of  age.  who 
weighs  about  190  pounds  and  stands  six  feet  three. 

"He's  the  club's  new  hope."  said  Green. 

"What  do  you  think  of  him?"  I  asked. 

"He  has  a  terrific  punch,  but  he's  extremely  ner- 
vous. It's  too  early  to  pass  judgment  on  him." 
was  the  cautious  reply. 

I  remarked  that  Jeffries  was  pretty  nervous  in 
his  young  days,  and  thus  I  started  the  veteran 
pugilist  in  philosophic  and  reminiscent  strain.  And 
having  started  him  I  let  him  talk. 

•Jeffries."  he  began,  "was  a  gymnasium  boxer.  A 
gymnasium  boxer  is  a  good  deal  like  a  hot-house 
plant.  The  thoroughbred  boxer  has  natural  talent, 
not  only  in  his  hands  and  feet  but  in  his  head.  To 
/in  fights  many  things  are  required.  Sometimes 
politics  goes  a  long  way  in  the  ring.  I'll  give  you 
illustration.  <  hie  of  the  hardest  fights  Jeffries 
ever  won  was  the  Sharkey  fight.  He  got  the  de- 
cision. That  was  when  Danny  Lynch  was  his  man- 
ager. There  was  quite  a  dispute  over  the  referee. 
They  tossed  up,  and  Danny  won,  and  he  picked 
Alex  ( ireggans.  the  man  the  dispute  was  over.  Billy 
Delany    was    Jeffries'    manager.     He    knew    Chris. 


Buckley.  He  went  to  see  Chris,  and  Chris,  sent  for 
Greggans,  and  then  Greggans  sent  for  Danny,  and 
lie  said  to  Danny:  'J  can  t  give  you  anything  better 
than  a  square  deal.'  Now  whatever  reason  they 
had  for  it,  Danny  and  Sharkey  expected  a  shade  the 
better  of  it.  But  Danny  never  told  Sharkey  what 
Greggans  had  said.  He  was  afraid  to  upset  Shark- 
ey's calculations — might  make  him  nervous  you 
know.  Now  the  question  is,  If  Sharkey  had  known 
that  he  wasn't  going  to  get  anything  but  a  square 
deal,  how  would  the  fight  have  come  out?  1  don't 
know.  I'm  only  showing  you  how  politics  some- 
times  figures  in  the  prize-ring." 

If  you  don't  know  George  Green  cultivate  him, 
and  you'll  find  that  he  can  do  more  than  teach  you 
how  tn  box.  Hut  if  you  don't  know  how  to  box  1 
should  advise  you  to  take  some  lessons.  For  though 
it  would  be  hard  to  lure  me  to  a  prize  fight  1  can 
rhapsodize  on  the  trained  fist ;  and  the  science  of 
boxing  I  regard  as  little  less  important  than  the 
study  of  astronomy.  Alan,  as  that  highbrow 
philosopher  Maeterlinck  tells  us.  is  the  most  fragile 
of  animals  and  almost  devoid  of  protection.  He  has 
no  horns.  He  hasn't  as  good  a  kick  as  an  ass  or  as 
good  a  bite  as  a  dog.  In  all  that  concerns  the  use 
of  his  legs  he's  below  the  level  of  batrachians  and 
most  mammals.  Even  the  average  insect  is  better 
equipped  for  attack.  The  average  man  has  only  a 
tongue  wherewith  to  utter  cuss  words.  To  be  sure 
he  may  swing  a  club  or  pull  a  trigger,  but  instinct 
revolts  at  bloodshed,  and  as  mastery  of  the  tech- 
nique of  the  science  of  boxing  is  a  pledge  of 
peace  and  gentleness,  the  acquirement  of  it  ought 
to  be  considered  among  the  high  duties  of  Christian 
men.  And  it  is  because  this  is  among  my  pet 
theories  that  I  have  taken  this  occasion  to  call  gen- 
eral attention  to  George  Green,  philosopher,  racon- 
teur and  pugilist.

Director-General  Sullivan

\-  observed  in  the  February  issue  of  The 
(  llympian,  the  organization  under  the  auspices  of 
the  Panama-Pacific  Exposition  Directors  of  a  de- 
partment "i  athletics  and  recreation  in  preparation 
for  the  1915  games  is  a  matter  of  vital  concern  to 
athletes  and  to  The  Olympic  Club.  It  is  generally 
felt  thai  the  appointment  of  James  E.  Sullivan, 
secretary-treasurer  of  the  Amateur  Athletic  Union, 
the  director-generalship  of  athletic  events  was  a  wise 
one.  It  is  approved  throughout  the  world  of 
amateur  athletics. 

James  E.  Sullivan  is  the  best  friend  that  clean 
American  sportsmanship  has  ever  had.  Many  are 
the  honors  that  have  come  to  Sullivan  as  a  result 
of  his  life-long  interest  in  amateur  sport.  They 
have  been  bestowed  by  rulers  of  nations.  He  has 
been  the  recipient  of  special  commendation  for  his 
many  valuable  services  not  alone  in  the  field  of  ath- 
letics but  in  many  public  enterprises.  A  member  of 
the  Board  of  Education  of  New  York  and  of  several 
municipal  commissions,  he  serves  without  com- 
pensation. Beginning  as  a  contending  athlete  when 
a  boy  at  public  school  No.  18  in  New  York  in  1877, 
lie  has  been  intimately  identified  with  amateur 
sport  ever  since  and  more  than  any  other  man  was 
instrumental  in  organizing  the  Amateur  Athletic 
Union  with- which  he  has  been  affiliated  since  its 
inception  in  1887,  spreading  the  religion  of  whole- 
some sport  and  clean  living. 

No  man  is  better  qualified  to  round  up  the  ath- 
letes of  the  world  in  San  Francisco  in  1915.  As  an 
honorary  member  of  The  Olympic  Club,  the  oldest 
institution  of  its  kind  in  the  United  States,  Sullivan 
is  locally  identified.  He  has  never  missed  an  Ameri- 
can championship  meeting  since  1888.  and — for  time 
brings  changes — he  is  the  only  one  left  of  the  off- 
icials who  served  at  the  initial  meeting.  For  the 
last  twenty  years  he  has  visited  Harvard,  Yale  and 
Princeton  to  serve  as  referee,  and  for  the  past  twelve 
years  he  has  been  annually  invited  to  officiate  in  that 
same  capacity  at  the  American  Intercollegiate 
championship   contests. 

The  first  recognition  of  amateur  sports  at  a 
world's  fair  was  at  Chicago  in  1893,  when  Sullivan 
was  chairman  of  the  Amateur  Athletic  Union  cham- 
pionships committee.  In  1900  President  McKinlev 
appointed  Sullivan  assistant  American  director  at 
the  Olympic  games  in  Paris  to  organize  the  Amer- 
ican end  of  the  sports.  In  1904  he  was  the  chief 
director  of  the  department  of  physical  culture  at  the 
St.  Louis  Exposition  and  also  of  the  Olympic  games 
of  that  year.  By  appointment  of  President  Roose- 
velt, he  was  the  American  director  of  sports  during 
the  Olympic  games  at  Athens  in  1906  and  London 


in  1908.  President  Taft  designated  Sullivan  as  the 
American  special  representative  to  the  Swedish 
(  )lympic  games  in  1912.  The  success  of  the  Amer- 
ican team  on  that  occasion  was  the  crowning, 
achievement  of  his  career.  Mr.  Sullivan  has  also 
directed  games  at  the  Expositions  of  Buffalo, 
Jamestown,  Va.,  and  Seattle. 

Mayor  McClellan  appointed  Mr.  Sullivan  to  the 
Board  of  Education  of  New  York  City  in  1907. 
Recently  Mayor  Gaynor  named  him  as  a  member 
of  the  City  Record  Committee  for  the  celebration 
of  the  "Sane  Fourth."  That  he  will  prove  an  in- 
valuable asset  to  the  Panama-Pacific  Exposition 
goes  without  saying.  Nothing  excites  more  interest 
at  an  International  Exposition  than  the  athletic 
contests,  and  Mr.  Sullivan  because  of  the  relations 
established  at  the  Olympiads  of  Paris,  Athens, 
London  and  Stockholm  will  be  able  to  accomplish 
much  that  was  beyond  the  power  of  any  other  in- 
dividual. 


THE  SULLIVAN  DINNER 

The  club  dinner  in  honor  of  James  Sullivan, 
director-general  of  World's  Fair  Athletics,  was  a 
most  enjoyable  affair,  but  not  as  well  attended  as 
it  should  have  been.  President  William  F.  Humphrey 
was  the  toastmaster,  and  most  felicitously  he 
stimulated  the  flow  of  soul.  Of  course  the  main 
topic  of  discussion  was  amateur  athletics,  and  Mr. 
Sullivan  was  hailed  as  the  high  priest  of  the  cult, 
the  man  who  has  done  more  for  amateur  athletics 
than  any  other  man  in  the  country.  Air.  Humphrey 
told  of  what  had  been  done  for  amateur  athletics 
by  The  Olympic  Club,  and  in  the  course  of  his 
remarks,  to  illustrate  what  a  stickler  the  club  has 
always  been  for  amateur  principles,  he  told  of  the 
baseball  team  of  the  long  ago  managed  by  Frank 
O'Kane  which  incurred  the  suspicion  of  profession- 
alism. 1  low  this  team  was  disciplined  is  an  interest- 
ing story  of  which  there  are  two  versions,  the 
'  reason  being  that  on  a  minor  point  the  memories 
of  Mr.  Humphrey  and  Mr.  O'Kane  are  somewhat 
discordant.  Mr.  O'Kane  took  occasion  to  challenge 
Mr.  Humphrey's  version,  and  the  debate  was  a 
feature  of  the  dinner.  No  blows  were  struck. 
Director  Fitzpatrick  delivered  a  glowing  eulogy  of 
the  guest  of  honor,  and  the  toastmaster  also  paid 
him  high  tribute,  but  frankly  assured  him  that  he 
was  for  giving  the  director-generalship  to  some 
Californian.  lie  felt  that  as  San  Francisco  was  i 
itnviting  the  world  to  the  city  it  should  be  the  host 
in  every  department,  but  that  as  this  principle  was 
not  recognized  there  was  but  one  man  in  the  country 
to  whom   the  honor  should  go,  and  that  man  was

James  Sullivan.  Mr.  Sullivan  made  a  graceful 
response,  and  entertained  the  members  with  a  very 
interesting  review  of  the  achievements  of  the  men 
that  have  devoted  themselves  to  the  fostering  of 
amateur  athletics.  He  explained  that  the  fostering 
of  amateur  athletics  means  the  promotion  of  good 
citizenship,  since  the  disciplining  that  boys  get  as 
amateur  athletes  is  conducive  not  only  to  physical 
health  but  to  moral  elevation.  Among  the  speakers 
of  the  evening  were  John  Elliott  and  "Hill"  Naugh- 
ton   who  indulged  in  pleasant  reminiscences.

The  probability  is  that  before  long  Olympians 
will  have  a  country  club,  one  that  will  rank  among 
the  most  beautiful  country  clubs  in  the  world.

Diablo,  nestles  the  Seth  Cook  ranch  of  fifty-seven 
hundred  acres.  On  this  ranch  is  a  lake  a  quarter  of 
a  mile  long  and  a  quarter  of  a  mile  wide.  There  is 
a  mile  race  track  on  the  ranch,  for  the  owners  of  the 
ranch  were  once  devoted  to  the  raising  of  the  trot- 
ting horse.  There  are  fields  for  golf,  polo  and  base- 
hall.  There  is  a  club  house  with  a  gymnasium  and 
howling  alleys.  Here  are  to  be  found  the  best 
equipped  stables  in  the  State.  The  whole  is  a  gen- 
tleman's country  home,  the  most  complete  for  all 
purposes  that  can  be  found  on  this  coast.  Add  to 
the  artificial  equipment,  the  divine  gifts  of  nature — 
climate,  wooded  slopes  where  the  deer  abounds,  run- 
ning streams  and  scenery  to  refresh  the  eye  and 
gladden  the  heart,  and  then  you  may  feebly  con- 
ceive the  character  of  the  country  club  which  may 
soon  become  the  pride  and  boast  of  (  Hympians.

Handball 

Editor  The  Olympian:  At  your  special  request 
and  urgent  solicitation  I  have  reluctantly  under- 
taken to  write  for  the  readers  of  The  Olympian 
something  on   the  above   subject.     Confessing   and 


admitting  my  inability  to  do  even  half  justice  to  this 
subject  and  earnestl)  wishing  that  this  writ  i 
been  requested  of  and  undertaken  by  30 
ter  qualified  to  write  ami  more  accustomed  to  news- 
paper correspondence,  thus  insuring  your  readers  of 
a  treatise  on  one  of  the  gr<  atl  Si  and  in  my  opinion 
"the  greatest  and  besl  of  all  indoor  exercise."  To 
me  it  is  a  labor -of  love  to  talk  of,  write  of  or  play 
handball  and  to  those  who  have  never  taken  up 
the  game  or  exercise  1  would  say  that  they  have  no 
idea  of  what  they  have  missed  and  are  missing. 
There  never  has  been  and  in  my  judgment  there 
never  will  lie  devised  or  introduced  an  exercise  the 
equal  of  handball  playing.  1  laving  regularly  played 
this  game  from  the  time  I  was  a  little  boy  of  not 
more  than  ten  or  eleven  years  of  age  up  to  the  pres- 
ent time  (and  1  now  admit  of  almost  64  summers) 
perhaps  I  am  not  presumptuous  in  writing  about  it : 
perhaps  that  is  all  1  should  do  about  it.  and  doubt- 
less your  readers  will  say  it  is  time  for  this  old 
fellow  to  take  a  back  seat  so  far  as  playing  the  game 
-•  concerned.  To  those  of  your  readers  who  may 
so  express  themselves  I  would  say  that  were  their 
remarks  to  be  applied  to  an  athlete  of  an  equal 
number  of  years  whose  line  of  athletics  was  other 
tl.au  handball  playing,  they  would  be  generallv  cor- 
rect, but  I  beg  to  assure  them  that  their  remarks 
when  directed  to  myself — or  to  any  man  of  my  age 
who  has  kept  up  his  or  their  exercise  of  handball 
playing — the  remarks  are  wholly  out  of  place.  There 
is  no  exercise  known  to  our  white  race  of  people  so 
generally  beneficial  as  handball  playing;  there  is 
no  other  form  of  exercise  in  which  every  part  or 
portion  of  the  whole  body  is  so  generally  in  use. 
In  handball  not  only  is  every  muscle  in  the  body 
but  the  ey'es  and  mind  as  well  are  constantly  in 
action. 

The  devotees  of  all  other  forms  of  athletics — run- 
ning, jumping,  weight  throwing,  tennis,  football, 
abandon  their  favorite  pastime  after  a  few  years  of 
activity.  This  is  not  true  of  handball  players. 
There  are  many  of  your  readers  who  like  myself 
had  the  pleasure  of  seeing  the  late  Philip  Casey 
plav  handball,  and  I  would  remind  them  that  at  the 
age  of  60  he  won  championship  games;  that  in  crun- 
panv  with  Mr.  James  Dunne  of  Brooklyn.  New 
York,  (who  is  still  in  the  enjoyment  of  good  health 
and  still  playing  the  game  regardless  of  his  near  70 
rummers),  he  crossed  and  recrossed  the  Atlantic 
many  times  to  engage  in  championship  games  with 
young  and  powerful  athletes,  and  always  returned 
home  crowned  with  victory.  Often  men  came  from 
foreign  countries  to  play  Casey  and  Dunne  and 
chese  old  men  were  always  the  winners.  Mike 
Egan  and  the  late  James  Fitzgerald  were  true  and 
good  exponents  of  the  game,  and  each  played  in 
championship  games.  Many  of  your  readers  had 
the  pleasure  of  seeing  these  men  in  action. 

We  have  in  The  Olympic  Club  today  a  few  play- 
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ers  who  are  the  equal  of  any  players  in  the  world 
representing  a  like  club,  and  amongst  these  are 
some  who  with  more  practice  and  application  could 
in  m_\  opinion  be  successfully  pitted  against  some 
of  the  professionals.  The  recenl  tournament  was 
of  ver)  greal  benefit  to  many  of  the  younger  play- 
er- ami  the  approaching  single  handed  tournament 
will  undoubtedlj  develop  some  players  who  later 
mi  will  hold  their  own  with  the  best  that  may  be 
brought  here. 

I  Ine  of  the  great  characteristics  of  the  handball 
game  is  that  a  man  does  not  have  to  be  a  young  man 
in  order  to  take  it  up.  Vim  arc  never  too  old  to 
play  handball  or  to  commence  to  learn  how  to  play, 
and  1  would  say  to  tlio.se  ranging  in  age  from  30 
to  50  years — You  arc  not  too  old,  go  to  it  now. 
and  you  will  find  that  in  sixty  or  ninety  clays  your 
general  health  will  be  improved  from  50  to  ICO 
percent.  To  beginners  1  most  earnestly  recommend 
the  hard  or  regulation  ball.  Do  not  be  afraid  that 
it  will  hurt  your  hand,  for  it  won't  if  you  first  learn 
how  to  hit  it.  When  commencing  get  some  one 
who  is  competent  to  teach  you  how  to  play  with 
the  hard  ball.  This  knowledge  can  be  imparted  to 
vmi  in  IS  minutes  and  ever  after  you  will  have  no 
trouble. 

There  is  no  form  of  exercise  that  is  so  generally 
practiced  in  the  club  at  the  present  time  as  hand- 
ball— everybody  is  playing  it  and  everybody  else 
wants  to  play  it.  I  have  been  informed  that  be- 
cause of  the  great  demand  on  the  present  courts  and 
the  fact  that  dozens  of  players  are  constantly  in 
line  awaiting  an  opportunity  to  play  that  the 
directors  are  contemplating  the  building  of  two  ad- 
ditional courts.  In  conclusion  I  would  say  that  I 
have  written  much  more  than  I  intended  to  write — 
and  that  too  in  too  general  a  way — but  once  started 
it  is  not  easy  to  stop.  Final — If  you  want  to  keep 
young  always — play  handball.

Editor  The  Olympian:  The  last  issue  of  The 
Olympian  tells  us  that  there  are  two  marked 
changes  now  in  anticipation:  the  raising  ol  dues. 
on  account  of  the  largely  increasing  membership, 
and  that  those  who  belong  get  si  i  much  more  for 
their  money  than  in  any  other  club  in  the  city. 
Although  this  latter  claim  is  a  most  indisputable 
fact,  and  though  the  raise  would  not  affect  me,  a 
"Lifer."  still  one  cannot  but  feel  that  as  the  club 
is  making   SUCh  splendid  progress,   under   its  present 

mosl  admirable  and  thorough  management,  it  were 

wise  t"  let  well  enough  alone  when  the  success  may 
he  due  solely  to  the  tact  that  tin-  members  do  get 
-.1  much  lor  their  coin:  and.  at  the  same  time,  some 


financial  or  business  reverses  may  strike  the  town, 
and  a  $7.50  monthly  dues  may  be  that  which  would 
cause  many  to  drop  out,  as  of  course  some  would 
be  compelled  to  at  the  start — which  latter  of  course 
would  not  affect  much.  The  other  matter  had 
reference  to  the  complaint  some  were  disposed  to 
make  because  they  did  not  find  sufficiently  good 
dining  room  service  as  they  feel  they  should  get; 
owing  to  a  too  frequent  change  of  help.  As  to 
how  much  longer  waiters  would  remain,  with  a 
slight  change  in  there  pay,  is  a  question,  but  would 
not  the  end  be  gained  by  giving  them  a  graduated 
scale  of  wages,  in  accordance  with  satisfactory 
length  of  employment;  same  to  increase  at  stated 
periods ;  which  would  tend  to  hold  a  sufficient  num- 
ber of  steady  help,  while  the  noon,  or  hush  help, 
could  not  be  effected  in  any  case.  Really,  when 
you  come  to  make  a  proper  comparison  of  service 
we  get,  with  such  as  is  furnished  in  the  better 
restaurants,  I  for  one  must  say  there  is  to  my 
mind  no  particle  of  fault  to  find ;  for  I  fare  most 
satisfactorily,  and  especially,  Sunday  dinners,  the 
service  could  not  be  improved ;  while  at  the  noon 
rushes,  if  any  thing  is  needed  that  the  boy  is  not 
at  hand  to  give  one,  I  always  find  the  Captain,  or 
the  ever  watchful  and  smiling  eye  of  Steward 
Schroeter  ready  to  help  out  and  detect  any  in- 
efficiency, which  I  must  say  is  few  and  far  between. 
Some  may  say  I  am  not  sufficiently  critical,  and 
too  easily  pleased;  well  I  will  admit  I  may  be  some-] 
what  such  a  one  as  Mark  Twain  tells  of, — meaning 
himself — who  was  wearied  with  too  much  of  a 
Darkies  table  attention,  and  inquiries  as  to  how  he 
liked  his  soup,  and  "was  his  fish  to  his  liking"?  when 
Mark  thinking  to  silence  him,  said,  "See  here,  my 
man,  if  you  will  only  stand  back  and  let  me  finish 
this  meal  quietly  you  will  find  under  my  plate, 
when  I  am  gone,  that  which  will  make  your  mouth 
water  and  your  hair  stand  on  end."  The  waiter,  all 
expectancy,  till  Mark  departed,  lifted  the  plate,  to 
find  beneath,  a  stick  of  chewing  gum.  There  is 
such  a  thing  as  too  much  attention.  Pardon  me," 
but  this  is  not  to  open  up  any  but  a  Suggestion 
"Pot,"  and  taken  for  what  it  may,  or  mayr  not  be 
worth.

NEW  ZEALANDERS  COMING

The  California  Rugby  Union  encouraged  by  the 
support  received  in  the  management  of  the  tour  of  1 
the  Xew  South  Wales  football  team  is  now  making 
arrangements  for  a  visit  this  fall  from  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  New  Zealand  Rugby  Union.  It  isf 
estimated  that  this  undertaking  will  involve  an  ex- 
pense of  $9,000,  and  this  the  Union  has  arranged  to 
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meet  by  guarantees  from  the  several  chilis  and  en 
thusiastic  supporters  as  was  done  in  the  case  of  the 
New  Smith  Wales  team.  With  practically  no  as- 
sets the  Union  obligated  itself  for  that  undertaking 
in  the  sum  of  $10,520.96.  That  was  the  cost  of  the 
tour.  The  receipts  from  all  sources  were  $11,146.96, 
and  there  is  on  hand  to  start  the  season  of  1913  the 
comfortable  balance  of  $626. 

At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  delegates  of  Cali- 
fornia Rugby  Union  held  in  the  directors'  room  of 
The  Olympic  Club,  Friday  evening.  May  23rd,  del- 
egates from  the  universities,  colleges  and  club 
teams  voted  to  invite  the  Xew  Zealand  foot- 
ball team  to  California  during  the  coming  season. 
This  is  a  matter  in  which  The  Olympic  Club  is  ex- 
pected to  take  a  lively  interest.     The  club  occupies 


an  important  position  in  the  football  world.  It- 
administrative  officers  are  at  the  disposal  of  the 
Rugby  Union,  and  it  plays  a  very  important  part 
in  its  association  with  the  universities  in  the  develop- 
ment and  promotion  of  the  sport.

Our  Library

It  is  somewhat  difficult  to  describe  a  thing  that 
is  still  in  the  process  of  becoming.  Hut  The 
Olympic  Club  Library  is  well  on  its  way.  Whole 
sets  of  books  are  arriving  every  day  and  the  shelves 
in  the  reading  room  are  gradually  filling.  Some  six 
hundred  books  have  been  deprived  of  their  virgin- 
ity by  the  deft  manipulations  of  the  librarian  and 
his  assistants,  and  are  now  at  the  disposal  of  the 
Olympic  clubber,  whilst  many  more  are  stolidly 
awaiting  the  ordeal. 

Already  there  is  an  interesting  collection,  fore- 
most in  which  are  two  sets  of  Burton's  masterly 
translation  of  the  "Arabian  Nights."  Nothing  in 
the  translators'  world  has  ever  been  produced  that 
can  compare  in  scholarship  and  erudition  with  this 
mighty  work  of  half  a  lifetime.  It  is  not  generally 
known  that  Sir  Richard  Burton  confessed  himself 
a  Mohammedan  on  his  deathbed,  and,  it  is  rumored, 
the  last  upflickering  of  the  spirit  in  his  weary  body 
produced  the  outcry:  "La  ilah'  ill'  Allah.'  "  to  which 
the  live  Mohammedan  is  wont  to  add  "wamuham- 
mad  nabiuhu."  The  two  sets  in  question  are  the 
gifts  of  Mr.  R.  S.  McDonald  and  Mr.  Henry  Ach 
respectively. 

Then  there  are  some  excellent  sets  of  English 
and  American  authors,  such  as:  the  Beacon  Edition 
of  the  works  of  F.  Hopkinson  Smith;  the  Home- 
stead Edition  of  the  works  of  James  Whitcomb 
Riley;  the  Edinburgh  Edition  of  Thomas  Carl  vie; 
the  complete  works  of  Eugene  Field;  Thomas  Nel- 
son Page  ;  Thackeray  ;  Rudyard  Kipling  ;  Donald  G. 
Mitchell:  Charles  Dickens;  Bret  I  (arte:  Emerson; 
Oliver  Wendell  Holmes;  Longfellow ;  Whittier; 
Hawthorne;  Lowell;  J.  M.  Barrie  ;and  O.  Henry 
whose  stories  in  "The  Gentle  Grafter"  could  give 
and  perhaps  have  given  pointers  to  the  buncomen 


of. recent  San  Francisco  notoriety.  Also  French  au- 
thors are  beginning  to  be  well  represented,  that  is 
to  say,  of  course,  in  translation.  We  have  a  sub- 
scription edition  of  the  works  of  Alfred  de  Musset 
presented  to  the  club  by  our  learned  member  Mr. 
Peter  E.  Dunne;  the  famous  Century  Edition  of  de

Record  of  the  Crack  Athlete  Who  Will  Hereafter 
Handle  Aspiring  Olympians 
Here  briefly  is  the  story  of  the  career  of  The 
Olympic  Club  coach,  Charlie  E.  Holway.  He 
was  born  April  19th,  188$,  Attleboro,  Mass.; 
played  semi-professional  baseball  at  the  age 
of  17  and  semi-professional  football  and  Y.  M. 
C.  A.  ha-.keil.all:  hurt  knee  playing  football;  having 
to  give  up  baseball,  put  on  running  shoes  for  first 
time  at  age  of  19;  showed  burst  of  speed  at  once. 
After  cleaning  up  all  runners  he  could  find  in 
this  country  went  to  Great  Britain;  won  Welsh 
Powder  Hall,  127  1-2  yds.,  12  1-2  seconds  from  135 
starters,  16  1-2  yd.  handicap  limit;  and  winning 
rambler  handicap  from  scratch  up  to  300  yds. 
through  England,  Scotland  and  Wales.  Won 
world's  sprint  championship  from  A.  B.  Postle, 
Australia,  at  Wigan,  England,  120  yds.,  11  3-5. 
Toured  South  Africa;  was  beaten  by  Jack  Donald- 
son at  Johannesburg,  100  yds.  in  9  3-8  seconds. 
Afterwards  returned  to  England;  defeated  Donald- 
son, 130  yds.,  12  1-2  seconds  for  world's  champion- 
ship; won  more  handicaps  in  Great  Britain.  Sailed 
for  Australia,  New  Zealand  and  Tasmania;  defeated 
all  comers.  Won  world's  440  championship  from 
W.  Tremboth  easy  in  50  1-5  in  heavy  track.  Won 
New  Zealand  100  yds.  220;  defended  sprint  cham- 
pionship 100  yd.;  defeated  A.  A.  Taylor  and  A.  B. 
Postle  at  Sydney,  12  1-2  seconds.  Won  150  yd. 
handicap  at  Timaru,  N.  Z.,  14  3-5  seconds.  Won 
130  yd.  handicap  at  Dunida,  N.  Z.,  from  scratch, 
12  2-5  seconds;  also  ran  300  yds.  same  day  around 
bend,  31  1-5  seconds.  Going  north  ran  75  yds.,  7  2-5 
seconds  at  Woverhampton,  England ;  defeated  N. 
J.  Cartrell,  80  yds.,  8  1-2  seconds,  and  100  yds.,  10 
seconds,  same  day.  Returned  to  South  Africa; 
ran  R.  E.  Walker,  after  traveling  seven  weeks  on 
boat  and  train,  at  Durban ;  beaten  half  yd.  in  100, 
9  3-5  seconds.  Defeated  Harry  Hough,  Mahoney 
City,  Penn.,  100  yds.,  9  5-8,  and  Fred  Metz  100  yds. 
at  South  Framingham ;  defeated  him  9  4-5  seconds. 
Ran  dozens  of  other  races,  against  bicycles,  horses 
and  men  too  numerous  to  mention.  Weight  in  con- 
dition 182,  height  6  ft.  1  in.,  stride  8  ft.  3  in.

When  rushing  from  anger  with  a 
more  experienced  or  a  better  boxer  he  will  in  all 
likelihood  be  met  with  a  well  directed  blow.  This 
will  aggravate  him  more,  he  will  rush  again,  his 
rage  will  increase,  his  judgment  depreciate  until  he 
succumbs  to  the.  blows  of  his  opponent  or  is  con- 
sumed by  the  heat  of  his  own  energy.  After  he 
has  had  a  number  of  bouts  like  this  he  will  begin 
to  appreciate  the  fact  that  if  he  wishes  to  be  a  good 
boxer  he  must  control  his  temper  and  that  when 
he  gets  hit  instead  of  rushing  madly  or  blindly  at 
his  opponent  he  must  consider  the  best  way  of  land- 
ing on  him. 

Boxing  teaches  one  how  to  control  one's  temper 
and  also  gives  one  the  confidence  to  retain  one's 
good  nature  under  the  most  trying  circumstances. 
One  of  the  attributes  of  a  good  fighter  is  an  even 
tempered  disposition.

They  all  use  a  dark  finish  in  walls,  woodwork  and 
draperies,  which  is  anything  but  agreeable  to  one 
accustomed  to  our  bright  cheerful  rooms.  The 
mustiness  must  be  caused  by  wooden  lathing  af- 
fected by  dampness.  In  the  athletic  clubs  the  dress- 
ing, hot  and  steam  rooms  actually  stink  on  account 
of  poor  ventilation.  The  New  York  Athletic  Club 
has  more  room  than  we  have.  They  have  special 
rooms  for  boxing,  wrestling  and  fencing,  but  our 
gymnasium  is  the  best  in  every  way;  and  when  it 
comes  to  swimming  and  bathing  facilities  why  we 
beat  the  world.  This  is  the  verdict  of  the  Eastern 
men  I  talked  with,  and  they  all  have  heard  of  The 
Olympic  Club's  wonderful  tank  and  the  perfect 
appointments  on  our  basement  floor.  Neither  the 
Baltimore  or  New  York  Athletic  Club  has  any  high 
dive,  though  the  bathers'  tank  has  a  depth  of  twelve 
feet  at  one  end.  They  use  only  the  spring-board 
and  that  without  pedestal.  I  watched  the  swimming 
of  the  juniors  in  both  clubs,  and  was  much  struck  by 
the   evident  want  of  proper   instruction.     None   of 


them  had  the  finish  that  Caville's  pupils  show.  It 
may  interest  our  hand-ball  players  to  know  that 
squash-ball  is  all  the  go  in  the  East.  I  was  told  that 
hand-ball  is  in  the  discard  at  present.  Taken  all  in 
all,  I  do  not  think  we  have  anything  to  learn  from 
the  East,  and  when  our  finances  catch  up  with  our 
desires  I  think  we  can  give  them  pointers  "and  then 
some."

IN  LARZALERE'S  AUTOMOBILE 

Being  the  Sad  Story  of  the  Nocturnal  Quest 
of  a  Bridge 

A  remarkable  motor  trip  was  taken  by  two  dis- 
tinguished Olympians  on  Saturday  night  the  twenty- 
first  of  June.  The  driver  was  the  redoubtable 
"Bill"  Larzalere,  potato  magnate  and  athlete  dis- 
tinguished for  his  capacity  in  the  games  that  call 
for  endurance  and  agility.  His  companion  was 
Fred.

But  he  explained  that  he  had 
been  listening  so  attentively  to  Bill  on  the  subject 
of  his  genius  as  an  indoor  ball  tosser  that  he  had 
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forgotten  about  the  bridge.  For  the  next  half  hour 
or  so  they  scanned  the  trees  with  all  their  eyes  in 
search  of  the  "exact  spot"  which  Roberts  described 
most  minutely.  But  no  bridge.  Larzalere  sug- 
gested that  perhaps  it  was  a  drawbridge  and  had 
been  pulled  up  for  the  night.

THE  BIG  OUTING

Now  that  y'  have  him  wheah  he  cawn't 
get  away,  tell  him  in  a  few  soft,  kind  words  how 
you  enjoy  the  Grill  Room,  coffee.  Oh,  go  ahead, 
he's  awskin'  for  information."

Thomson  is  a  beautifully  made  athlete 
and,  like  Morris,  is  a  glutton  for  work. 

I  was  very  much  impressed  with  Rex  Templeton's 
showing;  being  a  very  small  man,  I  think  he  is  a 
marvel,  but  would  advise  him  to  cut  out  the  all- 
round  work.  Campbell  also  made  a  great  showing.

A  Plea  for  Shooters 
Editor  The  Olympian:  For  the  information  of 
many  of  our  members  I  wish  to  say  that  we  have  in 
the  club  one  of  the  prettiest  and  most  complete  in- 
door shooting  ranges  in  the  country,  equipped  for 
both  the  official  distances — 20  yards  for  pistol  and 
revolver  and  25  yards  for  rifle,  with  perfect  lighting 
conditions,  which  should  make  it  ideal  for  accurate 
shooting.  Now  what  we  want  is  to  develop  a  team 
in  the  Olympic  Club  that  will  be  able  to  win  the 
championship  of  the  United  States  in  the  league 
matches  this  winter.  We  have  a  fairly  strong  team 
now,  winning  third  place  last  winter  against  twenty- 
five  competitors  from  as  many  different  cities  in  the 
United  States  matches.

count  for  the  team.  So  if  we  always  have  the  full 
ten  entries  we  ran  gel  much  higher  team  scores;  for 
we  all  fall  down  under  the  strain  of  a  hard  match  at 
times  and  then  the  substitute  will  probably  pull  us 
up  with  a  good  score  and  save  a  match  that  would 
otherwise  be  lost.  Now  if  ten  help,  look  at  the 
greater  chance  to  win  with  twenty  fighting  for  the 
honor  of  being  on  the  team.  The  captain  can  then 
show  his  generalship  by  having  about  fifteen  of  the 
men  shoot  a  preliminary  --''ore  before  selecting  the 
team  and  the  team  in  best  form  be  selected  in  the 
matches.  That  is  the  way  to  develop  a  winning 
team.  Pistol  shooting  is  the  most  difficult  branch  of 
shooting  I  know  of  to  learn  or  to  excel  at.  You  have 
no  chance  to  hold  with  both  hands  and  press  against 
the  body  to  help  steady,  as  can  be  done  with  a  rifle. 
You  have  nothing  but  your  grit  and  will  power  to 
help  you  out  when  nervous  in  a  match.  It  is  the 
most  interesting  sport  I  know  of  and  tends  to  bring 
out  true  sportsmanship,  as  every  shooter  is  always 
glad  and  willing  to  help  another  shooter  and  give 
advice  and  impart  any  knowledge  he  may  have 
learned  to  another — a  spirit  which  is  not  always 
displayed  in  many  other  branches  of  sport.  It  is  a 
sport  at  which  the  professional  man  generally  excels, 
as  hard  laborious  work  is  not  conducive  to  steady 
nerves  and  good  holding.  Doctors,  lawyers  and  men 
engaged  in  light  employment  generally  excel.  And 
with  the  number  of  men  in  our  club  thus  employed 
we  should  have  no  trouble  in  developing  a  winning 
team.  Try  it,  boys.  We  have  no  idea  how  many 
undeveloped  champions  we  have  in  the  club.  Just 
get  a  pistol  and  go  out  to  the  range  and  try  it.  If 
you  like  it  you  will  always  find  someone  there  will- 
ing to  help  you  along.

A  Fair  Profit 


Editor  (  llympian:  The  purchase  by  the  club  of  a 
country  home,  by  whatever  method  of  financing,  is 
after  all.  a  business  proposition  and  should  there- 
fore be  treated  on  a  purely  business  basis.  In  the 
May  issue  of  the  Olympian  was  suggested  the  pur- 
chase of  the  Cook  Ranch  for  $250,000;  yet  on  read- 
ing carefully,  it  seems  that  this  does  not  mean  the 
purchasing   of  the   entire   ranch,   but  at   most  only 


about  2500  acres  out  of  about  5700  acres.  Now  it 
is  generally  understood  that  the  recent  purchase 
pi  i«e  of  this  property  was  under  $200,000  and  it 
would  therefore  seem  that  the  owners  ought  to  be 
well  satisfied  to  turn  over  the  entire  property  to  the 
club  for  the  price  they  ask,  namely  $250,000.  The 
plan  of  financing  presumes  that  five  hundred  mem- 
bers of  the  club  may  be  gotten  to  purchase  one  acre 
each  for  $500  each,  and  with  this  sum  a  certain  por- 
tion of  the  ranch  will  be  turned  over  to  us.  If  more 
than  one-quarter  of  the  membership  is  going  to  sub- 
scribe $500  each  for  land  of  questionable  value,  it 
would  seem  that  they  would  have  a  right  to  scruti- 
nize their  investment  carefully  and  therefore  the 
owners  of  the  Cook  Ranch  should  not  be  at  all  dis- 
turbed over  the  club's  "looking  a  gift  horse  squarely 
in  the  mouth."  If  we  are  going  to  take  over  the 
ranch,  which  is  certainly  a  fine  property  for  a  coun- 
try home,  let  us  see  that  we  get  the  entire  ranch. 
We  are  going  to  pay  a  good  price  for  it  and  allow 
the  present  owners  a  handsome  profit,  and  let  us  get 
all  that  is  coming  to  us.

The  British  Viewpoint 


Being  an  Article  from  the  London  Times  Showing  that  Britishers  Are  Curious  about 
the  Success  of  American  Pugilists 


Why  are  our  best  heavy-weights  and  middle- 
weights  so  easily  beaten  by  the  American  pugilists? 
Many  attempts  have  been  made  to  find  a  satisfac- 
tory answer  to  this  discomfortable  question.  It 
has  been  suggested,  for  example,  that  the  American 
physique  is  generally  superior  to  that  of  English- 
men of  the  class  from  which  the  vast  majority  of 
our  professional  boxers  are  drawn.  No  doubt  there 
is  a  grain  or  two  of  truth  in  this  contention.  In  his 
youth  the  American  working  man  is  better  fed  and 
better  housed  than  the  English  wage-earner  in  town 
or  country,  SO  that,  when  they  meet  in  the  ring  with 
the  inevitable  result,  the  latter  might  often  follow 
Wat  Tyler's  example  (in  Shakespeare's  play)  and 
attribute  his  downfall  to  the  loss  of  so  many  meals 
in  the  past.  A  competent  authority  has  explained 
the  French  boxer's  extraordinary  capacity  for  tak- 
ing punishment  about  the  body  gallantly  or  even 
gaily  i  here  his  stamina  is  unquestionably  superior  to 
that  oi  his  English  rivals)  as  the  outcome  of  pre- 
ferring vin  ordinaire  to  beer  or  tea.  That  engaging 
tendency  to  re  ard  bei  ,.  noble  beer,  as  a  liquid  food 
which  is  a  characteristic  of  the  English  professional 
accounts  For  the  exuberant  waist-lines  of  many,  far 
too  many,  of  our  much-advertised  heavy-weights. 
Again,  as  regards  the  production  of  flesh  ami  blood 
fighting   machines.    America    is   naturally   ahead   of 


England.  On  the  other  side  of  the  Atlantic  the 
processes  of  racial  miscegenation  are  constantly- 
creating  physical  freaks,  which  may  be  turned  to 
account  by  the  impresario  of  professional  athletes : 
if  a  boxer  without  a  chin  and  with  no  more  than 
"traces"  (as  the  mining  assayer  puts  it)  of  a  solar 
plexus  be  required,  he  is  speedily  forthcoming  in 
the  form  of  some  complex  hybrid  whose  racial 
derivation  could  only  be  expressed  in  a  formula  re- 
sembling those  used  in  organic  chemistry.  It  must 
be  admitted,  however,  that  the  finest  American 
heavy-weights  (leaving  out  the  negro  half-castes)  of 
the  present  generation  were  of  Anglo-Saxon  origin. 
Fitzsimmons,  whose  tremendous  hitting  did  so 
much  to  justify  the  old  P.  R.  dictum  that  a  12-stone 
man  is  heavy  enough  to  beat  anybody,  was  a  Cor- 
nishman  by  birth ;  Corbett  and  Sharkey  were  of  Eng- 
lish ancestry.  Generally  speaking,  the  American 
heavy-weight  or  middle-weight  is  slightly  superior 
in  physique  to  his  English  rival.  But  this  slight 
superiority  does  not  explain  why  the  latter  is  so 
often  knocked  out  in  two  or  three  rounds.  The 
truth  is  that  the  American  stvle  is  appreciably  bet- 
ter, rrofe  adaotable,  and  more  resourceful  than  that 
which  is  taught,  by  precept  and  by  practice,  to  the 
English  boxer  in  the  days  of  his  apprenticeship. 
The   English  style  is  stereotyped  to  a  degree:  the 
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pupil,  instead  of  being"  allowed  to  develop  his  nat- 
ural gifts,  is  compelled  to  adopt  a  traditional  attitude 
and  to  lead,  guard,  counter,  sidestep,  duck,  etc.,  ac- 
cording to  hard-and-fast  rules.  One  of  the  common- 
est results  of  a  course  of  instruction  which  ignores 
the  personal  equation  is  the  loss  of  his  punch — a  loss 
which  can  seldom  or  never  be  made  good  in  the  years 
to  come  by  taking  thought.  In  American  schools  of 
boxing,  on  the  other  hand,  the  instructor  encourages 
his  novices  to  make  the  most  of  their  peculiar  gifts, 
allowing  them  to  teach  one  another  in  frequent  im- 
provised contests,  and  merely  pointing  out  at  the 
end  what  mistakes  have  been  committed  and  how 
they  may  be  best  remedied.  Experience  has  shown 
that  an  instinctive  knowledge  of  leading,  guarding, 
countering,  and  dodging  is  most  speedily  acquired 
in  loose  play  with  a  variety  of  opponents.  And  with 
it  is  gradually  gained  that  capacity  of  "sizing-up" 
an  opponent  and  adapting  one's  methods  to  his  case 
which  is  the  basis  of  all  ringcraft.  Exhibition  spar- 
ring is  the  curse  of  the  game  in  this  country.  The 
average  spectator  prefers  it  to  the  rigor  and  vigor 
of  actual  fighting,  which  he  wishes  to  see  reduced 
to  academic  terms.  A  factor  of  unreality  inevitably 
infects  a  game  when  the  mere  spectator's  interest 
counts  for  more,  directly  or  indirectly,  than  that 
of  the  players.  As  for  the  English  boxing  cham- 
pions, more  especially  the  heavy-weights  and  mid- 
dle-weights, there  can  be  no  doubt  whatever  that 
they  get  too  much  exhibition  sparring — at  music- 
halls    and     elsewhere — and     not    enough     fighting. 


Fighting  is  the  only  sound  preparation  for  lighting. 
and  our  chain pions  who  have  only  two  or  threi 
tests  in  a  year  canni  a  hi  ipe  b  >  hold  their  own  against 
American  professionals  who  are  always  at  work  in 
the  ring.  The  former  must  earn  their  living  by  ex- 
hibition bouts — that  is,  by  putting  on  the  j;luv^ 
with  men  in  an  inferior  class  whom  they  must  not 
hurt.  This  is  the  worst  possible  way  of  spending 
their  time,  seeing  that  such  practice  compels  them 
to  fight  down  to  the  level  of  their  inferiors.  Never- 
theless, even  if  our  champions  could  get  enough 
practice  in  their  own  country,  the  faults  of  a  one- 
sided style  would  still  prevent  them  from  winning. 
In  warfare  victory  has  always  gone  to  the  nation 
with  the  shorter  weapon :  the  jab  must  beat  the 
drive,  as  the  Roman  legionary's  sword  beat  the 
Macedonian  pike.  It  is  a  significant  fact  that  the 
French  boxers,  who  have  studied  both  the  English 
and  the  American  style,  have  all  adopted  the  latter. 
Fortunately,  however,  we  have  several  boxers,  (in 
the  lighter  divisions)  who  know  all  about  the  Ameri- 
can match-winning  methods.  There  is  Jim  Driscoll, 
for  example,  who  is  a  complete  master  of  the  game. 
Xow  that  he  is  retiring  from  the  ring  the  National 
Sporting  Club  should  engage  him  to  form  the  cham- 
pions of  the  future.  Driscoll  is  a  national  posses- 
sion, a  monument  of  artistry,  and  he  ought  to  be 
used  in  the  redemption  of  the  oldest  of,our  national 
pastimes  from  the  decrepitude  that  comes  of  too 
much  respect  for  academic  conventions.

No.  158— Olympic  Club  Founders 


While  the  first  regular  meeting  of  the  Olympic 
Club  was  held  on  May  6,  1860,  some  of  the  charter 
members  had  been  holding  their  little  gatherings  as 
early  as  1855.  There  is  not  much  doubt  but  what 
the  Olympic  Club  is  the  oldest  athletic  club  in 
America.  The  founders  of  this  large  organization 
were  two  brothers,  Charles  and  Arthur  Nahl,  Ger- 
mans by  birth,  who  loved  athletic  sport.  They  had 
a  large  backyard,  in  which  the  young  men  of  the 
vicinity  met  and  engaged  in  gymnastic  exercises.  It 
was  about  1855  that  the  Nahls  opened  their  yard  to 
the  boys,  which  was  really  the  birthplace  of  the 
Olympic  Club.  The  Xahls  themselves  were  accom- 
plished athletes,  and  they  enjoyed  having  the  boys 
J  nake  use  of  their  yard  for  athletic  work.  Among  the 
lumber  was  Reuben  H.  Lloyd,  a  young  attorney, 
who  proposed  that  they  organize  a  regular  club,  and 
:he  motion  prevailed.  Twenty-three  signed  the 
:harter,  many  of  whom  became  prominent  in  San 
Francisco  in  later  years.     The  twenty-three  signers 


were:  G.  W.  Bell,  Ed.  Wolleb,  John  H.  Coleman. 
Edwin  Bonnell,  Harrison  Eastman,  Rufus  Bonnell, 
Reuben  II.  Lloyd,  Charles  E.  Livermore,  George  T. 
Folsom,  Henry  G.  Hanks,  Jacob  Muller,  Horatio  P. 
Livermore,  Arthur  Nahl,  W.  H.  Eldridge,  \Y.  S. 
Lawton,  W.  B.  Gluyas,  J.  L.  DuBois,  W.  C.  Merri- 
man.  Aug.  Caballero,  I.  N.  Kierullf,  A.  K.  Durbrow, 
H.  Duncan  and  E.  Calef.  The  first  meeting  of  the 
club,  as  heretofore  stated,  was  held  in  1860,  at  the 
house  of  Lafayette  Hook  and  Ladder  Company  on 
Broadway.  G.  W.  Bell  was  elected  president,  E. 
Bonnell  secretary  and  II.  G.  Hanks  treasurer,  and  by 
unanimous  consent  Arthur  Nahl  was  elected  leader. 
The  Olympic  Club  was  formed  six  years  before  the 
New  York  Athletic  Club,  which  is  often  referred  to 
as  the  oldest  of  its  kind  in  the  country.  The  first 
meetings  of  the  Olympic  Club  were  held  at  the 
house  of  St.  Francisco  Hook  and  Ladder  Company 
on  Dupont  street.  The  first  permanent  home  of  the 
organization  was  in  a  hall  at  the  corner  of  Clay  an  J 
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Kearny.  As  soon  as  it  became  noised  about  that 
the  young  nun  had  formed  an  athletic  club,  applica- 
tions for  membership  poured  in  l>\  the  dozens.  In 
those  days  the  fire  department  was  a  volunteer  af- 
fair, and  many  of  the  members  kept  themselves  in 
condition  by  working  in  the  gymnasium  of  the 
Olympic  Club.  The  new  body  soon  outgrew  the 
Kearny  streel  hall  and  next  moved  into  a  building 
standing  on  what  is  now  known  as  the  old  Grand 
Hotel  site.  The  munificent  sum  of  $500  was  raised 
to  fix  up  these  new  quarters;  after  the  work  was 
done  the  boys  were  proud  of  their  home — just  as 
proud  as  the  boys  of  today  are  of  their  $500,000 
home  on  Post  street.  During  the  rapid  growth  of 
the  <  Hympic  Club  the  Nahls  showed  a  keen  inter- 
est in  its  welfare.  In  recognition  of  his  services  the 
club  presented  Arthur  Xahl  with  a  beautiful  gold 
medal  inscribed  as  follows:  "From  the  Olympic 
Club  to  its  founder.  A.  W.  Xahl,  Sept.  17,  1880."

OVERHEARD  IN  THE  GALLERY 

A  very  distinguished  looking  man,  perhaps  a  vis- 
itor in  San  Francisco,  stood  at  the  railing  in  the 
gallery  overlooking  the  swimming  pool  of  the  club 
a  few  clays  ago.  He  was  in  the  company  of  one  of 
our  most  popular  members,  and  he  was  admiring 
the  magnificent  scene  spread  before  him.  There 
were  several  other  members  standing  nearby,  and 
as  he  spoke  rather  loudly  in  the  excitement  aroused 
by  his  enthusiasm  these  members  overheard  what 
he  said  and  repeated  it  in  substance  afterwards. 

"I  have  traveled  a  bit  in  my  time,"  said  this  dis- 
tinguished looking  stranger,  "but  never  in  my  life 
have  I  seen  a  swimming  pool  that  approaches  this 
in  beauty.  There  are  many  private  swimming  pools 
of  marble  and  stained  glass  which  stand  out  in  my 
memory,  but  none  of  them  possesses  the  chaste 
beauty  of  this.  The  architect  who  designed  this 
must  have  been  inspired. 

"The  gorgeous  pools  in  which  the  Romans  of 
Herculaneum  and  Pompeii  delighted  I  have  seen 
several  times.

"In  the  ancient  quarter  of  Stamboul  where  some 
of  the  noblest  Osmanli  families  still  cling  to  the  old 
houses  that  date  back  to  the  luxurious  days  of  the 
Byzantine  emperors  there  are  some  private  swim- 
mining  pools  which  I  have  been  privileged  to  see. 
They  were  very  beautiful,  fit  bathing  places  for 
Turkish  beauties,  but  this  is  finer."

THE     OLYMPIAN 
House  Rules 


Resident  and  non-resident  visitors  are  entitled  to 
limited  privileges  of  the  Club  as  provided  in  the 
by-laws. 

Club  rooms  may  not  be  used  for  the  transaction  of 
private  business. 

Except  when  required  for  Club  purposes,  members 
may  have  the  use  of  the  private  dining  room  for  the 
entertainment  of  guests,  provided  twelve  hours'  notice 
has  been  given  to  the  House  Manager.  No  meal  will 
be  served  in  the  private  dining  room  for  less  than  six 
persons. 

Cards  and  other  games  will  be  permitted  only  in 
the  rooms  set  apart  for  such  purpose.  The  Board  of 
Directors  will  exercise  its  authority  to  suppress  any 
and  all  games  which,  in  its  opinion,  may  be  calculated 
to  bring  the  Club  into  disrepute,  or  to  disturb  its 
harmony. 

Dice  throwing  or  matching  for  money  is  absolutely 
forbidden. 

No  members,  except  those  occupying  bedrooms  in 
the  Club,  will  be  admitted  after  midnight,  at  which 
hour  all  Club  rooms  will  be  closed. 

No  servant  may  be  sent  from  the  Club  on  the 
private  business  of  any  member.  No  reprimand  may 
be  given  servants  by  members  of  the  Club.  Inatten- 
tion to  duty  or  lack  of  courtesy  must  be  reported  to 
the   Manager. 

Complaints,  other  than  those  referred  to  in  the  pre- 
ceding rule,  should  be  made  in  writing  to  the  Board  of 
Directors. 

Pipe  smoking  will  be  allowed  only  in  sleeping  rooms. 

Gymnasium  costume  must  consist  of  at  least  running 
drawers,   shirt   and   gymnasium   shoes. 

Immediately  before  entering  the  tank  every  person 
must  take  a  shower. 

Members  will  not  be  permitted  to  smoke  or  drink 
in  the  gymnasium,  hand-ball  courts,  hot  rooms,  steam 
rooms,  or  any  of  the  bathing  apartments  with  the 
exception  of  the  cooling  room.  No  drinks  or  refresh- 
ments will  be  served  in  the  writing  room  or  library. 

Dressing  and  undressing  will  be  permitted  only  in 
the  dressing  rooms  or  locker  space,  and  will  not  be 
allowed   in   the   cooling  or   drying   room. 

Feeing  of  servants  is  strictly  prohibited,  and  viola- 
tion of  this  rule  will  render  a  member  liable  to  ex- 
pulsion. 

The  sleeping  apartments  (with  the  exception  of 
those  which  are  reserved  for  guests  of  the  Club), 
are  intended  for  the  use  and  accommodation  of  mem- 
bers who  make  such  rooms  their  homes,  and  cannot  be 
held  or  rented  by  members  not  making  actual  use  of 
them  for  a  longer  period  than  thirty  days,  without 
special  permission  of  the  Board  of  Directors.

The  Election  Contest 

In  a  club  of  two  thousand  members  perfect  un- 
animity is  not  to  be  expected  in  all  matters  per- 
taining to  club  management.  Men  are  prone  to  dis- 
agree, and  the  larger  the  number  the  greater  the 
difference  of  opinion.  There  is  in  man  an  instinct 
of  revolt,  of  rebellion,  and  hence  the  contests  with- 
out which  life  would  be  a  bore.  It  was  high  time 
for  something  of  the  kind  to  occur  in  The  Olympic 
Club,  and  it  has  occurred.  We  had  a  spirited  elec- 
tion the  other  day.  There  was  a  contest  over  a 
nominating  committee,  a  contest  precipitated  by 
some  very  active  members  who  would  like  to  have 
their  sentiments  voiced  and  heeded  in  the  director- 
ate. Not  for  them  the  perfect  harmony  of  a 
symphony  orchestra,  the  sweet  concord  of  the 
celestial  spheres.  That  was  all  right  enough  before 
we  emerged  from  Egyptian  darkness,  but  now  that 
i we  have  been  steered  clear  of  Scylla  and  Charybdis 
and  are  basking  in  the  sunshine  of  limpid  waters. 
let  us  get  our  tommyhatchets  and  do  a  war  dance. 


Competition  and  rivalry  are  the  life  of  a  club  as 
well  as  of  business.  There  are  unclubable  members 
who  never  darken  the  door  of  a  club  except  to  give 
expression  to  their  dissatisfaction.  A  contest  brings 
them  out.  and  they  make  a  few  acquaintances.  It 
is  the  occasional  contest  that  keeps  some  clubs  from 
perishing  of  dry  rot.  The  absent  member  whom  we 
love  to  toast  is  sure  to  show  up  on  election  day — 
provided  there  is  a  contest.  So  we  should  be  grate- 
ful to  the  gentlemen  who  inspired  what  was  known 
the  other  day  as  "the  opposition."  They  made 
things  lively.  They  rounded  up  several  hundred 
members,  created  some  excitement,  made  a  gallant 
fight,  lost  by  seventy  or  eighty  votes  and  took  their 
medicine  politely. 


Both  Sides  For  Humphrey 

The  contest  was  a  fine  tribute  to  the  management 
of  the  club  inasmuch  as  the  leaders  of  "the  opposi- 
tion" acknowledged  themselves  to  be  supporters  of 
President  William  F.  Humphrey.  They  wanted  it 
to  be  clearly  understood  that  it  was  their  desire  that 
Mr.  Humphrey  should  continue  to  pilot  the  ship. 
The  presumption  is  that  had  they  not  expressed  their 
confidence  in  and  approval  of  Mr.  Humphrey  they 
would  not  have  been  able  to  muster  a  corporal's 
guard.  Rut  however  that  may  be  the  fact  is  that 
the  only  plea  made  in  support  of  the  so-called  opposi» 
tion  ticket  was  the  welfare  of  athletics.  It  was  rep- 
resented that  the  club  was  not  sufficiently  zealous  in 
fostering  amateur  athletics,  and  that  by  a  slight 
change  in  the  directorate  there  would  be  a  great  re- 
vival of  interest  in  all  branches  of  athletics.  Yet  it 
appears  from  the  books  of  the  club  that  the  cost  of 
amateur  athletics  for  one  year  was  sixteen  thousand 
dollars.  As  a  matter  of  fact  President  Humphrey 
and  his  associates  have  devoted  a  great  deal  of  their 
attention  to  the  fostering  of  athletics. 
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Nailing  a  Falsehood 

Partisanship  in  politics  is  seldom  characterized  bj 
.1  scrupulous  regard  for  the  truth.  The  same  un- 
fortunate!) is  as  true  of  club  politics  as  of  the  other 
kuul.  The  partisan  is  carried  awa)  by  Ins  prejudices 
and  is  given  to  extravagance  of  utterance.  I  le  con- 
founds principles  with  self-interest,  and  adopts  con- 
genial conclusions  if  the  dissemination  of  them  may 
serve  his  purpose.  We  hear  thai  our  little  contest 
was  not  wholly  free  from  this  sinister  practice.  To 
be  quite  frank,  some  of  the  zealous  supporters  "i 
the  opposition  wen-  guilty  of  artful  misrepresents 
tion.     For    example    they    said    that   the    directors 

-pent  fifteen  hundred  dollars  of  club  money  to  en- 
tertain a  professional  baseball  team  fnmi  the  East. 
As  a  matter  of  fact  no  club  funds  were  spent  for  any 
such  purpose.  The  truth  is  that  the  team  was  en- 
tertained at  the  club,  that  the  entertainment  cost 
a  large  sum  of  money,  and  that  each  director  paid 
hi-  pro  rata  of  the  cost  out  of  his  own  pocket.  The 
simple  truth  is  here  set  down  only  for  the  purpose 
of  nailing  a  falsehood,  hut  it  might  appropriately  he 
employed  as  the  text  of  a  story  on  the  uniform  at- 
titude of  the  directors  toward  what  they  regard  as 
a  sacred  trust.  Naturally,  members  of  the  Board  of 
I  lirectors  having  learned  of  the  calumnies  circulated 
on  and  before  election  day,  are  a  little  resentful,  and 
assuredly  their  determination,  which  they  have  ex- 
'.  of  availing  themselves  of  a  section  of  the 
by-laws  to  rid  the  club  of  members  who  promote 
ill-feeling  by  cruel  calumny,  will  meet  with  the  gen- 
era! approval  of  the  members  of  The  Olympic  Club. 


Our  Debt  Reduced 

The  club  mortgage  debt  was  reduced  this  month 
h\  the  payment  of  twenty  thousand  dollars  out  of 
our  -urplus  funds.  This  was  the  first  annual  pay- 
ment. It  reduces  the  loan  obtained  from  Xew  York 
from  $300.0(30  to  $280,000  and  will  reduce  the  club's

CONTESTS

on  the  outcome  of  the  contest       I  he  bout  went  the 


full  distance  scheduled,  twenty  rounds,  and  was 
■  I.  id<  d  a  draw  by  the  referee.  The  people  1  talked 
with  thought  that  McAllister  should  have  had  the 
decision  as  he  clearly  outpointed  his  opponent  and 
that  is  the  way  I  figured  it  and  the  way  the  decision 
would  have  had  to  go  were  they  boxing  under  the 
Amateur  Athletic    Rules. 

In  professional  contests  some  referees  do  not  take 
into  consideration  the  points  of  the  game:  but  only 
note  the  effective  work  and  the  condition  of  the  men 
at  the  finish;  they  also  figure  on  the  probabilities  of 
what  would  happen  if  the  contest  continued  in- 
stead of  being  limited  to  twenty   rounds. 

It  is  on  this  line  of  reasoning  1  think  that  Mr. 
Griffin  called  it  a  draw.  Unfortunately  there  are 
no  rules  govering  a  professional  boxing  contest  for 
points.  The  Queensbury  Rules  are  rules  for  a  pro- 
fessional match  to  a  finish  and  govern  the  conduct 
of  such  a  contest,  but  do  not  describe  points  or  state 
what  points  shall  count.  In  this  respect  they  differ 
from  the  rules  of  the  Amateur  Athletic  Union.  It 
seems  to  me  there  should  be  for  these  limited  round 
professional  contests  provision  for  consideration  of 
clean  hitting  with  either  hand,  of  leading  and  land- 
ing, and  ducking,  countering,  side  stepping.  Style 
and  generalship  ought  also  to  be  taken  into  consid- 
eration. Clinching  to  avoid  punishment  is  a  foul 
and  should  not  be  tolerated.  Where  points  are1 
equal  preference  should  be  given  to  the  man  who 
does  the  most  leading.  I  should  think  that  the 
promoters  of  professional  contests  should  get  to-^ 
gcther  and  formulate  rules  for  the  guidance  of 
referees.  The  contests  are  supposed  to  be  scientific. 
Whv  not  make  them  so? 


WORLD'S  RECORD  BROKEN 

There  were  some  interesting  and  highly  exciting 
swimming  events  in  the  club  on  the  last  Ladies' 
Night  when  Duke  Kahanamoku.  the  wizard  of  the 
water  from  Hui  Xalu  Club  of  Honolulu  broke  a  few] 
records,  thus  bringing  fame  to  The  Olympic  Club 
tank  which  will  now  figure  prominently  in  the  rec- 
ord books.

Something  of  a 
spellbinder  is  Haley,  and  he  talks  to  the  boys  in  the 
strain  of  Napoleon  putting  ginger  into  the  Old 
Guard.  The  Olympians  will  play  as  follows :  Sep- 
tember 6th,  the  University  of  California  Freshmen  ; 
September  13th,  Stanford  University;  September 
20th,  California  University;  October  5th,  New 
Zealanders;  October  10th,  Stanford:  October  18th, 
California;  November  1st,  Stanford.  On  Novem- 
ber 15th  an  All-Star  team  will  play  the  visitors  from 
New   Zealand. 


GERMANY  WANTS  A  TRAINER 

By  Marathon 

A  commission  headed  by  Herr  Carl  Diem,  general 
secretary  of  the  German  Imperial  Olympic  Games, 
is  on  its  way  to  the  United  States  to  study  athletic 
methods  here  and  to  obtain  the  services  of  an 
American  trainer. 

Germany's  interest  in  competitive,  as  distin- 
guished from  what  may  be  called  developmental 
or  hygienic,  athletics  is  of  a  date  so  recent  that 
naturally  she  does  not  feel  it  a  humiliation,  as  Eng- 
land, for  instance,  would,  to  confess  the  need  and 
show  the  desire  to  learn  from  American  experts  the 
art  of  winning  in  the  Olympian  contests.  Hence 
is  it  that  her  representatives  are  coming  over  here 
to  study  the  methods  of  our  trainers,  amateur  and 
professional,  and  with  the  avowed  intention  of 
carrying  back  one  or  more  of  them  to  teach  the 
German  youth  how  to  make  glorious  scores  at  the 
next  international  meeting.  Of  course  the  visitors 
will  be  welcomed,  and  of  course  by  the  use  of  the 
proper  argument  they  can  get  as  many  competent 
instructors  as  they  want. 

It  is  no  secret  that  the  Germans  have  their  hearts 
set  upon  victory  in  ln]6.  At  Stockholm  they  were 
represented  by  some  able  runners  and  by  other 
promising  athletes,  but  their  showing  in  the  field 
and  track  events  gave  no  promise  of  a  triumph 
over  the  Americans  in  Olympic  games  in  the  future. 
There  is  no  lack  of  splendid  physical  material  in 
Germany,  but  the  development  of  athletes  for  com- 
petitive sports  is  not  a  matter  of  a  day,  or  even  of 
four  vears.  It  is  almost  a  new  enterprise  for  the 
Germans.  The  commission  that  is  coming  over  has 
grasped  the  first  condition  of  success,  which  is  that 
an  American  trainer  who  is  familiar  with  the 
capacity  of  American  athletes  and  knows  their  full 
strength  must  be  engaged;  otherwise  there  will  be 
no  hope  at  all  of  wresting  the  sceptre  from  the 
United  States.  At  best  it  is  a  slender  hope,  for 
the  American  candidates  in  the  Olympic  games  are 


composite  of  divers  nationalities,  although  the  na- 
tive athlete  now  predominates.  Competitive  skill 
is  thoroughly  organized  in  this  country,  the  build- 
up of  units  into  a  formidable  representative  body 
having  been  going  on  for  a  great  many  years. 
American  success  has  been  assured  by  a  system  of 
attracting  recruits,  superior  training  methods  and 
a  very  liberal  expenditure  of  money  to  provide  ap- 
paratus and  open  competition.  The  time  has  now 
arrived  when  the  United  States  can  depend  upon 
native  talent  to  be  strongly  represented  in  the 
Olympic  games. 

The  odds  will  be  against  the  German  athletes  al 
llerlin  if  the  Americans  do  not  suffer  from  over- 
confidence  and  neglect  to  make  preparations  for 
the  trial  of  strength  in  1916.  It  is  well  to  under- 
stand that  the  German  Government  will  give  the 
home  athletes  all  the  aid  and  encouragement  in  its 
power,  and  that  the  Kaiser  will  be  personally  in- 
terested in  their  performances.  A  victory  in  the 
games  would  be  a  desirable  advertisement  for  the 
Fatherland,  and  no  pains  will  be  spared  to  turn  out 
winners  in  as  many  events  as  possible. 

Singularly  enough  the  coming  of  the  Germans  has 
given  rise  to  a  discussion  in  this  country  as  to 
whether  it  is  wise  for  them  to  go  in  for  athletics  on 
the  English  and  American  plan.  To  be  sure,  we 
are  all  proud  of  our  athletes,  of  their  records  and 
their  successes,  but  there  is  here  a  dubiety,  already 
widespread  and  steadily  growing,  that  the  relation 
between  athletics  as  practiced  in  this  country  and 
the  health  and  longevity  which  ought  to  be  the  ob- 
jects of  physicial  culture  is  by  no  means  close. 
There  is.  indeed,  in  many  quarters,  a  firm  convic- 
tion that  there  is  no  such  relation  at  all — that,  on 
the  contrary,  the  victor  in  competitive  athletics  pays 
for  his  brief  glory  a  price  far  greater  than  it  is 
worth,  and,  instead  of  storing  energy  and  strength 
for  future  years,  invites  by  an  overstrained  heart 
and  deteriorated  muscles  an  invalidism  which  those 
seeminglv  his  physical  inferiors  usually  escape. 
Our  prize  winners  are  called  "old"  long  before  they 
reach  middle  age,  and  that  is  a  fate  unknown  to  the 
German  "turner." 

It  is  not  improbable,  therefore,  that  these  pil- 
grims could  teach  here  as  much  as  they  could  learn. 
and  that  we  could  profit  more  from  their  lessons 
than  they  from  ours  as  to  the  best  kind  and  high- 
est purpose  of  athletics.  Certainly  it  would  be  a 
pity  if  they  set  their  boys  to  running  in  our  abomin- 
able "Marathon  races,"  or  their  young  men  to  row- 
ing so  hard  and  so  long  that  they  collapse  in  tears 
and  hvsteria  as  they  pass  the  stakeboat.  These  and 
their  like  are  not  sport,  but  suicide,  and  the  records 
they  make  are  not  all  written  in  the  books  of  the 
timers.  Thev  are  also  collected  by  doctors  for  the 
mortalitv   tables. 
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MASSAGE  AND  MANUAL  TREATMENT

Massage  is  as  old  as  humanity  itself.  Far  back 
in  the  beginning  of  civilization  we  find  that  the 
Egyptian  priests,  the  Persians,  and  the  Hindoos 
used  certain  forms  of  manipulation  For  rheumatic 
pains,  neuralgias  and  swellings.

The 
Greeks  wen-  the  first  to  devise  some  sort  of  a 
system  of  movements.  Plato  was  the  first  man  to 
divide  movements  into  active  and  passive,  and  he 
especially  recommended  the  latter.  The  Romans 
also  used  a  system  of  movements  in  the  cure  of 
chronic  diseases,  but  it  was  not  until  the  famous 
Swede.  P.  H.  Lino-  (1776-1839)  systemized  "The 
Manual  Treatment,"  that  this  wonderful  curative 
agent  was  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  civilized 
wi  irld. 

Massage,  active  and  passive  exercises,  promote 
perfect  circulation.  Perfect  circulation  means  com- 
plete combustion,  and  complete  combustion,  or 
oxidation  of  the  effete  or  waste  matter  of  the  body 
means  perfect  health,  and  what  is  still  more  sig- 
nificant, immunity  from  disease.  Every  fraction  of 
a  second,  at  innumerable  points,  the  body  is  dying, 
while  simultaneously,  or  practically  so,  it  is  being 
reborn,  remade.

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Welsh  Came  Back 


A  Story  of  the  Perseverance  of  the  British  Lightweight  from  the  Pen  of 
Ralph   Hodgson,  a  Distinguished  British  Poet 


''I  dune  the  best  I  could;  nobody  could  do  no 
more.  I  was  beat  by  a  better  man."  Perhaps  as 
noble  an  utterance  as  any  made  in  the  year  nine- 
teen hundred  and  twelve.  The  speaker  was  James 
Mehegan,  lightweight  champion  of  Australia,  im- 
mediately upon  his  defeat  in  one  of  the  hardest  bat- 
tles ever  fought  in  the  English  glove-ring.  Met. 
checked  and  rendered  futile  at  every  turn,  puzzled 
and  punished  and  mastered  all  through  that  twentj 
rounds  of  heroic  fighting;  beaten  in  skill,  speed  and 
ring  generalship  by  an  opponent  whose  gifts  for 
pugilism  amount  to  nothing  short  of  genius;  topped 
everywhere  except  in  the  sublime  virtue  of  cour- 
age— what  pride  one  had  in  the  fine  fellow  for  say- 
ing it !  And  with  what  satisfaction  one  remem- 
bered that  the  same  gallant  spirit  which  glowed 
in  his  words  sparkled  in  the  breasts  of  his  fellow- 
fighters,  winners  and  losers  alike,  all  the  world  over. 
Nothing  adds  a  lustre  to  courage  like  magnanimity 
in  victory  and  dignity  under  defeat:  and  these 
things  are  the  common  possessions  of  boxers — in- 
deed without  them  and  a  score  of  other  virtues  no 
man  could  ever  hope  to  take  high  station  in  his  pro- 
fession. One  would  not  be  misunderstood.  One 
would  not  claim  for  the  professional  boxer  that  he 
is  a  paragon  of  purity  where  all  the  world  is  tainted. 
Malice,  bitterness  and  the  undesirable  go  bold  and 
unabashed  in  Cornhill  and  S.  Stephen's  and,  indeed, 
doubtless  hobnobbed  with  their  betters  in  the  late 
Exeter  Hall  itself;  neither  has  any  way  been  found 
of  excluding  them  from  places  where  men  box  for 
money.  But  this  may  be  asserted  for  the  considera- 
tion of  those  who  do  not  know  it  and  for  those  who 
make  it  their  hobby  and  business  to  decry  and 
slander  the  fighting  man.  that  for  developing  and 
strengthening  habits  of  fair  play,  modesty,  per- 
severance, fun,  good-nature,  self-control  and  tem- 
perance in  all  things,  his  is  the  equal  of  any  paid 
calling  of  our  time. 

Welsh,  the  two  "Wells's,  Summers,  Driscoll, 
Mehegan,  MacFarland,  Bowker,  Carpentier  and 
Sullivan — to  take  at  random  a  few  men  who  have 
gained  fame — are  one  and  all  men  above  reproach 
for  reputable  conduct  and  life.  Moreover  they  are 
but  typical  in  these  respects  of  their  profession  as 
a  whole. 

Here,  for  modesty.  I  asked  a  certain  bantam- 
weight how  he  came  by  his  crumpled  ear.  "I  got 
that  for  brag."  said  he.  "In  my  early  days  after  I'd 
won  one  or  two  fights  I  boasted  what  I  would  do 

with  when  we  met.     In  fact  I  sent  him  word 

about  it.  When  the  fight  came  off  that's  what  he 
did  to  my  ear.  and  I've  done  no  more  boasting  since 


then."  Describing  his  feelings  before  a  tight  the 
little  fellow  said  he  was  always  a  bundle  of  nerves 

until  he  put  his  hands  up,  even  though  he  was  faced 
by  a  pure  novice,  lie  was  champion  of  the  world 
at  the  time,  but  nobody  would  have  known  it  from 
his  conversation. 

I  say  that  such  a  breed  is  worth  nourishing.  Per- 
haps the  most  remarkable  man  in  the  ring  today  is 
Welsh,  our  lightweight  champion.  He  would  have 
made  his  way  in  any  walk  in  life.  He  is  a  curious 
figure  in  many  ways :  a  model  of  abstention,  he 
trains  on  nuts  and  apples  and  always  fights  thinking. 
He  has  lost  two,  drawn  one  and  won  about  eighty 
big  fights.  For  some  reason  which  nobody  quite 
understands,  those  who  fall  from  high  estate  in  the 
glove-ring — as  indeed  in  the  great  world  outside — 
find  it  well-nigh  impossible  to  climb  up  again;  to 
"come  back"  in  the  cant  of  the  profession.  Beaten 
by  Driscoll,  Bowker  tried  and  failed.  Jeffries,  hav- 
ing softened  in  retirement  for  some  years,  made 
superhuman  efforts  and  did  no  better.  But  Welsh, 
who  lost  the  English  championship  in  1911,  "came 
back."  And  a  hard  battle  he  had  to  fight  to  do  it. 
the  hardest  part  of  it  not  on  the  night  when  he  re- 
gained his  lost  laurels  either. 

Early  in  nineteen  eleven  CI  trust  my  memory  is 
serving  me  fairly,  for  I  write  without  any  means  of 
checking  it),  early  in  nineteen  eleven  he.  champion 
lightweight  of  England,  lost  the  title  to  Matthew 
Wells.  Some  said  Welsh  was  not  himself  that 
night;  others  that  Matt  was  his  master  any  time 
they  met.  Welsh,  I  believe,  said  nothing.  But  he 
set  himself  at  once  to  the  task  of  achieving  the  next 
door  to  impossible  thing:  to  "come  back."  The 
first  thing  was  to  go  over  to  America  for  new  reputa- 
tion which  would  give  him  the  right  to  demand  a 
return  battle  with  his  conqueror. 

At  that  time  the  American  lightweight  cham- 
pionship was  in  the  possession  of  one  Wolgast,  a 
hard,  strong  fellow  who  like  most  other  professional 
fighters  was  a  business  man  to  boot.  Wolgast  was 
busy  gathering  the  fruits  of  success  over  the  former 
holder  of  the  title  and  was  in  no  mind  to  be  dis- 
turbed. '  Briefly,  the  American  had  a  fortune  to  lose 
by  defeat,  and  he  was  not  the  lad  to  run  risks  where 
that  was  concerned.  Welsh  challenged  and  chal- 
lenged in  vain.  Wolgast  went  on  with  his  "ex- 
hibition" boxing,  small  blame  to  him ;  he  had  old  age 
to  provide  for  like  other  people.  Still  Welsh  chal- 
lenged and  still  Wolgast  lay  low.  Those  many  long 
months  were  thirty-day  rounds  of  the  hardest  fight- 
ing Welsh  ever  engaged  in,  and  who  will  not  ad- 
mire his  perseverance?    Various  rumors  and  reports 
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of  him  came  over:  Thai  he  had  gone  to  pieces:  That 
he  had  not :  Thai  he  had  rehired  from  the  ring:  That 
he  was  ill:  That  he  was  not:  That  lie  had  agreed 
to  fight  So-and-So  of  Such-and-Such  a  place,  Neb., 
i  al..  Pa.,  etc.,  etc.;  the  truth  being  that  he  had  made 
up  his  mind  t<i  get  Wolgast  into  the  ring  and  was 
devoting  all  his  energies  to  doing  it  and  that  only. 
\\  lien  at  last  American  public  opinion  compelled  the 
champion  to  pay  some  attention  in  his  challenger 
and  a  match  was  made,  pour  Wolgast  was  stricken 
by  illness  and  it  fell  through  after  all.  A  substitute 
however  was  found  in  the  next  best  man,  Ritchie, 
whom  Welsh  defeated  with  ease.  With  his  reputa- 
tion thus  far  rehabilitated  he  came  home,  gave  him- 
self a  trial  or  two  with  good  Englishmen,  and  once 


more  challenged  for  the  championship.  The  chal- 
lenge was  at  once  accepted,  the  fight  was  fought  and 
Welsh  won.  A  wonderful  pair  they  made:  Wells 
thick,  very  thick,  and  powerful  and  astonishingly 
fast :  Welsh  slightly  taller,  quite  slim  and  faster  even 
yet.  That  was  last  winter.  The  second-time  cham- 
pion of  England  since  then  has  fought  eight  or  nine 
battles,  chiefly  with  welters  or  at  any  rate  men- 
heavier  than  himself,  and  won  them  all. 

May  boxing  flourish!  May  there  be  no  more  of 
that  silly  outcry  against  it  which  made  so  much 
noise  a  season  or  two  ago !  I  could  not  despise 
the  boxer  without  despising  the  panther  too.  If 
Welsh  is  not  a  master-work  of  his  Creator,  then, 
for  me,  Blake's  Tierer  is  a  lie.

Our   Financial   Showing 

Facts  when  presented  by  figures  are  not  the  most 
interesting-  of  reading  matter,  but  the  members  of 
The  Olympic  Club  may  find  of  peculiar  interest  the 
columns  of  figures  which  appear  herein.  It  was 
that  the  facts  revealed  by  the  balance  sheet  of  the 
Club's  affairs  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  as  well 
as  by  statements  of  the  operation-  for  the  month 
of  August  and  for  the  year  ending  August  31st 
should  be  brought  to  the  "attention  of  the  members 
at  this  time  that  publication  of  this  number  of  The 
Olympian  was  delayed.  It  -appeal  s  From  these 
statements  that  the  Club  is  in  a  flourishing  condi- 
tion and  constantly  improving.  The  operating 
profit  before  providing  for  interest  on  mortgaj 
bonded  debt  for  the  fiscal  year  was  $89,880.36,  or 
an  average  monthly  profit  of  $7,490.03.  With  this 
money  the' Directors  were  able  to  pay  practically 
all  the  indebtedness  incurred  in  furnishing  and 
equipping  the  Club;  to  make  necessary  repairs  and 
improvements;  to  pay  the  interesl  on  the  floating 
and    bonded    debts    and    to    reduce    in    the    sum   of 


$20,000  the  first  mortgage  debt  of  $300,000  due  the 
New  York  Life  Insurance  Company.  From  a  com- 
parison of  these  statements  with  the  statement  is- 
sued on  the  first  of  September.  1(<12,  it  appears  that 
the  accounts  payable  have  been  greatly  reduced. 
After  the  payment  of  all  the  interest  charges  the  net 
operating  gain  for  the  fiscal  year  is  shown  to  be 
$57,534.42.  This  operating  profit  of  $57,534.42  does 
not  represent  the  total  gain  for  the  year  ending 
August  31,  1913.  By  advantageous  settlements  of 
outstanding  obligations  and  recover}-  of  a  small  sum 
on  fire  insurance  claims  arising  from  the  confiagra- 
.  tion  of  1906  the  gain  for  the  year  was  increased 
$8,765.25,  and  the  total  gain  for  the  year  was  there- 
fore $66,299.67.  Against  this  total  was  charged 
$4,04(>.2o,  accounts  of  previous  years  but  paid  dur- 
ing the  fiscal  year  ending  August  31,  1913,  leaving 
the  net  gain  for  that  year  $62,253.41.  which  amount 
has  been  carried  to  surplus.  It  will  be  noted  that 
the  net  gain  for  the  year  is  given  after  allowing 
$5,434.90  for  depreciation.  This  amount  has  been 
arbitrarily  fixed  after  a  review  of  the  situation  by 
the  Finance  Committee,  and  although  seemingly 
small,  is  unquestionably  a  fair  allowance  in  view  of 
tlie  fact  that  all  expenses  for  the  upkeep  of  the 
equipment  and  maintenance  and  repairs  are  charged 
against  each  month's  operating  expenses.  The 
building  is  a  Class  A  building,  ami  is  in  a-  good  con- 
dition as  the  day  we  took  possession.  The  library 
investment  is  not  included.  It.  of  course,  increases 
the  assets  and  surplus  by  the  amount  expended 
therefor.  The  net  surplus  of  $62,253.41  would  be 
further  increased  by  the  value  of  the  library  which 
i<  greatly  in  excess  of  four  thousand  (4,000)  dollars. 

A  Club  Victory 

On   September  29th   the   Board  of  United  States 
General   Appraisers,    romposed  of   Byron   S.  Waite 
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and  Eugene  E.  I  lay.  rendered  a  decision  in  favor 
of  The  Olympic  Club  in  the  matter  of  the  protest 
againsl  the  assessment  imposed  on  the  Canova 
statuary  imported  For  the  Club  from  Rome  by  Vice- 
President  Hoefler.  An  important  principle  has 
been  settled  by  tins  decision,  .Mr.  Hoefler  wrote 
a  brief  in  support  of  his  contention  that  the  Club 
was  entitled  to  free  entry  of  the  works  of  art  in  as 
much  as  it  is  in  a  sense  an  educational  in- 
stitution and  the  statues,  one  of  which  is  yet  to 
come,  are  in  4  intended  for  sale  hut  merely  for  ex- 
hibition in  the  home  of  the  Club.

Bowlers,  Attention ! 

\ limit  the  time  the  Club  moved  into  its  new 
home  there  was  begun  an  agitation  for  bowling 
alleys.  The  Club  appeared  to  be  full  of  bowling 
enthusiasts.  They  were  awfully  disappointed  that 
bowling  alleys  had  not  been  put  in.  They  knew 
scores  of  men  about  town,  men  of  high  standing, 
wli..  would  apply  for  membership  if  we  had  bowling 
alleys.  It  was  really  shocking,  in  their  opinion, 
that  the  most  popular  of  pastimes  had  been 
neglected.  So  great  and  persistent  was  their  clamor, 
the  directors  were  given  the  impression  that  the 
Club  would  perish  of  ennui  if  they  did  not  build 
bowling  alleys.  So  the  alleys  were  built,  excellent 
alleys,  and  they  were  fully  equipped,  and  for  awhile 
the  pins  couldn't  be  set  up  fast  enough.  It  was  al- 
most impossible  to  accommodate  the  bowlers.  But 
lo!  and  behold!  in  a  few  weeks  the  enthusiasm 
petered  out.  .The  cost  of  maintaining  the  alleys  is 
$1146  a  month.  Last  month  the  receipts  were  only 
$(X)0,  leaving  a  deficit.  At  present  the  receipts  will 
hardly  pay  for  the  meals  of  the  attendants.  Of 
course  this  will  never  do.  The  bowlers  must  revive 
their  enthusiasm  or  the  bowling  alleys  will  be 
closed  up. 


REVOLVER  AND  PISTOL  SHOOTING 

By  R.  P.  Prentys 

In  view  of  The  Olympic  Club  having  recently 
built  a  small  but  well  equipped  twenty-five  yard 
small-bore  rifle  and  twenty  yard  revolver  and  pistol 
range  on  the  mezzanine  floor  at  the  north  end  of 
the  swimming  tank,  the  following  facts  relative  to 
indoor  shooting  may  lie  of  interest  to  Olympians. 

Revolver  and  pistol  shooting  has  gained  great 
ground  in  the  last  few  years  owing  to  the  forma- 
tion in  Springfield,  Mass.,  of  the  United  States  Re- 
volver Association,  which  governs  the  sport,  holds 
annual  competitions,  championship  matches,  passes 
on  records  and  generally  lays  down  the  law  in  all 
things  pertaining  to  shooting  with  the  belt  weapon. 

During  the  summer  months,  all  shooting  recog- 
nized  by  the  1".  S.  R.  A.  is  out-of-doors,  i.  e.  fifty 
yards,  but   about   the   middle  of   November,   indoor 


shooting  (twenty  yards)  commences,  with  a  series  I 
of  indoor  matches  between  teams  representing  some  j-l 
twenty  odd  of  the  l^ger  cities  all  over  the  country.  I 
Last  year  twenty-fdflr  such  teams  competed,  each  II 
team  consisting  of  five  men  with  five  substitutes.  I 
The  five  highest  scores  of  the  ten  men  count.  Two  I 
matches  each  week  are  shot  by  each  team,  twenty-  II 
five  shots  per  man  per  match,  a  total  of  fifty  shots  j 
a  week  for  each  man  on  the  team,  representing  j 
about  an  hour's  shooting,  since  each  string  of  j 
twenty-five  shots  must  be  shot  within  twenty-five  U 
minutes.  The  rivalry  between  the  cities  is  keen,  I 
and  considerable  enthusiasm  is  worked  up  by  those  I 
interested  in  shooting  and  following  the  individual  I 
scores. 

Last  year  the  Manhattan,  New  York  team  tied 
for  first  place  with  Spokane,  Wash.,  with  twenty- 
three  wins  and  one  defeat.  The  Olympic  Club,  San 
Francisco,  and  Springfield,  Mass.  teams  were  close 
seconds  with  twenty-two  victories  and  two  defeats 
each.  These  four  teams  shot  off  their  ties,  Man- 
hattan taking  first  place,  Spokane  second  and  the 
Olympic  third  (since  they  won  their  shoot-off). 

The  shooting  of  most  men  on  the  teams  is  done 
with  a  Smith  &  Wesson  .22-calibre  pistol  with  a 
ten-inch  barrel,  a  direct  descendant  by  the  way  of 
the  old  duelling  weapon  used  by  the  Victorian 
"bloods"  when  the  world  was  young  and  romantic. 
This  weapon  has  the  advantage  of  being  extremely 
accurate  at  either  twenty  or  fifty  yards,  the  am- 
munition in  addition  being  very  cheap — costing  only 
$1.35  for  five  hundred  shells.  A  number  of  men, 
however,  use  the  .44  or  .38  S.  &  W.  or  Colt  re- 
volvers, the  former  being  the  favorite,  believing 
that  the  gain  in  scoring  owing  to  the  larger  hole 
made  in  the  target  with  these  weapons  more  than 
off-sets  the  slight  decrease  in  accuracy.  It  sim- 
mers down  largely,  however,  to  a  question  of  cost, 
since  of  course  the  .44  and  .38  ammunition  costs  con- 
siderably more  than  the  little  .22  shells.  It  might 
be  well  to  remark  here  that  reduced  loads,  known 
as  "mid-range"  shells  are  the  only  ones  suitable  for 
use  at  twenty  yards.  It  is  perhaps  needless  to  say 
that  none  of  the  "automatic  pistols"  are  favored  by 
experts  for  really  accurate  results. 

Under  the  captaincy  of  Mr.  James  Gorman,  who 
has  held  both  twenty-yard  and  fifty-yard,  champion- 
ships of  the  United  States,  as  well  as  being  the 
winner  of  the  World's  Pistol  Championship  at  the 
London  Olympic  Games,  it  is  hoped  that  the 
Olympic  team  for  1913-14  will  more  than  hold  its 
own  amongst  the  pistol  shots  of  the  country.  New' 
blood  however  is  wanted,  since  there  are  at  present 
hardly  more  than  half  a  dozen  men  in  the  club  who 
shoot  in  championship  form,  and  as  in  all  contests 
every  match  will  not  find  a  man  at  his  best.  In 
the  case  of  many  of  the  Eastern  clubs  the  full 
quota  of  crack  shots  is  there  to  be  called  upon,  and 
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it  usually  happens  that  at  least  five  of  the  ten  shoot- 
ers will  hang  up  top  scores.  It  is  therefore  hoped, 
for  the  honor  of  the  "Winged  O"  that  some  good 
"material  for  powder"  will  soon  be  forthcoming.  It 
is  suggested  that  any  member  wishing  to  partake 
in  this  sport,  who  is  either  a  good  shot  now  or  who 
is  willing  to  procure  the  necessary  weapon  and 
give  the  time  required  to  develop  by  perseverance 
and  practice,  should  communicate  with  Mr.  C.  \V. 
Linder  of  The  Olympic  Club,  who  is  the  representa- 
tive of  the  U.  S.  R.  A.  in  San  Francisco.  He  will 
be  very  glad  to  help  the  embryo  shooter  to  become 
a  crack  as  rapidly  as  possible. 

Anyone  taking  up  the  sport  will  find  it  a  good 
clean  game,  requiring  careful  living  and  steady 
nerves,  but  in  every  way  within  the  reach  of  the 
average  indoor  office  or  professional  man.  In  fact, 
as  in  many  other  sports,  excessive  development  or 
anything  approaching  a  "muscle-bound"  condition 
is  a  detriment.  Revolver  and  pistol  shooting  re- 
quires thought  and  there  is  the  great  subject  of 
ballistics  opening  out  to  anyone  with  a  mathematical 
or  experimental  taste.  The  story  is  told  of  Leigh- 
ton,  when  asked  how  he  mixed  his  colors,  that  he 
replied  he  "mixed  them  with  brains."  Walter  Win- 
ans,  the  famous  American  sportsman,  in  London, 
when  asked  how  he  shot,  replied  in  the  same  way — 
he  "shot  with  brains."  Assuredly  The  Olympic 
Club  is  not  behind  its  neighboring  club  in  brains — 
then  why  has  it  not  more  good  shots? 


OUR  DERELICT  TRACK  TEAM

Hats  off  to  the  plucky  Pastime  Track  Team  ! 

The  Olympic  Club  has  one  of  the  best  track  teams 
in  the  world.  But  if  the  members  don't  take  an  in- 
terest, and  don't  engage  in  competition,  the  team 
cannot  be  expected  to  win. 

The  P.  A.  A.  championship  tournament  on  St. 
Mary's  Athletic  Field  was  one  of  the  worst  cham- 
pionship meetings  I  ever  saw.  It  was  held  under 
poor  conditions,  and  the  events  were  not  properly 
handled.  The  javelin  and  high  jump  were  started 
at  the  same  time.  So  while  the  javelin  was  being 
thrown  in  a  ploughed  field  the  high  jump  was  go- 
ing on  three  hundred  yards  away.  Horine  was 
entered  in  both  and  was  a  certain  point  winner  in 
each  event.  He  had  to  cut  out  one  of  them,  and 
so  went  for  the  high  jump  and  won.  He  did  not 
have  a  chance  to  compete  in  the  javelin.  Some  peo- 
ple will  say,  perhaps,  that  I  can't  take  defeat.  That 
is  not  so.  I  know  what  defeat  is,  but  it  does  make 
me  sore  to  lose  a  meet  like  the  one  on  September 
9th  when  in  my  mind  poor  management  of  the 
whole  thing  cost  us  the  championship. 

While  I  admire  the  Pastime  Club  for  the  way 
they  turned  out,  I  feel  that  if  our  track  team  showed 


the  same  spirit  there  would  have  been  nothing  t" 
it.  I  can't  get  a  man  by  the  neck  and  make  him 
compete.  And  men  that  you  have  in  coax  to  turn 
out  are  not  much  credit  to  the  club.  Some  of  the 
athletes  in  the  club  get  it  into  their  heads  thai 
everything  they  do  is  for  the  club.  The  club,  they 
think,  is  getting  all  of  the  benefit.  One  well-known 
athlete  remarked  to  me  some  time  ago  that  the 
club  had  done  a  lot  for  him  when  he  first  started  in 
athletics.  "When  I  left  college,"  he  said,  "1  would 
help  them."  September  9th,  when  we  needed  him 
most,  he  did  not  show  up,  and  did  nut  even  send 
word,  though  a  week  before  he  had  promised  he 
would  compete.  Unfortunately  a  hit  of  our  athletes 
live  "lit  of  town,  and  we  can  never  depend  upon 
them.  Another  thing,  the  stadium  is  too  far  away 
from  the  center  of  the  city.  If  the  club  had  an 
athletic  field  easily  accessible  men  would  get  out 
more  and  train,  and  more  men  would  take  their 
exercise  outdoors  than  in  the  gymnasium,  and  I 
need  hardly  say  that  outdoor  exercise  is  the  better 
of  the  two.  Surely  a  man  that  has  any  interest 
whatever  in  athletics  can  devote  at  least  three  hours 
a  week  to  some  kind  of  exercise. 

The  boys  that  I  am  after  to  join  the  club  are  the 
boys  that  are  going  to  high  school.  I  am  at  the 
stadium  every  day  to  do  all  I  can  for  the  boys  that 
come  out  to  train  and  to  interest  them  as  much  as 
possible.  Only  a  very  small  percentage  of  the  high 
school  boys  enter  college,  and  some  of  these  we 
get ;  but  I  am  mainly  concerned  with  the  larger 
percentage,  keeping  them  interested  and  developing 
them  into  men  I  can  depend  upon. 

I  want  to  urge  all  track  athletes  of  the  club  to 
train  for  the  great  Portola  athletic  meet  at  the 
stadium  on  October  25th.  If  every  man  does  his 
best  I  predict  that  we  will  make  a  fine  clean-up.  If 
a  few  more  men  like  Horine,  Stolz,  Morris,  Best, 
Milliard,  Hoburg,  Donovan,  Parker,  Gisin,  Miller, 
and  Nelson  would  show  the  same  keenness  there 
would  be  nothing  to  it.

Hints  to  Juveniles  and  Juniors 

The  Junior  and  Juvenile  classes  were  created  for 
the  purpose  of  affording  the  young  friends  of  mem- 
bers of  The  Olympic  Club  an  opportunity  of  im- 
proving themselves  physically.    To  accomplish  this 
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it  is  necessar)  For  the  members  of  these  classes  to 
avail  themselves  systematically  of  the  various  dc- 
partments  of  the  Club.  The  directors  are  advised 
that  many  members  of  these  classes  visit  the  handball 
courts,  the  billiard  rooms  and  bathing  department 
only.  Juvenile  members  are  forbidden  the  use  of 
two  "I  these  departments  except  under  certain  con- 
ditions.

DAMOXENUS  AND  KREUGAS 

The  Directors  of  The  Olympic  Club  have  received 
the  following  letter  from  Vice-President  Hoefler: 

Dear  Sirs :  I  now  take  great  pleasure  in  offering 
to  The  Olympic  Club,  a  copy  wrought  in  Rome  by 
hand  in  Carrara  marble  by  the  sculptors  Morrelli 
and  Rinaldi,  of  the  statue  Damoxenus  by  Canova, 
the  original  of  which  stands  in  the  Vatican  Museum 
at  Rome.  This  is  the  companion  of  the  statue 
Kreugas  now  in  the  Club  lobby.  The  statue  has 
arrived  in  San  Francisco,  ready  for  installation  at 
the  pleasure  of  the  Board. 

As  a  matter  of  interest  to  the  Club,  I  append  the 
Brief  and  Argument  used  before  the  Board  of 
United  States  General  Appraisers  in  the  matter  of 
the  protest  made  by  me  against  the  imposition  of 
customs  duties  on  the  statue  Creucante,  together 
with  the  decision  of  the  Board  of  General  Apprais- 
ers, sustaining  the  protest,  and  holding  that  the 
statue,  as  a  work  of  art  and  intended  for  our  Club, 
should  be  admitted  free  of  duty. 

Also  as  a  matter  of  interest,  I  append  hereto  the 
original  account,  written  in  the  second  century  of 
our  era  by  the  Greek  writer  Pausanias  of  the  two 
boxers  Kreugas  and  Damoxenus  and  the  remark- 
able contest  between  them,  which  Canova  took  as 
the  motif  of  his  work. 

Some  facts  as  to  this  great  sculptor  himself  I 
have  thought  might  appropriately  accompany  this 
letter,  and  they  will  lie  found  following  the  excerpt 
from  Pausanias. 

In  conclusion  permit  me  to  add  a  few  personalities 


in  grateful  appreciation  of  the  share  others  have 
had  in  these  tokens  of  my  ever  increasing  admira- 
tion for  and  loyalty  to  The  Olympic  Club,  and  of  my 
profound  sense  of  the  honors  and  benefits  I  have  re- 
ceived at  its  hands. 

The  thought  of  bringing  these  statues  to  the  Club 
was  originally  suggested  to  me  by  my  wife  as  we 
stood  before  the  originals  in  the  wonderful  Museum 
of  the  Vatican ;  and  for  the  faithfulness  and  skill 
with  which  the  copies  were  wrought  I  am  under  in- 
calculable obligations  to  my  friend,  Mrs.  Jessie 
Stover  Webb,  wife  of  Doctor  Albert  Tennyson 
Webb,  for  many  years  a  resident  of  Rome,  whose 
personal  supervision  of  the  work  and  whose  fine  ar- 
tistic and  critical  attainments  were  so  generously, 
in  connection  therewith  and  with  the  final  selection 
of  these  statues,  placed  at  my  service.  And  to  Mr. 
Henry  Brunner,  formerly  a  San  Franciscan,  now  a 
prominent  financier  of  Paris,  I  am  indebted  for  in- 
valuable assistance  in  arranging  technical  matters 
connected  with  the  rather  complicated  contractual 
arrangements  necessary  in  the  execution  and  trans- 
portation of  these  statues.

This  is  the  story  of  the  statues  to  be  found  ir 
the  following  excerpt  from  Pausanias: 

The  people  of  Phigalia  have  also  in  their  market- 
place the  statue  of  Arrhachion  the  pancratiast, 
an  antique  one  in  all  other  respects  and  not  least 
so  in  its  shape.  The  feet  are  not  very  wide  apart, 
and  the  hands  are  by  the  side  near  the  buttocks. 
The  statue  is  of  stone  and  they  say  there  was  an 
inscription  on  it  which  time  has  obliterated.  This 
Arrhachion  had  two  victories  at  Olympia  in  the  two 
Olympiads  before  the  54th,  through  the  equity  of 
the  umpires  and  his  own  merit.  For  when  he  con- 
tended for  the  prize  of  wild  olive  with  the  only  one 
of  his  antagonists  that  remained,  his  opponent  got 
hold  of  him  first  and  with  his  feet  hugged  him, 
and  at  the  same  time  grappled  his  neck  tightly  with 
his  arms.  And  Arrhachion  broke  the  finger  of  his 
antagonist,  and  gave  up  the  ghost  being  throttled, 
and  his  antagonist  also,  though  he  had  throttled 
Arrhachion,  fainted  away  from  the  pain  his  finger 
gave  him.  And  the  people  of  Elis  crowned  the  dead 
body  of  Arrhachion  and  proclaimed  hjm  victor.  I 
know  the  Argives  did  the  same  in  the  case  of 
Kreugas  the  boxer  of  Epidamus,  for  though  he  was,1 
dead  they  gave  him  the  crown  at  Nemea,  because 
his  opponent  Damoxenus  the  Syracusan  violated 
their  mutual  agreements.  For  as  they  were  boxing 
evening  came  on,  and  they  agreed  in  the  hearing 
of  all  the  audience  that  they  should  strike  one  an- 
other once  in  turn.  Boxers  did  not  at  this  time 
wear  the  cestus  loaded  with  iron,  but  they  wore 
leather  thongs  (which  they  fastened  under  the  hol- 
low of  the  hand  that  the  fingers  might  be  left  un- 
covered),   made    of   ox   hides   and   thin   and    deftly 
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woven  together  after  an  old  fashion.  Then 
Kreugas  delivered  the  first  blow  on  Damoxenus' 
head,  and  Damoxenus  bade  Kreugas  hold  back  his 
hand,  and  as  he  did  so  struck  him  under  the  ribs 
with  his  fingers  straight  out,  and  such  was  the  hard- 
ness of  his  nails  and  the  violence  of  the  blow  that 
his  hand  had  pierced  his  side,  seized  his  bowels  and 
dragged  and  tore  them  out,  Kreugas  immediately 
expired.  And  the  Argives  drove  Damoxenus  off 
the  course  because  he  had  violated  the  conditions, 
and  instead  of  one  blow  had  given  several  to  his 
antagonist.  To  Kreugas  though  dead  they  assigned 
the  victory,  and  erected  to  him  a  statue  in  Argos, 
which   is  now   in  the  temple  of   Lycian   Apollo. 

Antoino  Canova,  the  sculptor,  was  born  in  Italy 
in  1757  and  died  in  1822.  Among  his  most  cele- 
brated productions  are  the  Perseus  of  the  Bel- 
vedere, made  to  replace  the  Apollo  Belvedere  while 
the  latter  was  in  Paris ;  the  two  boxers  Kreugas  and 
Damoxenus,  also  in  the  Belvedere;  the  Venus 
which  stood  on  the  pedestal  of  the  Medici  Venus 
when  the  latter  was  taken  to  Paris;  the  Cupid  and 
Psyche  of  the  Louvre;  Paris  of  the  Glyptothek, 
Munich;  Hercules  and  Lichas,  in  Venice;  and  the 
great  group  of  Theseus  and  the  Centaur  which  was 
suggested  by  a  metope  of  the  Parthenon  :  it  is  in  a 
specially  designed  temple  at  Vienna.  At  the  end  of 
his  life  Canova  projected  the  temple  of  Possagno. 
in  which  he  combined  the  characteristics  "of  the 
Pantheon  and  Parthenon,  and  even  modeled  some  of 
the  metopes  before  his  death. 


RALPH  ROSE 


On  October  16th  The  Olympic  Club  lost  one  of 
its  most  valuable  members,  the  world-famous 
athlete,  Ralph  Rose.  He  was  a  victim  of  typhoid 
fever.  Rose  was  the  greatest  shot-putter  the  world 
has  ever  known.  He  was  a  winner  for  America  in 
three  Olympiads.  A  great  athlete,  a  man  of  pluck 
and  prowess,  an  enthusiastic  representative  of  The 
Olympic  Club,  one  of  the  most  amiable  and  gentle 
of  men,  he  was  liked  by  all  who  knew  him. 

Ralph  Rose  broke  more  world's  records  in  athlet- 
ics than  any  man  that  ever  lived.  When  he  was  a 
school  boy,  attending  the  high  school  at  Healds- 
burg,  he  came  down  to  Berkeley  to  the  Academic 
League  meets  and  established  records  that  still 
stand  as  the  best  in  the  scholastic  world.  He  put 
the  12-pound  shot  45  feet  6' 4  inches  and  the  16- 
pound  shot  45  feet  6'4  inches,  setting  marks  that 
have  not  yet  been  equaled  by  scholastic  performers. 
From  Healdsburg  High  School  Rose  went  to  the 
University  of  Michigan  and  made  a  name  for  him- 
self in  the  meets  of  the  Western  Conference.  When 
the  Amateur  Athletic  Union  selected  its  team  to 
represent  the  United  States  in  the  Olympic  games 
at  St.   Louis  in   1904,  Rose  was  one  of  the  weight 


men  named.  He  made  good  by  winning  the  16- 
pound  shot  put  with  a  put  of  48  feet  7  inches.  In 
1908  he  went  to  London  with  the  American  team 
and  was  again  a  winner  with  a  put  of  46  feet  7 
inches.  In  1912  Rose  was  America's  hope  in  the 
games  held  at  Stockholm  and  he  justified  the  na- 
tion^ faith  in  him  by  winning  the  two-handed  shot 
put,  but  in  the  best  hand  put  he  had  to  take  second 
place  to  his  compatriot,  Pat  McDonald  of  New 
York.     Rose    was   the   national    champion    in    1907, 

1908,  1909,  and  1910.  In  1911.  1912  and  1913  he 
did  not  compete.  In  the  championships  of  the 
Pacific  Athletic  Association  he  won  every  time  he. 
started.  Perhaps  his  greatest  performance  was  in 
the   stadium    at   Golden   Gate   Park   on  August  21, 

1909,  on  the  occasion  of  a  triangular  meet  in  which 
athletes  of  New  York,  Chicago  and  San  Francisco 
participated.  The  big  weight  thrower  was  put  on 
his  mettle  by  the  visitors  from  the  Eastern  cities 
and  made  good  by  putting  the  shot  51  feet,  the 
world's  record.  James  E.  Sullivan,  secretary  of  the 
Amateur  Athletic  Union,  was  present  when  Rose 
made  his  wonderful  heave  and  the  record  still 
stands  as  the  best  that  was  ever  done. 


WATER  SOCCER 

By  Edgar  Pomeroy 

The  water  soccer  season  proved  a  success.     This 
game  is  an  adaptation  of  water  polo,  but  is  much 
faster.     It    differs    from    water    polo    in    that    the 
player  cannot   hold   the  ball   or  carry   it,  or  put   it 
under  the  water;  nor,  unless  he  be  the  goal-keeper, 
is  he  allowed  to  catch  or  throw  with  more  than  one 
hand.     A  player  may  not  be  ducked  or  held  under 
water  unless  he  is  holding  the  ball.     In  water  soc- 
cer   the    player    on    getting    the    ball    immediately 
shoots  for  goal  or  throws  to  another  player.     Hence 
the   play   is   rapid.     The   game   became   popular  as 
si « m  as  the  Olympic  team  was  organized  and  gave 
an  exhibition.     In  Alameda  C.  O.   Hopkins  organ- 
ized a  team  at  Surf  Beach  Park ;  the  Barbarians,  at- 
tracted by  the  word  "soccey,"   though   they  knew 
comparatively  little  about  water  games,  jumped  in 
with  a  team  and  became  one  of  the  most  enthusiastic 
supporters,  enjoying  the  privilege  of  the  Olympic 
tank  for  their  home  games ;  Sutro  Baths  organized 
under  the  name  of  the  U.  S.  Volunteer  Life  Savers; 
The  California  Swimming  and  Life  Saving  Club  or- 
ganized a  team;  a  bunch  of  young  huskies  calling 
themselves  the  Beach  Combers  came  on  the  stage 
next;   and   last,   but   not   least.   Al.    Coney  and   his 
South    Ends    entered    the    arena.     As    was   natural, 
owing    to   certain    advantages,    the    Olympic,    Surf 
Beach  and  United  States  teams  were  the  best  at  first, 
but  it  was  not  long  before  the  other  teams  by  prac- 
tice and  strengthening  with  new  material  reached  a 
prettv   general    level.     As  a  consequence  the  com- 
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petition  became  keen.  No  aggregation,  however, 
could  get  quite  into  the  I  Hympic  class,  Schultz  be- 
ing  a  goal  getter  par  excellence  and  his  team-mates 
giving  him  perfect  support.  Among  the  crack 
Olympic  players  are  Fortune,  (who  however  had 
to  leave  town  on  business  just  as  the  season  began) 
and  Shaw,  both  of  the  Barbarians.  Between  Shaw 
and  Schultz  there  is  not  much  room  for  choice 
though  their  style  of  play  is  different.  As  a  goal- 
better,  however,  Schultz  must  be  awarded  the  palm. 
Another  player  who  achieved  the  honor  of  being 
considered  the  best  in  his  position  is  Brown,  goal- 
keeper  of   the    Barbarians. 

The  California  Water  Soccer  Association  consists 
of  a  delegate  from  each  team  and  its  officers  are 
( '.  Y.  Williamson,  president,  and  C.  O.  Hopkins,  sec- 
retary  and  treasurer. 

The  championship  has  been  won  by  The  Olympic 
Club  team,  with  Surf  Beach  second  and  the  U.  S. 
Life  Savers  a  good  third. 

It  is  desired  by  the  association  that  a  cup  be 
awarded  the  winning  club  and  that  individual  medals 
he  awarded  the  seven  members  of  the  team  and  two 
substitutes,  but  there  are  no  funds  for  such  a  pur- 
pose. An  old  practice  of  the  football  association  is 
under  consideration,  for  the  purpose  of  raising  funds. 
It  is  to  play  the  winning  team  against  an  all-star 
team  selected  from  the  other  teams  in  the  league. 
The  only  obstacle  in  the  way  is  the  difficulty  of 
securing  a  tank  where  admission  may  be  charged 
for  the  benefit  of  the  Water  Soccer  Association. 


THE  NEW  ZEALAND  FOOTBALL  TEAM

The  final  game  in  the  schedule  arranged  for  the 
New  Zealand  Rugby  team  series  will  not  be  played 
until  Saturday,  November  15th.  Meanwhile  it  is 
not  to  be  expected  that  The  Olympic  Club"s  show- 
ing hitherto  made  against  the  visitors  will  be  sur- 
passed in  the  remaining  matches.  While  the  Club 
team  had  the  advantage  of  meeting  the  New  Zealand 
players  in  the  initial  contest  following  their  ar- 
rival and  the  "All  Blacks"  were  also  at  the  dis- 
advantage of  playing  for  the  first  time  on  a  non- 
turf  field,  it  is  doubtful  if  a  more  diversified  style 
of  football  will  be  exhibited  in  any  of  the  succeed- 
ing matches.  It  has  been  apparent  to  the  Rugby 
enthusiasts  that  the  prevailing  professional  coach 
system  in  vogue  at  the  universities  has  not  justified 
itself  in  the  exhibitions  offered  by  the  Stanford  and 
California  teams  against    Xew  Zealand. 

While  the  visiting  team  continues  to  pile  up 
score  after  score  in  a  whirlwind  of  wonderful 
athletic  performances  it  is  evident  in  the  man-to- 
man struggle  that  our  teams  are  but  a  relic  of  the 
old  American  intercollegiate  game.  The  actual 
playing  of  the  ball  is  the  distinguishing  feature  of 


the  Xew  Zealand  performances.  Our  players  stick 
to  the  traditions  of  the  gridiron  of  other  days  which 
arc  far  from  conducive  to  success  in  Rugby.  Ag- 
gressiveness, alertness  and  endurance  are  essentials 
to  success  in  all  branches  of  athletics,  but  Rugby 
calls  for  finer  qualities  than  those  which  were  de- 
veloped by  the  coaching  methods  at  the  uni- 
versities. 

It  is  true  that  the  New  Zealand  team  is  perhaps 
one  of  the  best  touring  teams  that  ever  played 
Rugby,  and  it  is  generally  agreed  in  view  of  con- 
ditions that  the  teams  at  Stanford  and  California 
are  not  up  to  the  standard  of  the  last  two  years. 
However,  it  is  manifest,  now  that  we  have  seen 
Rugby  as  played  by  the  New  Zealand  team,  that 
we  must  make  changes  in  the  American  system. 

Close  observers  of  the  football  situation  are  sat- 
isfied that  Rugby  football  must  be  introduced  in  the 
grammar  schools  if  the  game  is  ever  to  reach  the 
perfection  enjoyed  in  other  countries.  It  is  the  boy 
of  the  grammar  school  age  who  will  adopt  the  play 
methods  so  desirable  and  less  of  the  so-called  "fight 
spirit"  injected  into  the  colleges  teams  during  the 
preparations  for  the  annual  Stanford-California 
match,  which  by  the  way  has  never  proved  to  be 
the  equal  of  many  contests  witnessed  during  the 
"practice"  season.  "Play  the  ball  and  not  the  man," 
must  be  the  motto  hereafter. 

The  Olympic  Club  team  has  played  some  cred- 
itable games  this  season  although  the  schedule  has 
not  been  as  active  as  heretofore  owing  to  the  elim- 
ination of  the  University  of  California  matches. 
This  move  is  to  be  regretted,  but  the  conditions  ex- 
acted by  the  California  management  could  not  be 
accepted  by  the  Club  team  with  any  hope  for  suc- 
cess desired  by  the  Club  leaders.  Changes  from 
the  rules  to  permit  an  unlimited  number  of  sub- 
stitutes was  the  desire  of  the  California  coach. 

The  New  Zealand  team  continues  to  score  start- 
ling totals  in  the  games  under  the  auspices  of  the 
California  Rugby  Union.  Ever  on  the  attack  the 
rapid  fire  passing  rushes  have  swept  the  local  teams 
clear  from  their  feet.  Never  on  the  defense  the 
visitors  do  not  appear  in  the  style  of  game  as  played 
here.

Editor  llu-  Olympian,  Dear  Sir:  For  several 
months  past  there  have  appeared  in  The  Olympian 
suggestions  from  members  regarding  the  temper- 
ature "i  the  swimming  tank  and  as  a  member  back 
in  the  years  before  the  fire  i  191  6)  I  recall  the  con- 
ditions tliat  then  obtained.  It  was  my  privilege  to 
swim  in  water,  several  days  in  the  week  at  about 
72  degrees  and  the  healthful  exercise  was  adopted 
by  many  more  members  than  are  at  it  new,  and  the 
membership  has  not  materially  changed.  There  are 
reasi  »ns  for  this  falling  off  and  apparently  good  on?s.

The  tank  is  now  emptied  two  or 
three  times  a  week  and  the  conditions  are  favorable 
to  giving  us  both  cold  and  temperate  water  on  cer- 
tain days  so  that  we  may  all  be  benefitted  equally, 
and  enjoy  those  privileges  for  which  the  Club  was 
created  and  in  which  we  may  participate  while  giv- 
ing it  our  support.  The  heating  process  may  be 
done  without  a  sustained  expense  by  the  use  of  the 
exhaust  steam  now  made.  If  the  Club  manage- 
ment is  in  doubt  as  to  the  popularity  of  such  a 
move,  would  suggest  that  a  petition  be  circulated 
to  feel  the  pulse  of  the  members  on  this  question.

Tennis,  a  Man's  Game 
Editor  Olympian,  Sir:  I  would  call  the  attention 
of  handball  players  who  think  their  game  is  a  test 
of  endurance  to  the  statement  of  Maurice  E.  Mc- 
Loughlin,  the  tennis  player,  that  a  five  set  match  of 
tennis  makes  a  far  greater  demand  upon  the  physical 
strength  than  a  ten-mile  run.  Does  the  regulation 
handball  contest  do  as  much?  (  )l"  course  much  de- 
pends on  the  nature  of  the  competition  in  each  case. 
Perhaps  McLoughlin  is  guilty  of  a  little  exaggera- 
tion. A  ten-mile  race  in  fast  time  with  "a  gruelling 
finish"  is  one  of  the  severesl  ordeals  that  an  athlete 
can  undergo;  his  vitality  is  completely  exhausted, 
and  the  Strain  upon  his  heart  is  so  great  that  he 
may  be  permanently  injured.  So  in  a  tennis  match 
the  player  who  is  forced  to  fight  for  the  lead  in  a 
great  man)  deuce  games  and  can  overcome  his  op- 
ponent only  by  placing  extra  games  in  two  or  more 
i-   prcttv    well    blown   and   every   muscle    weary 

at  the  end:  but  he  is  seldom  in  a  state  of  collapse, 
;i>  the  ten-mile  runner  often  is.  If  not  the  next 
day,  then  on  the  second  day.  the  tennis  player  is 
able  to  appear  at  the  net  in  fairly  good  form,  ready 
lo  renew  the  battle,  but  the  runner  requires  a  much 
\<  nger    rc-t.     Men    play    in    championship    tennis 


matches  up  to  the  age  of  forty  and  later,  as  witness 
the  cases  of  Larned  and  Dixon.  It  is  rare  that  ten 
ihile  runners  can  meet  all  comers  at  the  age  of 
forty.  In  the  metropolitan  athletic  clubs  there  are 
men  just  past  the  age  of  fifty  who  can  hold  their 
own  m  a  live  set  match  of  tennis  with  any  young- 
ster- but  the  very  best  of  them.  It  used  to  be  the 
fashion  of  lookers-on  to  regard  tennis  as  a  ladylike 
game  in  which  the  physical  exertion  put  forth  was 
negligible,  but  tew  sports  take  more  toll  of  the 
vitality.  In  singles  especially  a  great  deal  of 
ground  must  be  covered,  and  skillful  players  ex- 
hibit almost  as  much  agility  as  acrobats.  Two  well 
matched  youngsters  of  the  McLoughlin  type  who 
put  their  whole  strength  into  their  service  and 
endeavor  to  return  almost  every  ball  that  comes 
over  the  net  are  working  with  alert  minds  as  well 
as  with  taut  nerves  and  almost  every  muscle  of  the 
body  is  in  play.  It  is  quite  likely  that  the  pedom- 
eters which  in  an  experiment  tried  at  Harvard  re- 
corded nearly  two  miles  of  ground  covered  by  each 
player  in  an  average  set  of  tennis  told  a  true  story, 
but  not  until  the  work  done  by  the  arm  that  is  used, 
and  by  the  muscles  of  the  loins,  back  and  neck,  can 
be  measured  will  it  be  known  just  what  the  tax  of 
tennis  is  on  the  physical  strength.  Nevertheless 
tennis  is  hardly  to  be  compared  with  track  running 
as  a  sport  that  takes  the  last  ounce  of  energy  out 
of  a  man.  Mr.  McLoughlin  is  right,  though,  when 
he  says  that  the  tennis  player  must  be  at  the  top 
of  condition  to  do  his  best.  Unless  he  is  fresh  and 
completely  master  of  himself  his  unfitness  will  soon 
be  seen  in  his  racquet  work.  Tennis  is  the  game 
of  health,  self-control  and  steady  habits.

THE  OLYMPIC  GAMES 

Professionalism   Suspected   by   Secretary   Sullivan 
and   Admitted   by  an   English   Writer 

While  it  is  a  far  cry  to  the  Olympic  (lames  at 
Berlin  in  1916,  the  preparations  making  in  England, 
Germany  and  France  to  be  represented  by  the  best 
athletes  that  can  be  collected  are  not  lust  upon 
those  having  charge  of  the  interests  of  the  United 
States.  The  available  American  material  is  at  this 
time  so  far  superior  to  what  all  the  nations  of 
Europe  could  oppose  to  it  that  there  seems  to  be 
no  special  reason  for  concern  about  1916;  but  al- 
most three  years  remain  for  the  development  of 
competent  athletes,  and  the  three  countries  men- 
tioned are  tremendously  in  earnest  about  the  part 
they  will  play  in  the  Olympic  Games. 

The  Germans  of  course  are  going  to  put  their 
best  foot  forward.  The  particulars  of  their  com- 
prehensive scheme  have  been  already  printed.  A 
host  of  German  athletes  with  official  backing  and, 
it  may  be  assumed,  with  some  tine  achievements  to 
their  credit,  will  be  entered.  Fiance,  following  the 
example  of  Germany,  intends  to  give  her  representa- 
tives Government  support.  President  Poincare  is 
conspicuous  as  their  patron,  and  he  looks  with 
favor  upon  the  plan  "to  open  an  (  Hympic  credit  of 
$100,000  for  the  training  of  the  team  and  expenses 
in  connection  with  the  games."  The  French  sport- 
ing clubs  have  entered  upon  a  systematic  campaign 
to  discover  athletes  and  "try  them  out"  in  com- 
petition. M.  Bouin,  the  long  distance  runner,  who 
at  some  distances  is  perhaps  without  a  peer,  has 
been  selected  as  chief  adviser  of  the  Olympic  com- 
mittee, and  he  is  to  make  a  tour  of  the  l'nited 
States  to  observe  and  report.  There  is  no  doubt  a 
good  deal  of  latent  "talent"  in  France,  whose  de- 
votion to  sport  is  no  passing  whim.  It  is  the  inten- 
tion to  send  at  least  twice  as  many  athletes  to  Ber- 
lin as  carried  the  colors  of  France  at  Stockholm. 

It  was  the  complaint  of  Englishmen  after  the 
last  Olympic  games  that  their  country  was  not 
properly  represented,  and  it  was  said  that  the  train- 
ing of  British  athletes  who  took  part  was  neglected, 
each  one  being  left  to  his  own  devices.  There  was 
some  ground  for  this  complaint;  and,  while  it 
seemed  to  be  poor  taste  in  the  losers  to  air  their 
grievances,  perhaps  some  publicity  was  necessary 
to  arouse  England  to  remedial  action.  At  any  rate. 
England  is  now  awake,  determined  that  the  Amer- 
icans shall  not  have  a  walkover  at  Berlin  in  the 
track  and  field  events.

Meanwhile  .Mr.  James  h!.  Sullivan,  secretary  of 
the  American  Olympic  Committee,  is  getting 
severely  criticised  for  criticising  the  promoters  of 
the  English  fund.  IK-  said  it  would  be  "flagrant 
professionalism"  to  use  the  money  "to  take  men 
systematically  from  their  employment  and  make- 
it  worth  their  while  to  train  hard  to  keep  the  Brit- 
ish colors  well  to  the  fore."  English  papers  have 
suggested  that  it  will  be  time  to  talk  about  pro- 
fessionalism when  money  has  been  put  to  the  pur- 
pose to  which  Mr.  Sullivan  supposes  it  will  be  put. 
There  is  one  English  paper  that  is  heartily  sick 
of  the  whole  <  Hympic  business — because  the  l'nited 
States  gets  too  much  of  the  glory.  This  is  not  a 
far-fetched  supposition  as  the  paper  is  the  Saturday 
Review  which  is  never  weary  of  abusing  America 
and  Americans.  The  Saturday  Review  call-  the 
athletic  fund  promoters  "Olympic  pot-hunters"  and 
suggests  that  they  would  be  in  better  business  rais- 
ing money  for  national  defense.  The  editor  of  the 
Review  thinks  England  is  going  crazy  on  sport. 
"Sport!"  he  exclaims  derisively:  "It  is  an  outrage 
on  the  word  to  speak  of  this  Olympic  business — 
hard  sheer  cash  business  right  through — as  sport. 
Try  to  get  $500,000  for  great  scientific  work  :  try  to 
get  it  for  agriculture;  try  to  get  it  to  save  an- 
tiquities and  places  of  historic  interest:  well,  you 
will  not  get  it.  that  is  all.  If  Stonehenge  were  of- 
fered to  the  public  to  save  it  being  bought  by  a 
Yankee  for  $500,000.  would  the  British  rise?  They 
would  pass  by,  not  even  troubling  to  look. 
It  is  almost  incredible  that  men  who  have  distin- 
guished themselves  in  honest  amateur  sport  at 
school  and  college,  any  man  in  fact  who  is  a  gentle- 
man, should  be  mixed  up  with  this  monstrous  show.

The  Invitation  to  Bond-Holders 

In  The  Olympian  of  October  holders  of  the 
second-mortgage  bonds  desirous  of  having  them  re- 
deemed were  invited  to  submit  offers ;  and  although 
it  was  explained  that  the  invitation  was  prompted 
by  concern  for  bond-holders  who  have  been  selling 
their  bonds  to  brokers  or  borrowing  money  on 
their  bonds,  there  has  been  some  misunderstanding 
of  motive.  The  information  having  come  to  officers 
of  the  club  that  holders  of  the  club  bonds  had 
suffered  some  financial  loss  by  their  dealings  with 
brokers  it  was  thought  but  proper  for  the  benefit 
of  members  to  carry  out  the  provision  of  the  orig- 
inal subscription  agreement  which  requires  the 
Directors  to  call  for  offers  for  the  redemption  of 
bonds  issued  in  pursuance  of  that  agreement.  The 
Directors  feel  that  the  issuance  of  the  invitation  is 
an  obligation  that  was  imposed  on  the  club  by  the 
terms  of  the  subscription  agreement.  The  invitation 
will  therefore  be  repeated  whenever  it  may  be 
justified  by  the  circumstances  of  the  club. 


Rules  as  to  Visitors 

It  has  been  called  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  that  members  are  in  the  habit  of  according 
to  non-members  all  the  privileges  of  the  Club.  This 
is  contrary  to  our  By-laws.  To  obtain  the  privileges 
of  the  club  for  a  non-member  a  Visitor's  Card  bear- 
ing the  endorsement  of  one  Director  must  be  ob- 
tained from  the  Secretary.  This  rule  applies  only 
in  the  case  of  non-members  residing  fifty  miles  or 
more  from  San  Francisco,  and  the  Visitor's  Card 
entitles  the  holder  to  the  privileges  of  the  club  for 
not  more  than  fifteen  days.  No  member  is  entitled 
to  the  issuance  of  more  than  three  Visitors'  Cards 
in  one  month.  A  resident  of  the  city  may  be  intro- 
duced by  a  member  after  the  visitor's  name  has 
been  recorded  in  the  Visitors'  Book,  but  such 
visitor  shall  be  entitled  only  to  the  privileges  of  the 
Social  Room.  It  is  intended  that  these  rules  shall 
be  strictly  enforced,  since  it  is  important  that  there 
should  be  no  diminution  of  the  dignity  and  value  of 
membership  in  The  Olympic  Club. 


An  Intolerable  Practice 

The  importuning  of  Directors  in  the  interest  of 
applicants  for  admission  to  membership  is  a  practice 
that  has  become  intolerable.  The  Directors  have 
resolved  that  hereafter  whatever  is  to  be  said  with 
reference  to  applicants  for  membership  must  be  said 
in  open  meeting.  They  feel  that  there  should  be  no 
clandestine  political  wire-pulling  in  the  interest  of 
anybody  qualified  for  membership ;  indeed,  that  such 
wire-pulling  argues  that  there  is  some  need  of  a  kind 
of  friendly  interposition  not  to  be  exercised  in  the 
light  of  day.  So  the  Directors,  while  they  will  hear 
with  the  utmost  patience  at  their  regular  meetings 
all  that  is  to  be  said  in  favor  of  any  applicant,  will 
be   inclined   to  look  with   disfavor  on  any  person 
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whose  friends  resort  to  "pull"  in  private.  Further, 
11  has  been  decided  that  hereafter  the  precise  nature 
of  the  business  or  occupation  of  applicants  for  mem- 
bership must  be  stated.  Nothing  in  the  nature  of 
vanuc  generalization  will  be  tolerated,  it  being 
deemed  important  to  have  thorough  knowledge  of 
the  standing,  environment  and  associations  of  all 
members.

Objection  to  Agitation 

Editor  Olympian:  The  old  saying  "History  re- 
peats itself"  is  often  applicable  to  our  club.  I 
notice  in  your  publication  frequent  agitations  being 
attempted  by  members  to  have  things  as  they  per- 
sonally would  like  them  regardless  of  other  mem- 
bers. One  is  the  admittance  of  ladies  to  our  mem- 
bership and  the  other,  the  temperature  of  the 
swimming  tank  water.

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SMALL-BORE  RIFLE  SHOOTING 

By  R.  P.  Prentys 

I  In-  I  Uympic  t  1  nt >  has  entered  a  ten-man  team  in 
the  Small  Bore  Rifle  League.  Match  shooting  will 
commence  about  the  first  week  of  December. 

I  01  a  number  of  years  "miniature"  rifle  shooting 
has  been  popular  abroad,  (.specially  so  in  Great 
Britain,  which  country  held  the  blue  ribbon  of  the 
small  bore  rifle  world  until  the  victory  of  the  United 
Stales  in  the  international  matches  held  last  year. 

The  I'.  S.  Government  recognizes  the  value  of 
this  short-range  rifle  work,  since  it  requires  a 
recruit  to  qualify  in  this  style  of  shooting  before  he 
is  allowed  on  the  rifle  range  with  the  service  rifle. 
The  use  of  the  miniature  rifle  barrel  of  "sub-calibre 
practice"  in  the  navy,  too,  as  is  well  known,  has 
been  a  great  factor  in  developing  big  gun  shots,  as 
is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  at  the  time  of  the 
Spanish-American  war,  before  the  adoption  of  the 
Morris  tube  in  the  big  guns,  three  per  cent  of  hits 
represented  about  the  standard  of  marksmanship  in

the  navy,  whereas  today,  thanks  largely  to  "ping- 
pong?  practice  with  the  small  cartridge,  scores  of 
over  90  per  cent  at  much  great  ranges  are  the  rule 
and  not  the  exception.  In  fact,  small-bore  rifle 
shooting  at  short  ranges  is  the  best  method  of 
acquiring  the  essentials  of  "holding,"  "trigger- 
squeeze,"  "aiming"  and  "calling  the  shots,"  pro- 
ficiency in  which  is  necessary  for  skill  in  both  game 
and  target  shooting. 

The  rifle  generally  used  in  the  small-bore  matches 
is  the  Winchester  Single  Shot  Musket,  designed  on 
practically  the  same  lines  as  the  Government  Spring- 
field, except,  instead  of  the  bolt  action  it  has  a  falling 
breech  block.  The  weight  is  the  same  as  that  of  the 
military  rifle — about  8}/>  pounds.  It  has  adjustable 
aperture  sights  both  fore  and  rear,  and  a  leather 
sling  for  use  as  a  brace  when  firing.  All  shooting  is 
from  the  prone  position  and  the  range  is  25  yards, 
using  the  .22  long  rifle  R.  F.  cartridge  on  a  target 
reduced  proportionately  from  the  military  200-yard 
target,  the  bull  scoring  10,  with  outer  rings  count- 
ing 9,  8,  7,  etc.  These  little  weapons  are  about  the 
last  word  in  accuracy,  five-shot  groups 
that  can  be  covered  with  a  dime,  fre- 
quently being  made. 

The  winter  matches  have  already  as- 
sumed somewhat  the  aspect  of  a  national 
event,  since  twenty-five  teams  have  en- 
tered to  date,  representing  the  following 
States :  Ohio,  Iowa,  South  Dakota,  Mas- 
sachusetts, Connecticut,  New  York,  Cali- 
fornia, Pennsylvania,  District  of  Colum- 
bia, New  Persey,  Missouri,  Michigan, 
Nebraska,   Idaho,   Maine,   Alabama. 

As  with  the  pistol  and  revolver  matches 
about  which  a  letter  recently  appeared 
in  The  Olympian,  each  team  shoots  a 
match  against  every  other  team,  on  tar- 
gets issued  from  the  East  and  returned 
there  after  shooting,  for  scoring.  A 
match  consists  of  20  shots  per  man,  2 
sighting  shots  only  being  allowed,  the  5 
high  men  to  count.  Since  this  shooting 
is  all  done  from  a  prone  position,  the 
difficulty  many  men  have  of  holding 
steadily  is  practically  eliminated.  Skill 
in  this  form  of  rifle  shooting  is  therefore 
more  readily  acquired  than  is  the  case 
with  revolver  or  pistol.  It  is  hoped  that 
many  members  of  The  Olympic  Club 
will  avail  themselves  of  this  opportunity 
to  keep  up  their  interest  and  practice  in 
rifle  shooting  or  to  develop  into  experts 
with  the  small  military  weapon.  Those

TRACK  AND  FIELD  ATHLETICS

The  Olympic  Club's  track  and  field  team  won 
the  huge  Portola  Track  and  Field  Meet  October 
25th  at  the  Stadium,  defeating  Stanford  University, 
the  University  of  California,  Pastime  Athletic  Club, 
Los  Angeles  Athletic  Club  and  all  the  clubs  and 
colleges  north  and  south.  There  were  sixteen  other 
clubs  and  college  teams  that  scored  points. 

George  Parker,  the  Olympic  Club's  best  sprinter, 
was  chosen  to  tour  New  Zealand  and  Australia  with 
the  all-American  track  team  that  sailed  for  the  land

With  proper  care,  I  believe,  he  will  defeat  all  the 
sprinters  in  Australia. 

Pete  Gerhardt  who  has  won  hundreds  of  points 


for  this  Club,  ran  in  the  finals  of  both  sprints  at  the 
Stadium,  and  although  he  did  not  place  his  com- 
peting certainly  encouraged  other  members  to  turn 
out  and  help  carry  off  the  meet. 

Ollie  Snediger  trained  hard  for  the  meet  and  was 
rewarded  by  winning  the  broad  jump  and  the 
javelin,  and  taking  third  in  the  shotput;  truly  a 
great  performance  for  such  a  busy  man. 

Track  Captain  George  Horine.  the  world's  record 
holder  for  the  high  jump,  scored  four  points,  and 
Dr.  Beeson  five.  Beeson  had  a  severe  cold  the 
week  before  the  meet,  but  showed  his  gamenos 
by  competing.  Jack  Case,  a  new  member  of  this 
Club,  won  both  the  120-yard  hurdles  and  220-yard 
hurdles,  defeating  the  world's  champion  Fred  Kelly 
in  both  races.  Mallard  and  Donovan  were  there, 
scoring  their  two  or  three  points,  as  usual.

THE  PASSING  OF  A  CHAMPION

In  one  of  those  peculiar  intricacies  of  fate,  clouded 
in  the  mystery  of  blasted  anticipations,  Ralph  Rose, 
the  most  popular  competitor  and  world-wide  par- 
ticipant in  amateur  athletics,  was  laid  to  rest  in  the 
family  plot  at  Ilealdsburg  overlooking  the  place- 
where  he  was  born,  on  Sunday,  October  18th.  On 
the  anniversary  of  his  triumph  the  giant  Olympian 
was  lowered  to  the  great  beyond,  the  memory  of 
his  wonderful  contribution  to  the  world's  bettc- 
ment  to  be  preserved  in  the  record  established 
during  the  Portola  Festival  of  four  years  ago. 
Crowned  on  that  occasion  in  recognition  of  his 
superior  ability  Rose  had  maintained  his  supremacy 
and  was  preparing  to  be  again  triumphant  at  the  games 
during  the  festival  of  this  season,  when  he  was  stricken 
never  again  to  appear  in  his  inspiring  attitude. 

As  a  competitor  Rose  was  honored  and  liked  by 
all  who  engaged  him  on  the  field.  Never  excitable 
and  of  even  temperament,  he  was  a  student  of  his 
event  and  of  most  gracious  disposition  in  the  trying 
moments  of  a  contest.  The  spirit  of  youthful  con- 
tention was  pronounced  in  his  characteristics  al- 
though his  huge  form  had  ever  the  significance  of 
domineering  personality. 

Rose  never  drifted  from  the  amateur  field,  al- 
though attempts  to  woo  him  away  were  frequently 
made.  It  is  doubtful  if  there  was  ever  an  athlete 
who  failed  to  capitalize  such  natural  ability  as  pos- 
sessed by  Rose.  Of  international  fame,  known  the 
world  over,  peerless  in  his  event  and  the  holder  of 
Canadian.  Irish,  Collegiate  and  five  international 
championships,  the  Olympic  Club  member  never 
intimated  that  his  association  with  athletics  was  for 
any  other  reason  than  his  love  of  clean  sport  and  the 
belief  that  it  was  one  of  the  greatest  agencies  for 
peace  in  the  meeting  of  nations. 

The  Olympic  Club  had  an  invaluable  member  in 
Ralph  Rose.  That  he  was  misunderstood  at  times 
in  the  confusion  of  his  athletic  and  professional 
duties  was  but  evidence  of  the  strange  personality 
which  made  the  world's  champion  notable.  Rose 
just  as  seriously  advocated  participation  in  athletics 
as  he  did  the  practice  of  law.  believing  that  aspira- 
tions in  either  exacted  all  that  was  desirable  in  the 
attainment  of  the  best.  With  his  ambition  realized, 
the  happy  combination  of  his  exceptional  qualities 
established,  there  is  but  the  deepest  regret  in  the 
minds  of  those  who  knew  him  in  both  atmospheres. 
Ralph  Rose  set  a  standard  in  amateur  athletics 
which  will  remain  long  in  the  record  of  superior 
performances  and  ever  be  a  goal  for  the  ambitious 
youth  of  this  land.

Considering  that  there  are  nearly  two  thousand 
members  of  The  Olympic  Club  and  that  there  is 
space  in  The  Olympian  for  every  man  with  a 
grouch,  it  would  seem  that  the  pages  of  this  little 
journal  reflect  a  very  kindly  and  happy  state  of 
mind  on  the  part  of  its  readers.

Editor  Olympian,  Hear  Sir:  It  was  not  pleasant 
to  read  the  letter  in  the  November  Olympian 
signed  Frank  Lee  Spoken  condemning,  as  he  does, 
the  'ild  members  who  desire  not  an  ice  cold  tank  to 
the  (  Isler  Test  and  those  who  faltered  to  the  Knock 
out  Drops.  Letters  couched  in  such  language  should 
not.  in  my  humble  opinion,  he  published  in  our  -" 
much  appreciated  Olympian.  We  have  among  our 
older  members  some  of  the  most  eminent  men  of 
this  community  and  no  doubt,  Mr.  Editor,  as  you  are 
well  aware,  some  of  them  could  not  come  up  to  the 
te-t.  which  this,  true  Olympian  in  every  sense  ol 
the  word,  as  he  proclaims  himself,  seems  to  require. 
Consideration  for  his  fellow  members  is  expressed 
in  his  advice  to  go  to  some  other  local  swimming 
hath,  if  they  cannot  stand  the  cold  water.  Letters 
of  similar  character  as  this  one,  to  which  I  object, 
appeared  in  the  April  and  October  issues  of  our 
Olympian,  demanding  cold  water  in  the  swimming 
tank.  One  letter,  signed  "Democritus,"  says  the 
"Four  old  gentlemen  and  thin  hoys  had  the  nerve 
to  ask  for  warmer  water."  Democritus  should  re- 
memher  the  two  thin  small  boys  who  are  today 
among  the  big,  Stout  living  men.  I  refer  him  to 
Theodore  Roosevelt  and  Thomas  A.  Edison.

The  Dining  Room  Controversy 
Editor  The  Olympian,  Dear  Sir:  The  other 
evening  while  dining  in  the  club  with  the  "Knights 
of  the  Round  Table"  the  financial  situation  of  The 
(  llympic  Club  was  the  topic  of  conversation.  I 
was  greatly  surprised  to  find  many  criticisms  of  the 
dining  room  and  its  service,  no  one  of  which  was 
based  mi  other  foundation  than  the  fact  that  the 
monthly  statement  showed  that  the  dining  room 
was  conducted  at  a  profit.  In  an  illogical  way  one 
..I  the  older  members  of  the  club  in  a  somewhat 
irritable  manner  said  that  that  was  convincing  proof 

that  the  service  was  i r  and  the  fund  oi   inferior 

quality.  I  naturally  questioned  bis  reasoning  but 
found  I  could  not  overcome  his  objections  nor  an- 
swer   his    self-styled    "convincing    argument."      I 

asked  one  or  twi.  members  present  if  they  agreed 
with  the  position  taken  by  my  irritable  friend  and 
liprised  tn  find  that  all  nf  them  thought  there 
was  logic  in  his  position.  1  then  asked  them  t<. 
name   any   restaurant    where   the   service   was  better 

or  the  quality  of  food  superior  to  that  served  in  the 


club.  Before  the  question  was  half  propounded  I 
heard  the  names  Tail's,  St.  Francis,  i'alace, 
Techau's  ami  Fairmont  mentioned.  The  discus- 
sion waxed  warm  and  finally  narrowed  down  t<  I 
where  all  admitted  that  the  quality  of  the  food  was 
as  good  as  that  served  in  the  places  named,  that  the 
prices  charged  by  the  others  was  much  less  than 
charged  by  the  club,  and  that  the  service  was  in- 
finitely superior.  I  conceded  there  was  room  for 
improvement  in  the  service  but  absolutely  dis- 
agreed with  the  statement  that  our  prices  were 
uniformly  higher  in  any  particular,  or  as  high,  as  the 
first-class  places  named. 

The  argument  came  to  an  end,  as  all  such  argu- 
ments do  with  each  party  to  it  convinced  that  he 
was  right.  I  dine  at  this  table  frequently  and  knew 
the  discussion  would  be  renewed  and  therefore 
determined  to  support  my  argument  with  printed 
facts.  I  visited  every  place  named  and  secured  a 
copy  of  its  menu.  I  compared  the  prices  on  the 
menu  with  the  prices  charged  by  the  club  and  found 
that  they  were  uniformly  20  per  cent  higher  than 
the  prices  charged  us.  In  some  particulars  where 
luxuries  or  articles  of  delicacy  were  served  I  be- 
lieve there  was  a  difference  in  favor  of  our  prices  of 
about  5  cents  a  portion,  but  not  in  any  greater 
amount.  Prices  for  steaks,  lamb,  roast  beef,  chops 
and  substantial  food  were  uniformly  higher  than 
those  on  the  club  menu. 

Since  I  have  gathered  these  facts  the  argument 
has  not  been  renewed  at  the  table,  but  I  have  since 
discussed  it  in  private  with  some  of  the  parties  to 
the  argument  and  they  were  forced  to  admit  that 
our  meats  could  not  be  better  and  that  our  prices 
were  less  than  charged  elsewhere. 

I  hesitate  to  write  this  letter,  for  if  I  were  dis- 
covered I  should  never  be  allowed  to  congregate 
again  with  the  "knights,''  for.  as  you  know,  they  are 
serious,  take  themselves  seriously,  discuss  matters 
seriously,  and  never  come  to  a  serious  conclusion. 
It  may  he  possible  to  please  all  of  these  gentlemen, 
but  I  fear  that  possibility  will  not  become  an  actual- 
itv  until  the  millennium  is  here.  I  think  if  the 
service  were  slightly  improved  and  a  little  more 
variety  added  to  the  menu  card  that  the  restaurant 
iif  The  Olympic  Club  would  not  only  be  among  the 
best,  but  would  be  the  ideal  place  to  dine.  I  hope 
I  have  not  wounded  the  "Knightly"  feelings  of  the 
regal  band  and  T  shall  be  most  happy  to  have  them 
challenge  any  statement  contained  in  this  letter  in 
order  that  T  may  take  the  ground  from  their  chal- 
lenge by  unanswerable  facts.

George  Armstrong  is  leading  the  team.  He  is 
the  holder  of  two  world's  pistol  records.  Gorman 
is  a  close  second.  He  was  the  1908  world's  cham- 
pion at  the  Olympic  games.  R.  P.  Prentys  is  a 
former  pistol  champion  of  the  United  States.  He  is 
fast  closing  up  the  lead  for  first  place. 

The  matches  are  shot  on  Friday  and  Saturday 
evenings  of  each  week,  ten  men  competing.  The 
five  highest  scores  are  counted  for  the  team  score. 
All  men  use  the  22  S.  &  W.  10-inch  pistol.  Dis- 
tance, 60  feet,  artificial  light;  and  each  man  shoots 
25  shots  in  a  time  limit  of  25  minutes. 

If  any  Friday  or  Saturday  evening  you  stroll  into 
the  pistol  range  on  the  mezzanine  floor,  you  will  see 
a  hunch  of  men  shooting  away,  each  with  a  solemn 
countenance,  and  not  a  man  will  heed  your  ap- 
proach. But  don't  get  peeved,  or  think  you  are  not 
welcome.  They  are  an  amiable  lot,  these  crack 
shots,  but  shooting  a  match  is  serious  business,  and 
the  nerves  of  the  shooters  are  somewhat  taut.  After 
the  match  any  of  them  will  shoot  you  for  the  drinks 
and  take  any  handicap  you  care  to  give.

Do  you  ever  stop  to  think  what  a  big  year  this 
is  going  to  be  in  international  sport? 

The  writer  is  reminded  of  it  at  every  turn. 

A  few  days  ago  I  read  what  might  be  termed  a 
prose  "Recessional"  on  the  subject.  It  was  penned 
by  a  man  who  evidently  fears  that  Uncle  Sam  may 
be  made  drunk  with  past  successes. 

It  urges  the  ancient  party  with  the  Dan  Mc- 
Carthy, the  pointed  goatee,  and  the  striped  pan- 
taloons to  gird  his  loins;  to  keep  his  face  to  the 
foe   and   his   finger   on    the   trigger. 

There  is  an  unwritten  "Lest  We  Forget"  wedged 
in  between  every  two  lines  of  it. 

Of  course  these  little  notes  of  warning  are  al- 
ways timely  but  I  hardly  think  your  Uncle  is  go- 
ing to  be  caught  napping,  lie  is  alive  to  all  that  is 
going  on  and  is  "conductin'  himself  accordin'." 

In  the  matter  of  polo,  for  instance.  The  team

WHEN  WELLS  WAS  DEFEATED 

English  sporting  writers  are  in  great  'listn-s-, 
these  day-.  They  are  having  a  hard  time  trying 
to  account  for  the  poor  showing  that  England  is 
making  in  all  branches  of  athletics.  The  defeat  of 
Wells.  British  heavyweight  champion,  by  Carpen- 
tier,  the  French  boxer,  was  like  the  proverbial  last 
straw.  From  the  leading  London  papers  one  re- 
ceives tin-  impression  that  the  event  put  all  Eng- 
land in  mourning.  The  most  prominent  citizens  are 
still  discussing  it,  and  trying  t«>  explain  why  Wells 
made  such  a  p showing.  They  attribute  his  de- 
feat to  his  temperament.  Even  Sir  Arthur  Conan 
Doyle  takes  this  view.  lie  says  that  Wells  is  too 
amiable  and  disinclined  to  regard  his  opponent  as 
his  enemy.  The  London  Times  draws  the  con- 
clusion that  the  English  style  of  fighting  is  out- 
worn, and  that  Carpentier  won  because  he  has 
been  Americanized.  This  is  the  way  the  Thunderer 
editorialized  on  the  fight : 

The  defeat  of  Wells  by  Carpentier  need  not  be 
looked  upon  as  in  any  way  a  sign  of  a  slackening 
in  the  national  fibre.  It  was  a  meeting  between 
two  individual  members  of  the  two  races,  and  the 
smaller  and  lighter  and  better  man  won  with  sur- 
prising and,  for  Englishmen,  disappointing  ease  and 
suddenness.  Hut  that  does  not  mean  that  as  a 
nation  we  are  inferior  to  the  French  as  boxers.  It 
is  the  old  story  that  in  recent  years  has  become 
painfully  familiar  with  regard  to  individual  contests 
in  all  manner  of  bodily  sports  and  exercises.  It  is 
in  a  way  humiliating  to  our  pride,  but  for  that  very 
reason  may  be  very  salutary  for  our  character.  Even 
in  the  team  contests,  such  as  cricket  and  football 
and  rowing,  in  which  our  strength  still  lies,  we  have 
of  late  received  many  disagreeable  surprises.  To  a 
certain  extent  this  is  only  what  was  to  be  expected. 
We  have  taught  the  rest  of  the  world  the  various 
games  and  sports  of  which  we  used  to  enjoy  a  prac- 
tical monopoly,  and  it  is  natural  that  in  some  in- 
stances our  formerly  unchallenged  supremacy  should 
be  wrested  from  us.  But  this  does  not  account  for 
the  whole  of  our  reverses.  The  secret  of  our  dis- 
comfiture is  partly  due  to  the  rather  pig-headed  in- 
sular way  in  which  we  cling  to  our  old  traditional 
methods,  which  served  well  enough  when  we  com- 
peted only  amongst  ourselves,  but  have  now  in 
many  ways  been  superseded.  In  boxing,  as  in  prac- 
tical! v  every  other  sport,  we  will  not  realize  thai  ::

is  time  for  us  who  have  taught  the  nations  to  learn 
from  our  pupils.  Physicallj  Wells  lias  the  advant- 
age of  the  young  Frenchman  who  on  Monday  de- 
feated  him  in  the  first  round  with  such  consummate 
ease.  But  liis  methods  are  inferior.  Jt  is  hardly 
too  much  to  say  that  because  they  are  British  they 
are  old-fashioned.  The  fight  was  lost  and  won  be- 
fore the  men  entered  the  ring.  Carpentier  defeated 
his  man  because  he  fought  with  his  brain  as  well 
as  his  fists.  He  has  studied  the  Americanized  style, 
which  is  the  latest  modern  development  of  the  art, 
and  has  realized  the  superiority  which  it  confers 
over  merely  physical  advantages  in  the  shape  of 
height  and  weight  and  reach.  Wells  preferred  to 
stick  to  the  accepted  methods  of  the  British  school. 
Consequently,  though  he  is  a  fine  boxer,  he  was 
ignominiously  beaten.  His  case  is,  in  fact,  exactly 
typical  of  the  present  position  of  this  country  in 
almost  all  branches  of  athletics;  and  until  we  learn 
the  lesson  which  is  the  moral  of  his  defeat  we  can- 
not begin  to  hope  to  regain  our  old  pre-eminence  in 
the  field  of  sport. 


OUR  NEW  HEAVYWEIGHT 

Have  you  seen  Elverfeld?  Probably  you  never 
heard  of  Elverfeld.  Well  he's  one  of  us.  To  be 
more  explicit,  Elverfeld  is  a  new  club  hope  of  the 
heavyweight  cias.s.  He  is  going  to  Los  Angeles  to 
represent  Olympia  in  the  boxing  tournament,  and 
perhaps  he  will  return  with  laurels.  Elverfeld  is 
some  athlete  in  appearance.  He  weighs  225  pounds, 
and  he's  under  six  feet,  but  he  doesn't  look  at  all 
cumbersome.  Professor  George  Green  has  him  in 
hand,  and  the  professor,  though  never  sanguine  ot 
temperament,  looks  with  a  very  kindly  eye  on  this 
budding  heavyweight.  "He's  new  at  the  game," 
^ays  Green,  "but  he  takes  to  it  fondly.  He  went 
over  to  'Gunboat'  Smith's  training  quarters  and 
boxed  tin  ee  rounds,  and  was  willing  to  go  further, 
but  Smith  had  other  things  to  attend  to." 

"Is  he  a  coming  champ,''  Green  was  asked. 

The  conservative  professor  looked  grave.  "He 
i~~  fast  on  his  feet  and  he  has  a  punch,"  said  Green; 
"I  have  a  few  things  to  show  him,  and  1  think  he'll 
learn." 

In  this  connection  it  should  be  observed  that  the 
>rs  of  The  (  Hympic  Club  have  had  their  atten- 
tion called  to  the  fact  that  whenever  a  young 
Olympian  gives  promise  of  high  achievement  some- 
body  bobs  up  to  rouse  his  ambition  with  a  view  to 
becoming  a  professional.  This  sort  of  thing  is 
highly  objectionable.  It  is  indicative  of  a  misap- 
prehension of  the  objects  of  The  Olympic  Club  and 
of  the  need  of  stimulating  pride  in  the  club  itself. 
So  desirable  i S  it  to  discourage  the  promptings  of 
the  tempter  thai  he  will  be  dealt  with  summarily  by 
the  Board.

The  Flood  of  Courtesy  Cards 

Great  is  the  hospitality  of  The  Olympic  Club! — 
the  hospitality  that  is  extended  by  members  to  their 
friend';  by  means  of  courtesy  cards.  These  cards 
are  issued  at  the  rate  of  about  forty  a  day.  which 
means  that  every  day  there  arc  hundreds  of  guests 
enjoying  all  the  privileges  of  the  club.  This  form 
of  hospitality  is  somewhat  expensive.  The  guests 
•  plied  with  towels  and  with  trunks  for  swim- 
ming ;  and  there  is  also  the  cost  of  postage  and 
clerical  hire  to  be  taken  into  consideration.  On  the 
whole    the    cost    is    about    fiftv    dollars    a    month. 
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Doubtless  as  time  runs  on  there  wall  be  an  increase 
in  the  dailj  issue  of  courtesy  cards,  and  members 
will  find  themselves  crowded.  .Assuredly  a  halt 
must  be  called  before  1915;  or,  at  least  the  cost 
must  be  reduced.  With  that  end  in  view  a  com- 
mittee of  Directors  has  been  appointed  to  draft  an 
amendment  to  the  by-laws.  Perhaps  two  amend- 
ments  may  be  recommended  ;  one  requiring  the  pay- 
ment of  one  dollar  for  every  courtesy  card  with 
no  charge  for  an  extension;  another  permitting 
a  three-months'  temporary  courtesy  membership  to 
non-residents  on  the  payment  of  twenty-five  dol- 
lars in  advance.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  mem- 
bers will  be  found  in  sympathy  with  the  Directors  in 
this  reform.

There  has  been  a  great  revival  of  interest  in 
athletics  since  the  new  Athletic  Committee  took 
hold  of  things.  This  committee  composed  of  Dr. 
McConnell,  W.   R.   Berry,  John   Elliott,  T.  I.  Fitz- 

patrick  and  Louis  McLane  is  full  of  enthusiasm. 
All  are  men  of  experience  in  the  domain  of  amateur 
athletics,  and  several  of  them  have  been  identified 
with  the  growth  of  amateur  athletics  in  California 
for  a  quarter  of  a  century.  It  would  be  hard  to 
round  uj)  anywhere  in  this  country  five  men  more 
zealous  for  the  promotion  of  the  best  interests  of 
amateur  athletics  than  the  gentlemen  of  The 
Olympic  Club  committee.

Maybe  you  have  and  maybe  you  haven't,  but  any- 
way now  that  you've  read  thus  Ear  1  know  you  are 
interested  in  the  gymnasium,  the  men  who  frequent 
it  and  the  man  who  has  charge  of  it,  so  I  want  to 
take  advantage  of  the  occasion  by  presenting  a  few 
facts  for  your  benefit  concerning  the  same.

The 
only  qualification  needed  to  get  into  the  work  is  a 
gym.  suit.  Athletic  ability  or  talent  is  not  required, 
though  the  prevalent  impression  among  many  is  that 
such  is  the  case. 

The  delight  of  being  or  feeling  physically  fit  can- 
not be  described.  Further,  you  do  not  know  how 
far  you  are  from  being  fit  until  you  commence  to 
get  the  gym.  habit.  The  sensation  is  wonderful  and 
the  habit  of  being  a  gymnut  will  weed  out  the  habit 
of  inactivity  and  with  it  the  old  loggy  feeling. 

Professor  Elwood  may  be  seen  any  day  between 
noon  and  two.  In  addition,  Mondays,  Tuesdays  and 
Thursdays  find  him  there  from  10  to  2.  He  also 
puts  in  his  time  from  7  to  9  a.  m.  on  Mondays  and 
Wednesdays  as  well  as  3  to  5  Friday  afternoons. 
He  has  lots  of  things  to  tell  you  all  about  reducing 
weight  or  taking  on  same,  scientific  cure  of  troubles 
by  systems  of  exercises  and  lots  of  other  things.  He 
ought  to,  he's  been  in  the  game  for  fifteen  years. 
Elwood  says  he'll  run  the  steam  and  hot  rooms  out 
of  business  if  possible.     Ask  him  why.
